To Gary Christian of Seattle, New York City is 


traffic jams and prostitutes: "It's what the rest of 
the world is liable to become if we don't watch out." 


To William Wenzler of Milwaukee, New York 


City is a diversity of people and sights: "It is a 
fascinating, vibrant, exciting place to visit and, I 
would suspect, to live." 
Christian, a chemistry professor, and Wenzer, an 


architect, typify the wide variety of opinions that 
people in the rest of the country have about New 
York.The Associated Press asked a random sampling 
of people in about a dozen cities how they felt about 
New York, whether they had visited or lived there, 
what sort of experiences they had and whether they 
would want to live there. 


Those who had been to New York had mixed 


experiences. They remembered the theaters and Wall 
Street, the museums and the ballet. But they also 
remembered the dirt, the hurried pace and the fear 
of walking the streets after dark. 


Few people said they wanted to live in New 


York. It was too big, too expensive, too unfriendly. 


But almost all of them said they felt New York 


City had made a contribution to the rest of the 
country — in culture, in education, in medicine, in 
business and in acting as a unique melting pot that is 
the gateway to America. 


People's emotions often were colored by their 


personal experiences. 


Christian's most recent visit to New York was 


several years ago. He said he'd never return. "I was 
caught in a terrific traffic jam and my bus from the 
airport was delayed. From Times Square I took a cab 
to the hotel and it took me one hour to go two blocks. 
One of the first things I noticed was prostitutes on the 
corner, and it was a fairly classy hotel." 


Wenzler, in contrast, has other memories of his 


visits to New York. "I would spend a lot of time 
walking, including East Harlem. I've taken the sub- 
way up there, I've walked the streets, I've gone into 
apartments to see what they were like...I asked 
people on the street if I could could see them, and 
they invited me in." 


The difference in viewpoints is reflected in some 


of the many public opinion polls on federal aid for 
New York City, although pollsters say the timing of 
the surveys and the way the questions are asked have 
a lot to do with the outcome. 


Dr. Irving Crespi, a vice president with the 


Gallup organization, noted that different surveys

showed widely varying results — pro and con finan- 
cial aid. But, he added, when you take them all 
together "it is very clear that the widespread as- 
sumption that the nation hates New York City just 
isn't correct." 


Some people do seem to hate New York, how- 


ever. 


Fred Kimsey, 47, unmarried, a free-lance artist 


who lives in Little Rock, Ark., said: "Take one giant 
bulldozer and push it into the East River. New York 
is so corrupt, it's unreal. It's a giant organism that's 
eating itself up."

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4 tell same goal:

Four Democratic 
candidates 


for president set full employment 
as a top goal of the nation in 1976 
and advocated various controls on 
oil companies Saturday in Los An- 
geles. 


Former U.S. Sen. Fred Harris 


won the applause contest in back- 
to-baek appearances with Rep. 
Morris Udall of Arizona, Gov. Mil- 


'" ton Shapp of Pennsylvania and for- 


mer North Carolina Gov. Terry 
Sanford. 


There were more similarities 


than differences among the four 
.candidates, who appeared in sepa- 


rate 9Q-minute question-and-answer 
sessions before a crowd of 1,500 at 
the western regional Democratic 
Presidential Conference sponsored 
by the liberal Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action. 


As in three previous ADA 


candidates conferences, and a half- 
dozen other California meetings of 
presidential contenders, there was 
no clear winner in what continues 
to be a leaderless race for the 
Democratic nomination in 1976. 


Udall, whose audience response 


nearly matched Harris' despite 
Udall's relatively low-key style, 
also attacked outgoing Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger for 
what Udall called "an irresponsible 
act" repudiating past U.S. claims 
never to start a nuclear war. 


"Schlesinger a few months ago 


did an irresponsible act... Schles- 
inger declared in a major speech 
as official U.S. policy, and Presi- 
dent Ford backed him up, that the 
world can no longer count on us not 
making the first nuclear strike," 
Udall said. 


"This is madness" and will 


lead to Soviet reassessments of 
their position which can only inten- 
sify the arms race, Udall added.

Robber foiled by 
vigilant neighbors 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - 


"They all come into my store. 
These people are really good," 
Martha Harrington says of her 
East Side neighbors who foiled 
a robbery attempt at the small 
market she operates. 


Police 
said 
William 


Schaefer, 28, of Hallandale, 
Fla, was loitering near the 
store for several hours Thurs- 
day and ignored a small boy's 
warning that "everbody in the 
neighborhood's watching you." 


Mark, a 5-year-old who fre- 


quents the penny-candy coun- 
ter at Martha's Food Mart, 
"just walked up and told this 
guy everybody was watching," 
Mrs. Harrington said Satur- 
day, but Schaefer "stayed 
around anyway." 


Ken Novak, who lives 


across the street from Mrs. 
Harrington's store, had been 
taking pictures of the stranger 
all afternoon with a telephoto 
lens. And Paul Paikowski, 
another neighbor, had a loaded 
shotgun ready. 


Novak and Paikowski con- 


ferred with Mrs. Harrington 
about the stranger, then left 
her store and watched from 
across the street with a 17- 
year-old neighborhood youth. 


Police said Schaefer walk- 


ed into the grocery, vaulted 
the counter, put his hands over 
Mrs. Harrington's eyes and 
then scooped money from the 
cash register. Mrs. Harring- 
ton, a widow for 24 years who 
says only that she's old enough 
to collect Social Security, 
screamed and her neighbors 
went into action. 


When Schaefer ran out of 


the store, the 17-year-old boy 
chased him into a backyard 
and tackled him. Schaefer 
pulled a knife and lunged at 
the boy, but Paikowski then 
fired his shotgun into the 
ground and told Schaefer to 
freeze or he would kill him, 
Novak said. 


Schaefer dropped the 


knife, the money was recover- 
ed, and police were called. 
Schaefer was charged with 
robbery and endangering safe- 
ty. "We didn't want to get into 
the role of playing policemen," 
Novak said. "But we did what 
we had to do." 


Mrs. Harrington 
said 


later: "It's a good neighbor- 
hood. I've been here long 
enough to know everyone like 
a book. This is just a little 
neighborhood store, but I'm 
proud of my store and I'm 
proud of my neighborhood."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government is considering 
efforts to break up the giant Gener- 
al Motors Corp., the world's largest 
automaker, according to a govern- 
ment source. 


The Federal Trade Commission 


was reported to have recommended 
antitrust action against the giant 
automaker, whose sales last year 
totaled nearly $32 billion. 


FTC Chairman Lewis A. Eng- 


man declined comment on the 
report, saying only that "we have a 
number of investigations going on. 
Some are the responsibility of the 
commission and some of the Jus- 
tice Department."

The Justice Department report- 


edly was close to filing an antitrust 
suit against GM in 1968 but was 
overridden by the White House, 
NBC News said Saturday. 


A GM spokesman said top 


company officials were unavailable 
for comment on the report 


GM has dominated the nation's 


auto industry for 40 years and has 
accounted for half the cars built 
and sold in this country since the 
mid 1950s. 


The auto giant's top officials 


have been quoted recently as say- 
ing they have set a goal of increas- 
ing the firm's share of U.S. domes- 
tic car sales to 60 per cent in 1976. 


Last year, GM had a 50 per 


cent share of domestic car sales 
and its share so far this year is 53 
per cent, compared with a 28 per 
cent share for the No. 2 auto 
maker, Ford Motor Co. Including 
import sales, GM's share of the 
U.S. market is 43 per cent. 


The FTC staff ""says" that kind 


of dominance is tantamount to mo- 
nopoly," said NBC, which reported 
it had learned that both the eco-

against GM. 


That report was confirmed by a 


source hi the federal government 
who did not wish to be identified. 


"Justice has been working on 


this for a long time," said Frank 
Faraone, a GM spokesman in 
Washington. "I wouldn't know 
where the FTC fits in." 


A spokesman for the Justice 


Department said the FTC refers its 
recommendations to the depart- 
ment, which has 40 days to decide 
whether to file suit. At the end of 
that period, the matter is returned 


to the FTC, which can file suit on 
its own. 


GM has been in antitrust trou- 


ble before. 


In 1965, GM signed a consent 


decree with the Justice Department 
agreeing to make its bus engine, 
axle and transmission designs and 
components available to any other 
competitor. 


At the time, GM was the only 


major bus manufacturer. American 
Motors took advantage of the con- 
sent order and began producing 
buses last year. 


A suit against GM would be the 


biggest suit ever handled by the 
FTC, NBC said, and the most spec- 
tacular antitrust action since the 
government broke up Standard Oil 


33 hurt in fog collisions 


A nightmarish string of chain- 


reaction crashes smashed at least 
30 cars and trucks into each other 
and injured 33 persons Saturday 
morning as fog swept across Inter- 
state 5 between Bakersfield and 
Los Angeles. 


Highway patrolmen said the on- 


again, off-again fog and drizzle left 
behind a mile-long string of twisted 
vehicles near Lebec, atop the 
Grapevine grade on the Ridge 
Route through the Tehachapi 
Mountains. 


All the injured were taken to 


four Bakersfield hospitals by ambu- 
lances, and no deaths were report- 
ed. 


Helicopters were sent to the 


scene to help evacuate the injured, 
but all the victims were removed 
before the aircraft arrived. 


A nearby private campground 


was used as a field hospital until 
the victims were removed, and a 
load of rugs was taken out of a 
truck to help insulate the injured. 


Officers said the crashes were 


triggered about 8 a.m. when a 
truck mating a lane change in 


in 1911. 


GM spokesmen in Detroit would

The firm's third-quarter profits 


were up nearly 14 times from last 
year's anemic levels to $243 mil- 
lion. GM reported record sales of 
$8.3 billion during its third-quarter, 
a 20 per cent improvement over the 
July-September 1974 period. 


Its earnings of 84 cents a share 


compared with profits of $16.7 mil- 
lion, or five cents a share, in the 
year-ago period, and approached 
the record third-quarter earnings of 
$267 million set in 1973.

er than analysts had expected,

were GM's fourth highest for the 
quarter since World War II.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gov. Hugh 


L. Carey met with political and 
financial leaders Saturday to plan 
last-ditch, antidefault 
strategy 


while Mayor Abraham D. Eeame 
held separate meetings on addition- 
al city spending cuts ordered by the 
Emergency Financial 
Control 


Board. 


As those meetings progressed, 


House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
"Tip" O'Neill, D-Mass., in town to 
study the city's financial crisis for 
himself, predicted that President 
Ford "will save New York" by 
signing legislation to help the city 
avoid default. 


The President has said he 


would veto any "bailout" legisla- 
tion, but has urged that bankruptcy 
laws be revised to help a post- 
default New York run more 
smoothly. 


O'Neill said a bill providing 


federal loan guarantees to help the 
city avoid default and changing 
bankruptcy laws in case default 
comes will reach the House floor a 
week from Monday. 


"I have known Gerald Ford 


ultimately for 24 years, and I know 
he will agree to save New York if 


Congress gives him a bill he can 
live with," O'Neill said. 


The governor's weekend meet- 


ings were called to discuss possible 
default by the end of next week by 
state agencies such as Housing Fi- 
nance, the Dormitory Authority 
and the Medical Facilities Financ- 
ing Corp. Those agencies must roll 
over about $500 million in short- 
term debt and have found capital 
markets closed because of the 
city's troubles. 


If $150 million is not found by 


next week, New York City will de- 
fault, but Carey has been publicly 
optimistic the money will be found 
in time. 


At a news briefing in the after- 


noon, Carey said he felt there 
would be need for a special session 
of the State Legislature. But he 
declined to discuss any specific ac- 
tions he might ask it to take and 
conceded that his own thinking had 
not yet reached the stage where he 
was ready to summon the lawmak- 
ers to Albany, even though he had 
told them last week to be ready.

Moroccans open 
3rd Sahara front 


AGADIR, Morocco (AP) - 


Unarmed Moroccan marchers were 
reported massed Saturday to enter 
the Spanish Sahara at a third point 
as King Hassan II and a Spanish 
cabinet minister reopened talks on 
a possible compromise over the dis- 
puted territory. 


The Moroccan newspaper 


L'Opinion quoted a field corre- 
spondent as saying a large group 
was preparing to open the new 
front just 30 miles west of the Alge- 
rian border - joining the 120,000 
marchers facing a Spanish mine- 
field and legionnaires near the 
Atlantic coast and an unconfirmed 
number at another front roughly 
midway between the coast and the 
Algerian frontier. 


Antonio Carro 
Martinez, 


Spain's minister of the premier's 
office, flew unexpectedly into Aga- 
dir, Morocco's temporary capital, 
after a discussion of the crisis by 
the Spanish cabinet on Friday. 


King Hassan received Carro in 


his Agadir palace. Among others 
attending the session were Moroc- 
can Premier Ahmed Osman an 
Foreign Minister Ahmed Laraki. 


Those at the first opening 


began crossing the border Thurs- 
day south of Tarfaya but stopped 
when they came to what Spam calls 
its "dissuasion line" of mines, 
barbed wire and legionnaires about 
six miles across the frontier. 


Military officials said the sec- 


ond opening was made by trucking 
100,000 other volunteers to an area 
about 120 miles east — an apparent 
attempt to get around the land- 
mines. But newsmen in the area 
saw only an estimated 5,000 march- 
ers at one point and 60 to 80 
transport trucks at another point. 


The third opening, if confirmed, 


would further increase the risk of a 
direct confrontation with Algeria, 
which has denounced the march as 
an "invasion with aggressive in- 
tent" and an attempt to deprive the 
80,000 Sahara inhabitants of their 
right to self-determination. 


Spain, which is planning to give 


up the territory if it can protect its 
investments in the phosphate indus- 
try, has been holding out for a 
referendum, possibly under United 
Nations auspices.

Nazi 


Ernst "Putzi" Hanfstaengl, 


Adolf Hitler's Harvard-educated 
crony who broke with the Nazis 
and spent World War n as a 
consultant in the United Stat e, 
died at the age of 88 and has 
been quietly buried, his family 
said Saturday in Munich, West 
Germany. 


The once-flamboyant Hanf- 


staengl, whose piano playing 
soothed Hitler in times of stress, 
died Thursday, a family pokes- 
man said. The announcement 
was delayed until after the quiet 
burial ceremony that Hanf- 
staengl had requested. 


After leaving the Third Reich 


in 1937, Hanfstaengl lived hi 
Switzerland and England and 
during World War n came to the 
U.S. where he analyzed Nazi 
broadcasts for the U.S. govern- 
ment He returned to Germany 
in 1946. 


Hanfstaengl described his 


wartime role as that of unoffi- 
cial adviser to President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, a fellow mem- 
ber of the Harvard Club in New 
York prior to World War I. How- 
ever, he had no direct contact 
with the President.

Sgt, l.C. David Mitchell, ac- 


quitted of charges in the 1968 My 
Lai massacre, has been convict- 
ed of accepting bribes from 
trainees and sentenced to five 
years at hard labor, an Army 
spokesman said Saturday at Ft.

A spokesman said Mitchell, 


35, was reduced to private, 
denied all future allowances and 
pay, and will be given a dis- 
honorable discharge at the end 
of his term. 


The 15^-ear Army veteran 


was convicted of 10 counts of 
accepting money from men in 
his training platoon at the Basic 
Training Center at Ft Jackson. 
He also was convicted in a 
court-martial two weeks ago of 
threatening 
trainees with 


charges of minor infractions if 
they did not give him money.

Decks cleared for election 
Effects of Ford's shakeup uncertain]

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


President Ford, in his 
high-level shakeup this 
week, has cleared the 
decks for next year's 
presidential election. 


But some question re- 


mains as to whether, by 
ridding himself of some 
sensitive points of embar- 
rassment, Ford actually 
helped his cause. 


Vice President Nelson 


Rockefeller took himself 
out of the running for a 
No. 2 spot on any 1976 
Ford ticket, saying he 
wanted to spare the Presi- 
dent from "partisan 
squabbling." 


That removed the major 


weapon of Ronald Reagan 
supporters attacking Ford 
from the GOP right and 
stifled internal dissension 
over such gnawing prob- 
lems as aid to New York 
City. 


Ford's announcement 


the same day that he was 
firing Defense Secretary 
James Schlesinger re- 
moved a painful source of 
squabbling within 
the 


administration. 


Less clear was the new 


status of Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger who 
was stripped of his second 
title as chief of the Nation- 
al Security Council. 


While Kissinger left a 


favorite protege at the 
White House, he lost his 
own desk there and with it 
the ready access to the 
presidential ear. The im- 
mediate effect was to 
make Ford look more like 
his own man. 


At the same time, 


Schlesmger's departure si- 
lences a long-running feud 
over detente with the 
Communist bloc, which 
Kissinger had pushed and 
Ford supported. Schlesing- 
er has been critical of 
some disarmament terms 
as harmful to the nation's 
security. 


Meanwhile, the return 


of Elliot Richardson and 
George Bush from foreign 
assignments brings back 
two of the most popular, 
personable and potentially 
helpful Republicans on the 
eve of the election cam- 
paign. 


Both Richardson, some- 


what of a hero by his 
stand in the Watergate 
investigation, and Bush a 
popular former party 
chairman, were promptly 
thrust into the betting on a 
new vice presidential 
nominee. 


Bush's appointment as 


director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency also 
ousts William Colby, who 
had been causing Ford 


problems with his frank 
admissions to Congress of 
CIA wrongdoing. 


Ford, of course, men- 


tioned none of this when 
he announced the shake-p 
in a nationally televised 
news conference Monday 
night. He merely said he 
was forming a new team 
of "my guys" to continue 
what he characterized as 
already successful poli- 
cies.

Catalina Island to get reclaimed fresh water

water Treatment Facility, currently under construction 
at the east end of the island, originally planned to 
provide secondary treatment to raw sewage, which up to 
now has been dumped into the ocean. 


Ownership and responsibility for non-labor costs of 


the treatment facility will remain with the city, Sather 
said. 


Construction costs for the water reclamation sys- 


tem, according to Sather, are estimated at $705,800. 
Annual operating costs would be $100,000. 


Besides increased water resources, all of this has 


an estimated financial benefit to the city of Avalori of 
$50,000 a year: $39,000 labor saving at the Wastewater 
Treatment Facility, $5,000 operating deficit alleviation 
for the salt water system, $4,000 ad valorem taxes from 
SCE for the salt water sytem and $2,000 franchise 
payments from SCE for the sale of reclaimed water. 


DETAILS on the various technical components in 


which the water will be treated, transported, stored, 
chlorinated, percolated and provided to island house- 
holders are highly complex, requiring eight pages, 
single-spaced, in the project's environmental impact 
report. 


In simple terms, the system will carry effluent 


water to upper Avalon Canyon, where it will be dis- 
charged onto the canyon floor, flowing down a designed, 
meandering stream bed of sufficient area to allow for 
complete percolation into the Avaion Canyon water 
aquifer. 


Water for use in .the flushing system and for fire 


protection will be withdrawn from the Avalon Canyon 
aquifer by pumping from a series of wells drilled in the 
canyon's floor. Nearby Baker Reservoir also will be 
used for reclaimed water storage. 


Sather said the state of California may consider the 


project as a test case.

women's movement is 
doing some soul search- 
ing."-Many feminists, who 
have no doubt about its 
strength and its future,

Amendment in New York 
and New Jersey, question- 
ing its direction. 


Is the movement's ap- 


peal sufficiently broad- 
based? Are its goals being 
adequately communicat- 
ed? Is its image, in. the 
eyes of the uninitiated, an 
aqcurate one? 


;A number of active 


feminists say "no." They 
believe that despite an 
avowed commitment to 
"choice," and despite ef- 
fqrts to gain financial 
rights for homemakers, 
the movement's goals are 
not getting through to a 
gijod part of the 60 per 
cejnt of the female popula- 
tion who do not work out- 
side the house. Some also 
question the effectiveness 
ofi its "outreach" to blue 
cdllar workers.

Although Miss Krupsak 


attributed the amend- 
ment's defeat primarily to 
economic conditions ("a 
woman might not have 
worried about a career 
woman, but whether her 
husband would lose his job 
to a career woman"), she 
said she believed that the 
message of the movement 
did not get through ade- 
quately. 


"I don't think the right 


image was conveyed," she 
said. 


"Too much rhetoric has 


replaced reality," feminist 


Betty Friedan said. "The 
ERA was defeated be- 
cause the women's move- 
ment hasn't affected the 
mainstream. We, in the 
movement, must take re- 
sponsibility. 


"While lies were spread 


by ERA opponents, they 
fed real fears of women," 
she continued. "We must 
understand these fears 
and, 
if the movement is 


going to continue to grow, 
give these women the 
strength and courage, to 
face their problems and 
fears. To blind ourselves 
to reality is to evade re- 
sponsibility 
for 
the 


women's movement we 
helped create." 


To Letty Cottin Pogre- 


bin, a feminist who finds 
no difficulty, or incongrui- 


ty, in writing both for Ms. 
magazine and the Ladies' 
Home Journal, the move- 
ment 
"ignored 
or 


misunderstood a lot of 
women whose threshold is 
the status quo." 


"We must take femin- 


ism step by step," she 
said. "All our eventual 
goals are a lot for many 
women to swallow at once. 
All too many feminists for- 
get the middle step...We 
must get an access route 
that is more relevant to 
the lives of women at 
home." 


Elinor C. Guggenheim- 


er, and others, suggest 
that the movement must 
"stretch its 
horizons, 


change its image, and if 
not change its leadership, 


expand and enlarge it to 
include other types." 


"Obviously a large

women's movement. 


"Many see it as a group 


of aggressive individuals 
demanding their rights," 
she said. "We've argued 
as though all women were 
terribly depressed and suf- 
fering; we've ignored the 
fact that we have made 
many strides. And we 
haven't 
sufficiently 


emphasized the word 
'choice.' The woman who 


chooses to stay home feels 
threatened by us." 


'•I hope we find room 


for part-way feminists," 
Mrs. Pogrebin said. "You 
can't expect a full conver- 
sion from everyone; you 
can't expect a common 
cause on every issue. If 
you scratch a homemaker, 
you'll find a feminist one- 
eighth of an inch from the 
surface. She won't neces- 
sarily identify with some 
of our more visible strug- 
gles, but that's all right." 


"Our 
biggest forward 


thrust should be to com- 
municate our priorities to 
housewives and blue collar 
workers," said Muriel 
Fox, a founder of NOW 
and a past chairwoman of 
its national board. "We 
have to communicate with 
them, talk to them, and 
listen to what they are 
saying." 


The efforts being made 


by the women's movement 
to help housewives and 
mothers (Social Security 
for homemakers, child 
care centers, etc.) were 
constantly stressed by the 
women who, nevertheless, 
believe some changes 
must be made. • 


"We've been working- 


toward recognizing the 
worth of either spouse in 
the house. We've been say- 
ing it but it's been drown- 
ed out by the rhetoric of 


revolution," Mrs. Friedan 
said. "Too many people in 
the movement are talking 
to themselves. There's a 
self-hypnosis going on." 


"The women's move- 


ment has never said it was 
against home and chil- 
dren, but many women 
feel it "is," Mrs. Guggen- 
heimer said. "The heads 
of the movement are terri- 
bly defensive and fright- 
ened of accepting anything 
but a narrow interpreta- 
tion of feminism. We have 
very effective leaders...- 
but the leadership should 
include women with whom 
various segments of the 
population can identify."

— The ability to detect 


chemically induced health 
dangers is so limited that 
only a portion of the dam- 
age can be recognized. 


— The costs to society 


of diseases linked to envi- 
ronmental pollution, while 
difficult to pin down, are 
staggering. 


— Expensive and ardu- 


ous - testing methods are 
not sensitive enough to de- 
tect the polluting agents. 


The report lists various 


substances contributing to 
pollution and health prob- 
lems. 


Among them are asbes- 


tos, chlorines, fluorides, 
nickel and mercury, which 
affects the central nervous 
system. 


Most enter the water 


and ah- through industrial 
processes. 


Other toxic materials 


include carbon monoxide 
and hydrocarobons, pro- 
duced by combustion en- 
'gines. 


The' report was pre- 


pared by the Library of 
Congress'

Research Service for the 
House subcommittee on 
the environment and the 
atmosphere. On Friday, 
the House pane! began 
seven days of hearings to 
develop the issues raised 
in the study.

Congress, Ford nearing accord on oil policy

WASHINGTON - Only 


one last major hurdle — 
"price flexibility" for 
hard-to-get oil — stands 
between Congress and the 
Ford administration in 
reaching a compromise on 
oil policy, Federal Energy 
Administrator Frank Zarb 
said Saturday. 


In a telephone inter- 


view, Zarb said the admin- 
istration wants the hard- 
to-get domestic crude — 
from Alaska and the 
Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf 
sea bottoms — to be ex- 
empt from strict price 
controls. 


"If ihey (Congress) do 


that," Zarb said emphati- 
cally, "then it's done." 


1 The Democratic Con- 
gress and Republican 
White House have been 
battling for nearly a year 
over oil pricing policy. 


President Ford and his 


energy advisers insist that 
higher prices are needed 
to encouiage more domes- 
tic oil production and to 
reduce US. dependence on 
foreign oil.

more oil development," 
Zarb said. 


At the same time, he 


said, the administration is 
willing to go along with a 
proposed congressional re- 
quirement that the Presi- 
dent be "forced" to justify 
the economic rationale for 
setting higher prices on 
the hard-to-get crude. 


"We've not objection to 


a provision that would 


force us to make a finding 
that has to stand up in 
court," Zarb said. 


By the same token, he 


said, the administration 
opposes the idea tiiat ei- 
ther house of Congress 
should have a veto over 
the President's pricing 
decision on the hard-to-get 
oil. 


In an election year. 


Zarb said, the temptation 
would be too great to nix 
the pricing decision, re- 
gardless of how strongly it 
might be warranted. 


Zarb said he and his 


staff will be working with 
congressional staffers to 
try to hammer out a com- 
promise that "we can all 
live with." 


If the conferees reject 


the "flexible pricing" 


proposal (or hard-to-get 
oil. Zarb hinted, he will 
recommend a presidential 
veto of the congressional 
plan. 


"We've compromised 


enough," Zarb sad. 
"There's a point beyond 
which you can't go." 


A Senate source was 


noncommittal on the pros- 
pects for reaching such an 
agreement 
with 
the 


administration. 


"I can only say," the 


staffer said, "that we feel 
we've gone about as far as 


we can go. We think the g 
President will go along"*" 
with our plan, when it 
finally comes down to the 
crunch."

Edgerton defends hitting city 'powers'

Long Beach Councilman Wallace Edgerton said 


Saturday he "anticipated catching hell" for a midweek 
speech critical of "concentrations of power" in the city 
manager's office and in the Independent, Press-Tele- 
gram! but insisted his remarks were not a personal 
attack. 


1-Although Edgerton's talk Wednesday to the Law 


Society at Long Beach State University was attended by 
only about 50 people, a minor tremor jostled downtown 
political observers and City Hall at the impact of the 
university newspaper (The Daily Forty-Niner) headline, 
"I,P-T, city manager attacked." 


t • Edgerton did not back down from his stated opinion 


that "institutionalized concentrations of power...are un- 
healthy for the city and unhealthy for good government. 
In: my opinion, the Long Beach Independent, Press- 
Telegram and the city manager of Long Beach have too 
much power. 


;-*The crux of the matter is," he said, "that here we 


have'coneentrations of power and the whole thrust of the 
Constitution is to diffuse power. It has nothing to do with 
the' men involved or their integrity or their competence. 
HelL'there's nothing conspiratorial about it. 


?-'.'But the council is somewhat intimidated by the 


press. I'm intimidated by the press. I'm nervous about 
taking a position that the press doesn't agree with. But I 
said it, I believe it and I'll have to live with it." 


"Edgerton's criticisms—he protested that the word 


"atta'ck" was a disservice to himself, the newspaper and 
the city manager—were the groundwork for his advoca- 
cy in his speech for a well-paid, full-time City Council 
elected by districts rather than by citywide vote, with 
individual campaigns financed by public contributions 
as much as possible. 


In his speech he made allusions to "hypothetical" 


cases of a city manager's "brokering" outside jobs for 
council members or otherwise assisting them, creating a

situation in which the council member would be behold- 
en to the manager. 


He was asked if he had heard of that kind of thing 


happening frequently. 


"I'm 
certain that it happens, yes," Edgerton 


replied. When the questioner expressed doubt, Edgerton 
added, "Well, I've observed it." 


After the talk he cited specifics to a reporter, but 


when queried Saturday for those specifics he said he had 
intended them to be off the record. 


Edgerton told the group he would vote to have the 


district-only election issue put on a Long Beach ballot 
for the voters to decide, a proposition now before the 
council's Charter Amendment Committee. 


"Even if we get it on the ballot," he said, "we'll 


have to do a lot of grass-roots campaigning because 
we're going to have to beat the Independent, Press- 
Telegram unless we can get them to agree with us. We 
would like their endorsement." 


On the matter of endorsements, he noted that he 


had the newspaper's endorsement in his successful bid 
for the Second District council seat last May and would 
seek it again. 


There is no contradiction here, he said, since "one 


should not confuse freedom of the press with power of 
the press." 


District-only elections, in which more people could 


run because of less expense, would allow a candidate to 
"be his own man," Edgerton said. 


Council members elected by district would make 


the council more independent, responsive and democrat- 
ic, he contended. 


A full-time, $20,000-a-year council would also be 


cheaper "as opposed to the proliferation of $25,000-to- 


J45,000-a-year bureaucrats going out and getting involv- 
ed with the basic roles hi politics that the elected official 
ought to be doing," he said. 


Edgerton stressed the need for better training for 


council members in dealing with a myriad of problems 
typical to a city the size of Long Beach, the budget 
among them. 


He suggested that the city manager, with the time, 


the personnel, the research capabilities and the money, 
"has the power. The power makes the decisions and the 
power makes the policy." 


City Manager John Mansell answers this argument 


with a reference to the City Charter, which establishes 
the council's power to make policy and his own power to 
carry it out. 


"I work for nine members of the council," he said. 


"We follow the charter, and if there are those who don't 
like the charter it is up to them to get it changed. Under 
the council-manager form of government, the council 
sets the policy and it is the right of any five individuals 
(a council majority) to overrule any of the manager's 
suggestions."

and President Ford does not plan to go there. 


Ford will have a chance to answer questions about 


his 1976 primary campaign plans as well as administra- 
tion shake-ups when he appears before another nation- 
wide broadcast audience Sunday. 


He accepted an invitation to appear on the one-hour 


anniversary edition of "Meet the Press" on NBC televi- 
sion at 9 a.m. PST Sunday. 


It will be the first appearance of an incumbent 


president on the show, which is celebrating its 2Sth 
anniversary on television. 


Ford set aside much of Saturday for meetings with 


his staff, foregoing his usual golf game despite un- 
seasonably warm and pleasant weather, to prepare for 
the appearance. But Nessen said Ford was getting in a 
game of tennis on the White House court.' 


The President played tennis for 45 minutes with his 


chief economic adviser, William Seidman, Defense 
Secretary-designate Donald Rumsfeld and John Robson, 
new chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board. 


It will be the second time in a week that Ford has 


answered questions on live television, and the second 


time since his firing last Sunday of Defense Secretary 
James Schlesinger and Central Intelligence Director 
William E. Colby and Nelson A. Rockefeller's withdraw- 
al from the 1976 vice presidential race. 


Ford held a White House news conference Monday 


night, explaining that the shake-ups were totally his own 
decision as he sought to get his own team on the job. He 
sidestepped questions regarding a reported conflict on 
detente with the Soviet Union between Schlesinger and 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger as the reason for 
replacing Schlesinger with White House Chief of Staff 
Rumsfeld. 


Ford was back at his White House desk Saturday 


after a busy one-day trip for fund-raising and speaking 
appearances in Boston and Springfield, Mass. 


After the 13-hour traveling day Friday, Ford's 


Saturday at the White House was low-key. His appoint- 
ments included farewell calls from Stanley Scott, the 
top-ranking black in his administration, who is moving 
from the post as presidential assistant to the Agency for 
International Development, and Richard Dunham, leav- 
ing the Domestic Council to head the Federal Power 
Commission. 


A meeting with news broadcaster Lowell Thomas to 


talk about the Middle East was also scheduled, as well 
as a meeting to discuss energy proposals and other 
items on the fiscal 1977 budget.

technology into the mar- 
ketplace at the earliest 
possible moment." 


The states have begun 


competing for the center, 
which will study ways of 
cutting the cost of har- 
nessing many forms of 
solar energy, even before 
the issuance, expected late 
this month, of formal 
criteria describing the- 
center's mission and 
needs. 


Formal proposals would 


then be due no sooner than 
45 days thereafter, that is, 


some time in January or 
February, 
according to 


Ben McCarty, a spokes- 
man. 


The criteria for the cen- 


ter are being drafted by a 
20-member project office 
for the agency in German 
Town, Md., headed by R. 
Philip McGee, senior engi- 
neer in the agency's 
physical research division. 


McGee worked some 


years ago on selecting, 
from scores of proposals, 
the site for the $250 million 
proton accelerator, the 


world's largest atom 
smasher, that was eventu- 
ally built in Geneva, 111. 


The scramble preceding 


the Geneva site selection 
was regarded as the most 
widespread, public, and 
intense competition up to 
that time for a federal 
scientific installation. The 
competition for the solar 
institute is expected to 
rival that for the accelera- 
tor. 


A proposal to place the 


SERI in New Mexico, 
backed by Gov. Jerry 


Apodaca, Sen. Joseph 
Montoya and a consortium 
of science laboratories 
was presented to Teem 
last Feb. 18. At that time 
ERDA was a month old. 


On Long Island, univer- 


sities and industries form- 
ed a similar consortium in 
June. 


On Oct. 23, Gov. Hugh 


Carey designated Dr. Wil- 
liam E. Seymour of the 
New York State depart- 
ment of Commerce to 
coordinate SERI propos- 
als, including the "assem- 


bling of the necessary real 
estate," from different re- 
gions in the state.

governors of six New Eng- 
land states, sitting as the 
New England Regional 
Commission, voted to 
"work as a regional 
force" to attract SERI to 
New England.

iron district.

WASHINGTON - Labor 


Secretary John T. Dunlop 
has. proposed that the 
Ford administration make 
a subtle but fundamental 
change in the way the gov- 
ernment develops and en- 
forces regulations that af- 
fect the pocketbook, health 
and safety of millions of 
Americans. 


Outlined in a 17-page 


draft paper circulated 
within President Ford's 
Domestic Council and ob- 
tained by The New York 
Times, Dunlop's proposal 
suggests that the key to 
improving the existing 
regulator effort is to give 
the contending parties a 
larger role in writing 
regulations and deciding 
how they will be enforced 
his proposal was said to be 
still under review.

: --J''According to an authoritative source, the answer to 
yo'iifquestion is depressing: none of the remedies work. 


''The word comes from the Medical Letter, an impar- 


tial publication that issues judgments on the value of 
drugs for the'benefit of doctors, using some of the best 
talent in the field. According to the Medical Letter, none 
of the cold, medicines on the market are worth using. 


'. 
IN ITS latest issue, the Medical Letter points out 


that all cold remedies use essentially the same kind of 
ingredients, although in combinations that differ from 
brand to brand. 


For example, Corieidin contains an antihistamine, 


aspirin and caffeine. Dristan contains an antihistamine, 
a decongestant, aspirin, caffeine and antacids. Contac 
contains an antihistamine, a decongestant and an alka- 
loid to dry nassl secretions. Bayer Decongestant Cold 
Tablets contain a decongestant, two painkillers, caffeine 
and quinine. 


With all the variations on the theme, the publication 


says, the cold remedies don't work because almost all of 
their ingredients aren't up to the challenge of the 
common cold. Antihistamines get a lukewarm OK .from 
the Medical Letter on the grounds that they "have weak 
atropine-line effects that may diminish the flow of nasal 
secretions in the early stages of a cold." 


BUT IT'S thumbs down on decongestants. The pub- 


lication says doses of such drugs in cold remedies are 
too small to decrease nasal congestion; if the doses were 
large enough to help your nose, they would also be large 
enough to cause a general increase in your blood pres- 
sure, which isn't good. 


As for aspirin and other painkillers, the Medical 


: Letter is skeptical. If it's aspirin you want, the publica- 
• tion says, you can buy aspirin alone at a fraction of the 
; cost you pay for aspirin in cold remedies. But-beware, 
since a recent report suggests that "aspirin may cause 
an increase in viral shedding, possibly enhancing spread 
of the infection." As for other painkillers, such as 
acetaminophen and phenacetin, the Medical Letter says 
they work about as well as 'aspirin, period. 


' AND SO ON down ;the list. Some cold remedies 


contain expectorants: "Of little value," says the Medi- 


-• cal Letter. "Cold mist from a humidifier or warm steam 


from a vaporizer is much more effective." 


Alkaloids to dry up runny noses: "Generally 


present in amounts too minute to be effective." Caf- 
feine: "The usual dose of 30 milligrams is unlikely to 
have much effect on most patients (one cup of coffee 
contains about 100 milligrams of caffeine)." Antacids: 
"Food is probably as good a buffer as the amount of 
antacid in most of these products." 
' 
And finally, Vitamin C: "There is no convincing 


evidence that it can feduce'the severity or duration of 
colds, even in much larger doses than are included in 
these preparations." 


'. 
AFTER THAT devastating rundown, it's no sur- 


prise to read the conclusuon: "Widely used remedies 
promoted for relief of symptoms of the common cold" 
offer irrational combinations of drugs at a high cost." 


.The Medical Letter stops "there, except to note (hat 


there is a huge variety of cold remedies to choose from; 
the publication lists 47 different remedies and says that 
at least 60 other combination products are available, 
with or without prescriptions. 


It's an old medical rule that any time you have a 


large number of competing cures for a condition, none 
of the treatments work very well, so they will be tried in 
turn. That's especially true for a self-limiting condition 
such as the common cold. Take a cold remedy, and the 
cold will go away in a few days so the remedy gets the 
credit for ending the cold. 


THE MEDICAL LETTER doesn't' mention the 


recommended treatment for the cold, but that has been 
standard for decades: lots of liquids, aspirin, bed rest if 
needed and time.

Refugees 


Will Vietnamese refugees be 


denied U.S. citizenship if they re- 
ceive food stamps? I.M., Long 
Beach. 


It is unlikely that jnst receiving 


food stamps would adversely affect 
a refugee's chances of becoming a 
citizen, but many aspects of his or 
her life here would be considered if 
and when he or she finally applies 
for naturalization. And it is con- 
ceivable, an Immigration and 
Naturalization Service spokesman 
noted, that a long stint on welfare, 
for instance, could possibly cause a 
judge to reject the refugee's appli- 
cation for citizenship. "At the 
present time, most (of the refugees) 
aren't eligible for citizenship. They 
are in refugee status only. Until 
they are admitted for permanent 
residency status they aren't eligible 
for citizenship," he said. "Only a 
handful" have secured immigration 
visas for permanent residency, he 
said. Those few are "getting into 
types of employment that wouldn't 
affect the employment situation in 
this country." He said doctors and 
nurses would be more likely to get 
visas. The limited number of visas 
will keep many of the remaining 
refugees from becoming permanent 
residents unless Congress passes a 
law — as it did for the Cuban 
refugees — granting them perma- 
nent residency status after a cer- 
tain period of time. A person may 
apply for naturalization after five 
years as a permanent resident, or 
three years if he or she is married 
to an American citizen.

Home rebate 


I was told that if we buy a new 


home this year, we can get a re- 
bate on it. Is this true? M.N., Wil- 
mington. 


The buyer of any new home that 


was either under construction or 
unoccupied as of March 25 may 
subtract 5 per cent of the purchase 
price from the 1975 taxes owed up 
to a maximum of $2,000. The new 
home must be purchased between 
March 13 and Dec. 31, although yon 
have until Jan. 1, 1977, to occupy 
the house. For a house to be consid- 
ered under construction, there 
must be "significant 
physical 


work" on the property as of last 
March 25. Drawing up architectur- 
al plans, drilling for a soil analysis 
or grading the lot, for example, 
does not constitute construction. 
The tax break applies to new 
homes, condominiums, mobile 
homes or any other single-family 
dwelling which can qualify as the 
taxpayer's principal residence. For 
more information on the new home 
tax credit plan, which was part of 
the 1975 tax cut bill enacted in 
March, you can contact the Infer-

He argues 
that Israel may want to limit de- 
pendence on the United States for 
arms and hold down defense spend- 
ing."If so," writes Tucker, a 
professor of international relations 
at Johns Hopkins University, "the 
change from the present policy of 
maintaining a 'nuclear option' to a 
policy based on a known nuclear 
deterrent will inevitably have to be 
given the most serious considera- 
tion." 


Maj. Gen. Binyamin Peled, 


commander of the Israeli Air 
Force, and Lt. Gen. David Elazar, 
chief of staff at the outbreak of the 
October war, speaking at a sym- 
posium in Jerusalem last month, 
voiced the belief that a first-strike 
capability was essential for Israeli 
security.

MADRID {AP) — Doctors gave 


Gen. Francisco Franco 14 pints of 
blood Saturday and sought to re- 
lieve his pain with sedatives after 
an operation for removal of two- 
thirds of his ulcerated stomach. 


A late-night medical bulletin 


read by Information Minister Leon 
Herrera said the 82-year-old 
Franco's condition still was "very 
grave" but there was no post- 
operation hemorrhaging. He added 
that the generalissimo continued 
under treatment of a kidney ma- 
chine to reduce toxins in his blood. 


Surgeons who performed the 


four-hour operation Friday said the 


section of stomach cut out contain- 
ed 11 ulcers and infected tissue. 
Their report added that Franco's 
abdominal bleeding had been caus--.. 
ed exclusively by the ulcers and if 
the operation had not been per- 
formed "they would have provoked 
the death of the leader in very few 
hours." 


The surgery at Madrid's La 


Paz Clinic was the second abdomi- 
nal operation on Franco in four 
days. His medical team said the 
general awoke from anesthesia in 
the middle of the night, seven hours 
after the end of surgery, and was 
given sedatives to block the pain 
and help him sleep again.

ventional preemptive strike would 
have paralyzing effects on an 
enemy, U.S. analysts said. The 
Israeli air force has received some 
of these weapons from the United 
States for use against ground tar- 
gets. 


However, the Pershing battle- 


field support missiles, promised to 
Israel by Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger, are unlikely to be 
delivered because of strong Penta- 
gon objections. 


Defense Department sources 


point out that any Pershings sent to 
Israel would have to be withdrawn 
from the Army in West Germany. 
They feel that Israel, at the mo- 
ment, enjoys superiority in the air 


and does not need the Pershings fo" 
supplement its strength. 


Israel's view is that the Per- 


shing, which has a nuclear as well 
as a conventional capability, would 
balance the SSI Scud missiles now 
deployed by Egypt and Syria. But 
Israeli military sources are appar- 
ently content to wait until the sec- 
ond version of the Pershing, now 
under development, is in produc- 
tion. 


Tucker shares the Israeli mili- 


tary's view that a period of "mark- 
ed uncertainty" will set in if Ik 
rael's present qualitative superior- 
ity in weapons and personnel Is 
overtaken by improvements in 
Arab forces through the delivery bf 
new weapons from the Soviet 
Union. 


It is at that point, he argues,

Portugal terrorism spurs 
national alert9 coup fear 


LISBON (AP) - 
Portugal's 


armed forces went on nationwide 
alert Saturday following an out- 
break of terrorist attacks and an 
accusation by the Communist 
Party that "a counter-revolution- 
ary coup d'etat is in advanced 
preparation." 


No unusual military patrols ap- 


peared on the streets, but security 
details were increased at radio sta- 
tions and paratroopers with dogs 
stood guard in the harbor area. 


'A Lisbon radio station reported 


a grenade was found on the desk of 
Adm. Antonio Rosa Coutinho, leftist 
member of the ruling Revolution- 
ary Council, but malfunctioned and 
did not explode. 


THE ALERT, which confines 


troops to barracks for an indefinite 
period, was expected to extend at 
least through Tuesday when Portu- 
gal grants independence to Angola, 
its last African possession. 


The independence of the im- 


mensely rich African country, and 
the fighting there between Soviet- 
backed and Western-oriented liber- 
ation movements for control, is. 


tightly interwoven into the struggle 
for power here among leftists, 
moderate socialists and the right 
whig. 


The alert, which went mio ef- 


fect at 8 a.m., came only a few 
hours after unknown men in cars 
hurled army hand grenades at five 
Lisbon police stations, causing 
damage but no serious injuries. 
The stations house security units 
that are being accused by some 
airborne troops of planting the. 
explosives that destroyed a leftist 
radio station Friday on the orders 
of the country's military ruling 
body. 


THE FULL alert was the sec- 


ond emergency measure of its kind 
in two weeks. Two weeks ago, the 
Continental Security Command 
(COPCON), which ordered the 
alert, said there was danger of 
counter-revolutionary action by 
right-wing forces. 


This time, COPCON gave no 


explanation for the alert, but it 
reflected a mood of gathering ten- 
sion. 


The Communist Party Central 


Committee said in a statement that 
"it is evident that a counter-revolu- 
tionary coup d'etat is in advanced 
preparation." 


It condenmed a demonstration' 


of support for the moderate civilian 
government planned for Sunday in 
Lisbon with the backing of the §o- 
cialist and centrist Popular; 
Democratic parties, the two major 
partners in the government coali- 
tion. The Communists have one- 
member in the cabinet. 


THIS demonstration and., other 


scheduled meetings "serve objec- 
tively in plans for a counter-revol* 
tionary conspiracy," the Commit 
nists said. "They require as: an 
answer a prompt alert by all pro- 
gressives."

estate-hotel development 
80 miles south of here de- 
veloped largely with loans 
from a pension fund of the 
International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters.

Costa to make his first 
major public appearance 
since leaving the White 
House 15 months ago, 
when he played in a golf 
tournament with Frank E.

to make illicit profits in 
gambling, prostitution and 
other types of criminal ac- 
tivities. 


In a 78-page brief to 


support his motion for a 
judgment that the plain- 
tiffs are public figures, 
Gelb has quoted at length 
from virtually all the 
books written on organized 
crime in recent years as 
well as dozens of news- 
papers and magazine arti- 
cles that purport to show 
alleged involvement of 
Dalitz and, to a lesser ex- 


tent, Roen in criminal ac- 
tivities. 


And he quotes from an 


FBI study of La Costa say- 
ing that, while Adelson 
and Molasky are real es- 
tate promoters without 
criminal records, "there's 
no doubt of their associa- 
tion with criminal ele- 
ments."

Since then Wilford has

McCoy car dealership in 
Williamson, W.Va.; and 
when young David McCoy 
passed to Brian Hatfield 
for a Phelps High School 
touchdown a few Satur- 
days ago only a stranger 
thought it intriguing. Chief 
of Police Dutch Hatfield of 
Matewan, W.Va., sees 
nothing unusual about 
working for Mayor Robert 
McCoy. Asked whom he 
would defend if a Hatfield 
and McCoy got into a 
Shootout, a lawyer of the 
Hatfield clan replied:

That's the way both 


families nowadays tend to 
honor their celebrated 
names, with a joke. 


Especially among them- 


selves. The first time 
Ermal Hatfield came to 
call on Joseph McCoy's 
daughter, Debbie, her fa- 
ther met him at the door 
roaring. "No damned Hat- 
field's gonna come a-cour-1 
tin'my daughter!" 


"I didn't know whether 


he was kidding or not," 
Ermal said, "until he put 
his arm around my shoul- 
der and laughed and 
laughed." 


ERMAL and Debbie 


later married and named 
their son, Joey, after 
Grandpa McCoy. The boy, 
now four, is the apple of 
Joseph McCoy's eye — as 
well as the dutiful per- 
former in a well-rehearsed 
charade put on for visi- 
tors. 


"What's your name?" 


asks Grandpa. 


"Joey." 
"Joey what?" 
"Joey 'Coy," says the 


little Hatfield, evoking 
great peals of laughter 
and tousling of hair by 
Grandpa McCoy. 


Good fun, done in good 


humor, just as Ermal and 
Debbie endured endless 
friendly teasing when they 
announced their wedding. 
Every McCoy and every 
Hatfield has heard every 
tired Hatfield-McCoy gag. 


But joking aside, Ermal 


Hatfield admitted he was 
counseled seriously before 
the wedding by older rela- 
tives.

Upon such momentous 


quibbles feuds are fed. 


How feuds are born, 


precisely, is always 
debatable. This one almost 
certainly had its seed to 
that most fertile garden of 
discord, the Civil War. 


Anderson 
Hatfield, 


"Devil Anse," and his 
family of 13 children lived 
on the east bank of the 
Tug River hi what is now 
Delorine, W.Va. 


Randolph 
McCoy, 


known as Randall, lived 
with his wife and 13 chil- 
dren on Blackberry Fork, 
just across the river on 
the/Kentucky side. 


They were pioneer fami- 


lies, seeking independence 
in one of the most beauti- 
ful! regions of the nation. 
Nearly- all to the vicinity 


, were related to one family 


or it he other and quite 
naturally there was con- 
siderable intermarriage.

Not until the war did the 


narrow, meandering Tug 
River become a barrier to 
the'neighboring families. 


Randall McCoy of Ken- 


tucky fought with the 
Union; Hatfield of Virgin- 
ia pater West Virginia 
fought for the Confedera- 
cy .'.They didn't have far to 
travel. The Tug was the 
frofjtline. 


Anse Hatfield, it was 


said, won his nickname by 
holding off a Union force 
singlehandedly from a 
mountain ridge known as 
the; Devil's Backbone, 
though, oddly, nobody 
tod-ay seems to know 
where it is. It also was 
said that in the course of 
th&iwar he had wounded 
Harmon McCoy, Randall's 
bro'ther, and that Harmon 
held it against his neigh- 
bor. '

\VHAT IS certain is that 


shortly after the war Har- 
mon's body was found, 
shot, to a cave near Devil 
AnsVs cabin. 


A feud to the making. 
The bad blood came to a 


boil in 1873. Randall 
McCoy, 
visiting 
his 


brother-in-law and neigh- 
bor, Floyd Hatfield of 
Stringtown, claimed that 
one of the pigs- in Floyd's 
sty;' was .his. He could tell 
by 1 the earmark. Floyd 
said the hell it was. 


Floyd's brother, a 


preacher as well as the 
Kentucky 
backwoods 


equivalent of a justice of 
the peace, convened a 
trial at his home to nearby 


Raccoon Hollow. He put 
six Hatfields on the jury, 
and six McCoys. And he 
ordered all guns left out- 
side. 


A Hatfield kinsman, BUI 


Staton, swore he had 
watched Floyd mark the 
ear of Exhibit A. Then, 
unexpectedly, a McCoy 
juror whose wife was a 
Hatfield declared in favor 
of Floyd. The McCoys 
never forgave him, and in 
family lore his name, Sel- 
kirk, has come down as 
the equivalent of Quisling. 


'SOME WEEKS later 
Bill Staton was found with 
his head blown off; that 
same day a McCoy neph- 
ew limped home with a 
bullet in his hip. 


Both families began 


traveling in 
groups, 


armed. 


Election day to the Ken- 


tucky mountains was an 
annual gathering enjoyed 
as much for picnicking, 
drinking and dancing as 
for voting. On election day 
at Blackberry Fork in 1880 
Rose Anne McCoy's eyes 
met those of Johnse Hat- 
field. The daughter of 
Randall and the son of 
Devil Anse stole away. 
That night Rose Anne 
went home with Johnse. 


Devil Anse chortled; 


Randall fumed. Rose Anne 
lived with the Hatfields, 
but Devil Anse would not 
allow the lovers to marry. 


Two years later, again 


at an election day shindig, 
Devil Anse's brother, Elli- 
son Hatfield, made a 
crack about Rose Anne 
and announced that she 
was pregnant. 


It was true. But by then 


she had left the Hatfieids 
— and Johnse had left her. 
Johnse mistakenly believ- 
ed that Rose Anne had be- 
trayed him one night when

her brothers caught him 
at their trysttog place. 
The melancholy end of the 
affair was that their love- 
child died soon after birth, 
the mother shortly after 
that — of a broken heart, 
the story goes. 


In any event, Rose 


Anne's humiliation was 
enough, Ellison Hatfield's 
public slur too much. 
Three McCoy brothers 
leaped on him and left him 
to die with 26 stab wounds 
and a bullet to his back. 


A GANG of Hatfields 


thereupon dragged the 
three McCoys to a nearby 
grove, tied them to paw- 
paw trees and shot them. 
Pawpaws still grow at the 
spot. The youngest McCoy, 
Randolph Jr., 18, was told 
he could live if he would 
get on his knees and beg. 
The youth spat at his 
executioner and said "go 
to hell." 


It is on the hillside 


where the three are 
buried, across from Ran- 
dall's homesite where the 
remains of his old wells 
are still visible, that the 
monument will be erected. 


There are two other 


graves there also, those of 
Randall's daughter Alafair 
and his son Calvin. That's 
another story. 


After the triple killing, 


Frank Phillips, a swash- 
buckling, legendary Ken- 
tucky mountain lawman 
who married a McCoy, 
joined Randall and his 
kinsmen to incessant raids 
across the Tug. The death 
toll climbed. 


After six years of that 


the Hatfields struck back 
with vengeance. 


On New Year's night in 


1888 a band of nine led by 
Jim Vance sneaked up on 
Randall's cabin, put it to 
the torch and shot Alafair, 
16, and Calvin, 26, as they 
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promise to quit killing peo- 
ple he could return home 
forgiven. Cap had 40 
notches on his gun. 


What finally wound 


down the feuding was the 
gradual influx of new peo- 
ple to mine coal and cut 
timber. Killing hurt busi- 
ness.

fled. Randall escaped with 
a grandchild to the moun- 
tainside. At daylight he 
found his wife beaten and 
crazed, her hair frozen to 
the ground in her daugh- 
ter's blood. 


That outrage turned the 


Tug Valley into a no 
man's land. 


To this day, Jim McCoy 


of Stringtown Hollow, now 
91, recalls his Aunt Pricey 
Simkins telling how her 
husband, Sam, a carpen- 
ter, met the demand for 
coffins by keeping a dozen 
or so stacked and ready 
outside his house on Sul- 
phur Creek. 


TO THIS day, Leonard 


and Joseph McCoy recall 
their grandfather, Lark 
McCoy, screaming to the 
night, never going to sleep 
without a cloth over his 
face to shut out the ghosts 
of those awful years. 


At length the governors 


of both states alerted their 
militias, ostensibly to keep 
peace. 


But Frank Phillips, 


deputized by the Kentucky 
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governor, was a McCoy, 
and the West Virginia 
governor was a political 
tool of the Hatfields. Thus 
the two militias were in 
effect personal armies of 
Randall and Devil Anse. 


At the verge of inter- 


state war, the Supreme 
Court took the case. The 
issue was whether a per- 
son forcibly abducted 
from one state could be 
tried legally in another; 
the Pike County jail was 
by then crowded with Hat- 
fields awaiting Kentucky 
justice. 


The court ruled to favor 


of Kentucky on grounds 
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that the state hadn't been 
a party to the abductions. 
Both governors bowed to 
the court, pulled back the 
troops and said let the 
trials proceed. 


That didn't stop the 


feuding. 


Neither did the trials on 


both sides of the Tug, nor 
the hanging of Ellison Hat- 
field's son for the slaying 
of Alafair McCoy, nor the 
pardon of Cap Hatfield. 
Cap was a holy terror. He 
was wanted to West Vir- 
ginia for breaking jail, 
and the governor finally 
told Devil Anse that if he 
could just get his son to

deduction. 1 live within my 
income ($15,000 to $18,000 a 
year) and am usually able 
to make a few invest- 
ments. 


1 plan to return to the 


city and would like to rent 
in a rather expensive, cen- 
trally located, high-rise. I 
realize food will be some- 
what more expensive and 


a large percentage of net 
income would go for enter- 
tainment since that is one 
of my reasons for wishing 
to move from the boon- 
docks. 


What is the prudent per- 


centage' of income that 
someone in my position 
should spend for housing? 
- Dr. J.C.W. (Phoenix, 
Ariz.) 


ANSWER: You're not 


the usual "family," and 
most of the handy formu- 
las on which we compute 
such percentages, unfortu- 
nately, take into account a 
lot of factors that don't 
relate to you. 


Normally, in estimating 


how much house a family 
can afford, we use the 
"Rule of 60" — or the as- 
sumption that the average 
bread-winner can 
afford 


quarters where all costs 
(in the case of a home 
buyer this means princi- 
pal, interest, taxes, insur- 
ance, maintenance and 
utilities) are no more than 
l/60th of his total annual 
income per month. 


Or, in your case, this 


would mean $260 a month 
on the $16,000-a-year fig- 
ure, or $300 a month on 
the $18,000-a-year figure. 


The older, more conven- 


tional, way of doing this, 
of course, is to take the 


position that you shouldn't 
pay out, in either mort- 
gage payments or rent, 
more than one-fourth your 
monthly income. On this 
basis, then, your comfort- 
able rental range would be 
from about $335 to $375 a 
month. 


But, realistically, none 


of this fits you too well 
because all of these calcu- 
lations are based on the 
wage earner's role as a fa- 
ther with mouths to feed 
(and clothe, and educate) 
and with a need for 
enough flexibility in his 
budget to provide for a 
long-term investment pro- 
gram, a short-term sav- 
ings plan, plenty of insur- 
ance and so on. All of this 
is behind you — you've 
done your family-raising, 
educating, saving and in- 
vesting. 


For this reason, I would 


be inclined to take the 
position that yon could, 
without any great risk, 
take on a rental, assuming 
that most, if not all, utili- 
ties and other "extras" 
are included in it, equal to 
about a third of your in- 
come — or from $450 to 
$500 a month.

couple who wanted to sell 
their home to their soo,j 
but a friend had told them 
they couldn't do this be- 
cause the son, with a low 
income, wouldn't "quali- 
fy." You told them that 
they could sell it to anyone 
they wished for whatever 
amount they wished. 


We recently 
had a 


somewhat similar experi- 
ence and learned that you 
can sell to anyone you 
wish, but you will have to 
report the difference be- 
tween the sale and the fair 
martet price to the IRS as 
a gift. The IRS is particu- 
larly interested in such 
sales to relatives. There 
may be no tax involved, 
but it must be reported if 
it's over $3',000 (or $6,000 
for husband and wife). 


Also, you did not men- 


tion interest money, but 
parents who wish to "sell" 
to a son or daughter and 
take no interest can't do 
it. If you take no interest 
on such a deal the IRS 
imputed a five per cent 
interest, and you have to 
include interest at five per 
cent in your income tax 
form as income. Yes, in- 
deed, death and taxes — 
with taxes the more re- 
lentless, probably. — Mrs. 
H.S.M. (Long Beach) 


ANSWER: I did, indeed; 


gloss over a few little con- 
siderations in such a deal 
— such as taxes and inter- 
est — for which you, quite 


properly, have called me 
to heel. I think you've 
presented the case fairly, 
but a lawyer-friend sug- 
gests that there are vari- 
ous ways that the tax bite 
can be kept down to an 
even lower figure than you 
have outlined. But you're 
quite right. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


Can you please advise 


us how the capital gains 
tax affects us (we are not 
over age 65) on the sale of 
our property, a home we 
have lived in for 20 years.

ANSWER: In general, 


you've got the right idea 
— everybody, such as the 
Internal Revenue Service, 
gets very touchy on this 
subject of terminology. 


The situation is this. 


The "cost" of your home 


is defined as the price you 
paid for it 20 years ago. 
The expense of making 
capital improvements to it 
over the years — $10,000, 
you said — is added to this 
cost. 


This is somewhat differ- 


ent, you see, from the way 
that direct expenses incur- 
red hi selling the house 
are computed. These di- 
rect 
expenses 
are 


subtracted from the sell- 
ing price of your house so 
that you arrive at your 
"adjusted sale price." 
From this, you subtract 


the adjusted cost basis to 
arrive at the profit.- 


All of which, sounds like 


a rather contorted way to 
arrive at a profit figure 
and an even more contort- 
ed way to answer "yes" to 
your question. , ; ..•

Chamber of Commerce, city: mutual goals

:'- Continued business growth and 


(economic expansion were once the 
mutual goals of city governments 
•and'local chambers of commerce. 
"Jri the past five years, however, 
•Sty officials have begun supporting 
"measures restraining growth—and 
that's a policy chamber people 
don't like. 
•""•Zoning laws are limiting popu- 
lation', building codes are increas- 
•itig the cost of construction and 
''sign btdinances are controlling out- 
'dpor displays. 
' /'The new laws are desirable, 
'city officials say, because they 
make communities healthier, more 
attractive and more desirable 
places to live. 
" r Business leaders, however, con- 
tinue to question—and often contest 


—the restrictions. 


Has the recent change in the 


way cities do business altered their 
relationship with local chambers? 
Does the business community feel 
understood? Does it exert the influ- 
ence it once had? 


Long Beach, Lakewood and 


Bellflower government and cham- 
ber officials responded to these 
questions recently. 


"We all have mutual objec- 


tives. We just don't'communicate 
as well as we should," said Ron 
Watson, executive vice president of 
the Long Beach chamber. "A lot of 
people don't understand the pur- 
poses of the chamber. They still 
think we're a bunch of guys who 
stand on street corners and hand 
out maps." 


The lack of understanding on 


the part of city government, Wat- 


' son said, can be traced to the fact 
that the part-time council posts 
don't usually attract business peo- 
ple. 


He said the Long Beach City 


Council has only one businessman, 
Don Phillips. 


"If business does well, it brings 


in revenue to the city and stabilizes 
the property tax. This would other- 
wise be passed on to the taxpayer," 
Watson noted. "Our interests are 
the same as the average citizen's." 


Watson said he opposed a city 


subsidy in the chamber's $300,000 
annual budget. Subsidies are com- 
mon in many communities, he said, 
but they shouldn't be because they 
create "a question of who you are 
representing." 


City assistance can come, how- 


ever, when redevelopment agency 
funds are used to aid developers in

make the improvements should call 
his office, and arrangements will 
be made to get volunteer help. 


Rubley said Ninth District resi- 


dents will have two opportunities to 
dispose of large trash items, such 
as refrigerators or old sofas, which 


would normally not be picked up by 
city trash crews. The items should 
be placed outside the night before 
the resident's regular trash pickup 
this week or on Friday night for 
Saturday pickup. 


He added that residents who 


need trash bags for rubbish may 
get them free at the North Long 
Beach Facilities Center, 6335 Myr- 
tle Ave. 


"Response to the program has 


been tremendous," Rubley said. 
"We have enlisted the aid of local 
industry, community service organ- 
izations and various city depart- 
ments in a spirit of total coopera- 
tion toward a common goal." 


purchasing downtown land for com- 
mercial projects, he said. 


A contradiction?

Hankla feels the chamber defi- 


nitely does not exercise undue 
influence. 


He listed the needs of business 


as: 


A stable city government, a 


"rational approach to taxation and 
utility rates," adequate fire and 
police protection and a sound pub- 
lic transportation network. 


"1 don't know how strongly the 


city feels about whether it needs a 
chamber, but we feel strongly that 
it does," said Norman Wasserman, 
manager of the Lakewood cham- 
ber. 


Although the council and city 


administrators treat businessmen 
fairly, Wasserman said, "the coun- 
cil is just partly aware of what the 
chamber does, not the full scope." 


The Lakewood chamber gets in- 


volved in city affairs "only if we 
have to," he continued. "Normally 
we try not to involve ourselves, but 
that doesn't mean we're not watch- 


ing. We have an obligation to the 
businessmen to be a watchdog." 


Despite the active opposition of 


the chamber to a gross receipts 
business license fee in Lakewood, 
the council approved it in October, 
and—Wasserman said—he remains 
"a little apprehensive" about it. 


"We want to become less reli- 


ant on city funds," he said. 


At present, the city contributes 


$23,000 annually, about one third of 
the chamber's total budget. 


It has about 200 members and 


wants more, Wasserman said, be- 
cause "when you've got the num- 
bers, your city hall has to listen to 
you."

Shop owners aboard the Queen 


Mary say their economic health 
has deteriorated to an "acute" 
stage but "the illness is not termi- 
nal" and many problems can be 
solved by unification of shipboard 
management. 


Such unification must come 


quickly, however, warned Graham 
Stewart, president of the Queen 
Mary Merchants Association, in a 
letter to City Manager John R. 
Mansell. 


• THE NUMBER of shops aboard 
the Queen Mary has dropped from 
52 in October 1972 to 36 last month, 
and only 15 of the original tenants 
remain, Stewart said. 


In the past three years, the ship 


has had 68 tenants and lost 40 of 
them, he said, and it is "interesting 
and perhaps revealing" that Spe- 
ciality Queen Mary Corp., the mas- 
ter lessee, has taken no initiative to 


approach any merchant whose 
lease was due to expire to try to 
retain him as a tenant. 


"Recent publicity on the ship in 


various media has had a further 
adverse effect on ship traffic," 
Stewart wrote. "Many callers are 
Wider the impression that the ship 
is being shut down, or already has 
been. 


"One thing is certain—further 


shop closures are imminent," he 
warned. 


Merchants aboard the Queen 


Mary are, for the most part, indi- 
viduals of modest means who have 
"invested their money, hopes and 
dreams" and whose livelihood is 
largely contingent upon these ven- 
tures, he said. 


"The hard facts of life for the 


merchants are that we are inex- 
tricably mired between a landlord, 
on one hand, whose adversary atti- 
tude toward his own tenants aboard 
is widely known and whose past 
standards of service and perform- 
ance have been publicly question- 


ed, common area charges that ex- 
ceed the amount of our monthly 
rentals and are totally excessive, 
and diminishing tourist patron- 
age,"Stewart wrote. 


STEWART said the association 


voted unanimously to emphasize to 
the city manager and City Council 
"the critical nature of our situation 
and the urgent need for expeditious 
action." 


"We believe the Queen Mary 


complex has the potential to be- 
come one of the world's great tour- 
ist attractions and are confident 
that one day it will be recognized 
and appreciated as such by the 
residents of our community," he 
wrote. 


Stewart said the merchants be- 


lieve that "fractionalized manage- 
ment" has kept the ship from mov- 
ing toward that objective, and that 
unified management would help ef- 
fect "substantial" economies. 


He warned, however, that "our 


resources are limited, and time has 
become a crucial factor." 


Explosive issues come later 
Women must be comfortable 
with selves, conference told

Women need to be spiritually 


comfortable with themselves as 
"whole persons" before they can 
come to grips with the explosive 
issues—such as abortion and sex- 
uality training—of the liberation 
movement. 


And they can best gain that 


spiritual comfort through a good 
foundation in the church, about 250 
women were told Saturday at a 
conference on "The Shalom 
Woman: Christian Perspectives on 
Women's Issues." 


MARGE WOLD, author of "The 


Shalom Woman" and keynote 
speaker during the conference at 
Christ Lutheran Church in Long 
Beach, said it is essential that 
women end their submissive status 
by beginning to think of themselves 
andiheir own wants and needs. 


"Women have historically been 


trained to think only of other peo- 
ple," said Mrs. Wold, an Orange 
County resident. 


For centuries, a "woman's 


place" was hi the home, taking 
care of family, she added. Sudden- 
ly, she said, that's changed, and 
women are discovering that they 
have other wants and ambitions. 


"It's difficult for women caught 


in this age of transition to make 
sense out of everything," Mrs. 


Wold said. "Meaning for many 
women is no longer in the nur- 
sery," she added. "Where does 
meaning in a woman's life come 
from if, historically, all of her 
worth has been in the nursery?" 


MRS. WOLD, who has been 


married for 33 years and has five 
children, said she believes women 
must look to their religion to "over- 
come the barriers that stand be- 
tween humankind and God, be- 
tween race and race, between sex 
and sex." 


"The God I worship cannot be a 


male, because it says hi the Bible 
that I was created in God's 
image...We, all of us, are a reflec- 
tion of our God," she explained. 


"In Jesus Christ, we are all one 


again. There are neither males nor 
females," Mrs. Wold said, adding 
that she believes "man and woman 
were put here to cooperate in the 
conceiving of a child...in the care of 
the earth." 


Mrs. Wold, a member of the 


National Organization for Women 
(NOW), said she believes the 
Shalom Woman is someone who "is 
at peace with herself...has found 
her freedom hi Jesus Christ." 


Though a member of NOW, the 


nation's largest and most recog- 
nized feminist group, Mrs. Wold 
said she does not agree with all of 
the group's stands, including its 
liberal views on abortion. 


She said it is difficult for some 


women to come to grips with the 
more emotional and explosive 
issues of the liberation movement 
because they have not reached a 
peaceful state within themselves. 


Many Christian women will find 


themselves grappling with emotion- 
al issues—"the Bible will say some- 
thing that you may disagree with, 
and you have to resolve it within 
yourself"—but the grappling is

And Tony Bennett's tonsils rode little cable 
cars halfway to the stars when he left his heart in 
San Francisco. 


It seems that someone's always leaving some- 


thing in a city saluted in song. You recall the chap 
who "left Frisco Kate swinging on that Golden Gates 
when Kansas City Kitty smiled at me." And Steve 
Allen even went so far as to leave his nose in San 
Diego. 


But Long Beach? No composer or singer has 


deigned even to deposit his gall bladder here, let 
alone his heart. No, the legacies of heart and larynx 
have gone elsewhere—to "Chicago, That Toddling 
Town, " to "Manhattan (the Bronx and Staten Island, 
too)," to "Kokomo, Indiana," and parts north, south 
east and west.

Let the sun shine in 


The preamble to California's 


Ralph M. Brown Act makes an 
eloquent case for openness in gov- 
ernment. 
' "The people of this state do not 
yield their sovereignty to the 
agencies which serye them," it 
says. "The people, in delegating 
authority, do not give their public 
servants the right to decide what 
is good for the people to know and 
what is not good for them to know. 
The people insist on remaining 
informed so that they may retain 
control over the instruments they 
have created." 


THERE IS NOTHING like that 


in federal law, and there has 
always.been a great deal more 
secrecy in the workings of Con- 
gress than there is in local and 
state government in California. 
Some of that federal secrecy will 
diminish as the result of a Senate 
decision Wednesday. 


The Senate voted 86 to 0 to 


adopt "government in the sun- 
shine" rules proposed by Sens. 
Lawton Chiles, D-Fla., and Wil- 
liam V. Roth Jr., R-Del. As a 
result Senate committees and 
joint House-Senate 
conference 


panels will conduct most of their 
business in public. 


The long-overdue reform goes 


a step further than the House 
rules, which allow a committee 
majority to close meetings to 
press and public at any time. Sen- 
ate committes will be able to lock 
out the public only by a majority 
vote taken in open session — and 
only to consider matters involving 
national security, personal priva- 
cy, trade secrets, an ongoing 
criminal investigation or commit- 
tee personnel. 


HOUSE-SENATE 
conference 


committees, which hammer out 
the final versions, of legislation, 
will meet publicly unless a major- 
ity of the conferees from either 
Senate or House votes to close the 
sessions. The House had approved 
that system earlier this year, but 
it could not take effect until the 
Senate acted. 


It was testimony to Senate 


recognition of public distrust of 
Secrecy that the senators rejected 
a recommendation of their own 
Rules Committee that would have 
killed the open conference propos- 
al and would have watered down 
the other open meeting rules. 


The Senate deserves commen- 


dation for its action. The House 
should be encouraged to tighten 
its own rules to match the Sen- 
ate's.

policy in all Latin America' will be ir- 
revocably mortgaged if there is no agree- 
ment with Panama to abrogate the exist- 
ing treay acknowledging U. S. rights to 
administer and defend the canal and occ- 
upy a zone alongside it, and if this new 
agreement is not arranged within the 
short-term future. 


The trouble is that the short-term fu- 


ture, from Washington's view point, starts 
after the November 1976 elections. In the 
meantime, it is always possible that Gen. 
Omar Torrijos Herrera, chief of the Pana- 
inian government, may decide that his own 
political convenience doesn't jibe with that 
of President Ford. 


TORRIJOS IS far from being the hot- 


headed extremist depicted by U. S. oppo- 
nents of a new canal deal. He is a populist 
who hopes to do more for his people and 
less for the wealthy oligarchy here than his 
predecessors. But he is under pressure 
from opposing factions, just like Ford. 
Torrijos' pressure comes both from right- 
wing nationalists and left-wing student 
groups who want to oust Uncle Sam — and 
quick. 


Ford knows, as his State Department 


has advised him, that Torrijos is a sensible 
man who would like an up-to-date solution 
to the U.S. argument with Panama. But 
Ford also knows that if he allows the canal 
to become an American issue between now 
and next autumn he might never be return- 
ed to the White House — or, indeed, even 
be nominated. 


Ronald Reagan proclaims: "We should 


give away nothing in Panama." Another 
Republican conservative, Strom Thur- 
mond, leads, a hard core of senators who 
regard any canal negotiation as yielding to 
communism. An evident GOP bloc exists 
that would hope to frustrate Ford's nomi- 
nation should Panama replace New York 
City as a popular bogeyman. And there are 
even some Southern Democrats who might 
possibly abandon all thought of voting for 
Ford against a liberal candidate of their 
own party. 


Secretary Kissinger is aware of this 


delaying factor but he is also aware of the 
urgent need to get a deal before there is 
another blow-up like the Panamian mess in 
1964. And, although Kissinger has been 
getting his lumps from liberals who charge 
him with favoring Pakistan over India, 
Turkey over Greece, and even. Saigon (then 
an ally) over Hanoi, it is rare that he is 
given credit for a liberal stand on Latin 
America. 


KISSINGER HAS quietly supervised 


contacts with Cuba to ease tensions with- 
out upsetting right-wing U.S. opinion. And 
he has taken special pains to get Pana- 
mian negotiations back on the rails. To do 
this he has placed in key positions three 
public servants who worked for Democrat- 
ic administrations. 


He offered William Rogers the job of 


assistant secretary for inter-American af- 
fairs the day Nixon resigned as President. 
Rogers was known as a Kennedy-Johnson 
Democrat. Kissinger asked Ellsworth 
Bunker, who served Johnson well, to take 
over as ambassador-at-large for canal ne- 
gotiations. And he sent as envoy to Pana- 
ma, Bill Jorden, who worked for the 
Kennedy-Johnson governments. 


These men have coolly examined the 


situation and concluded that John Hay was 
right when he negotiated our first canal 
treaty in 1903 and said: "We shall have a 
treaty vastly advantageous to the United 
States and, we must confess, not so advan- 
tageous to Panama." 


WASHINGTON has now. devised 


conceptual understandings with Panama 
that would abrogate the present treaty, 
and the theory of "perpetuity" regarding 
U.S. controls here. United States participa- 
tion in operating the canal would terminate 
with this century. There is still disagree- 
ment whether the United States would 
share in its defense subsequently. 


Bunker acknowledges: "No nation, in- 


cluding ours, would accept today a treaty 
which permits exercise of rights as if 
sovereign on a foreign land in perpetuity." 
Obviously such an arrangement is colonial- 
ism in an anticolonial age. 


Ford sets unwelcome news 


. NEW YORK — Two consecutive days 
of bad economic news — a rise in whole- 
sale prices Thursday, an increase in unem- 
ployment Friday — ought to put something 
«f a damper on Gerald Ford's recent in- 
sistence that under his administration 
everything is just fine. 
'. As he shifts more rapidly into the role 
of candidate from that of President, Ford 
has tended to take credit for stabilizing 
everything from the Middle East to the 
American economy, a familiar campaign 
tactic. And while his political advisers con- 
cede that the state of the economy prob- 
ably will be the most important factor in 
next year's election, they have tended to 
the optimistic view that the trend will be 
up and thus in their favor. 


THIS WEEK'S figures suggest, rather, 


that recovery may not be quite so strong 
sr rapid as the White House has been 
claiming. The biggest wholesale price rise 
— 1.8 per cent — in a year is bound to be 
tallowed by significant retail price in- 
creases; and 
while the rise in 


unemployment — from 8.3 to 8.6 per cent 
- may not seem large, several aspects of 
those figures are ominous. 


They interrupted a four-month decline 


in unemployment. They brought the num- 
ber of unemployed once again above eight 
million. They included a drop in the rate of 
increase in payroll jobs, and a decline of 
50,000 jobs in the construction industry. 
They reflected an increase in the number 
of persons seeking but not finding jobs, an 
unwelcome reminder that the Labor De- 
partment's unemployment figures do not 
Include everyone who is out of work — just 
those who are seeking jobs. Millions more 


have given up and dropped out of the labor 
market. 


From Ford's point of view, however, 


the worst news must have been the simple 
reminder in the headlines that unemploy- 
ment is higher than it has been in years, 
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and not coming down significantly or soon. 
Present projections show that unemploy- 
ment above 6 per cent, and mostly in the 7 
to 8 per cent range, must be expected for 
the rest of this decade if nothing is done to 
change the outlook. 


NOR CAN IT be repeated too often that 


8.8 per cent is an over-all figure. For 
specific groups, it translates into disaster 
— 14.2 per cent for blacks, for instance, 
which means about 40 per cent for black 
teen-agers. Among all teen-agers — those 
just entering the labor force, or trying to 
— unemployment is at 19.9 per cent, and 
few of those affected are eligible for unem- 
ployment compensation. Many of these, at 
present estimates, will not find jobs during 
the remainder of the decade. 


In these circumstances,, it is not 


enough for Ford to keep saying that things 
are fine, just fine. With more than eight 
million job-seekers out of work, his insist- 
ence on holding down, even reducing, gov- 
ernment spending sounds like Calvin Coo- 


lidge. Particularly if the rise in wholesale 
prices threatens the return of significant 
inflation, the nation is in deep economic 
trouble that cannot be talked away. 


Ford would serve his own political 


prospects, as well as the economy, with a 
determined attack on unemployment. This 
would require, at the least, a change in his 
rigid opposition to government spending 
for anything but the Pentagon. It would 
demand an emergency jobs program, par- 
ticularly for young people, and at least the 
continuation — perhaps the extension — of 
the stimulative tax reductions voted this 
year. 


ALL THIS would cost money, but put- 


ting people back to work would also in- 
crease government revenues, since each 1 
per cent of unemployment now adds about 
$16 billion to the federal deficit. If, never- 
theless, another inflationary cycle gets 
under way, it can be dealt with by firm 
'and effective wage and price controls. As 
John Kenneth Galbraith has pointed out in 
his new book Money.even the hall-hearted 
Nixon price controls of 1971-72 succeeded 
"in something between moderate and 
remarkable measure," while their disman- 
tling in 1973 produced a 9 per cent increase 
in the cost of living and an 18 per cent 
increase in wholesale prices. 


Holding down inflation by holding up 


unemployment is too painful and costly, in 
both human and economic terms. Attack- 
ing unemployment, the clear and present 
danger, while controlling wages and prices 
as necessary, has at least the advantage of 
action on one front rather than paralysis 
on two; and since it is a policy that has 
worked reasonably well in wartime, why 
not give it a chance in peace?

Millions to bail out a boondoggle, but

One story,"Expert to analyze the 


Queen," revealed that five members of the 
city council voted to hire a consultant to 
help with the problems of the Queen Mary, 
while another, much shorter story revealed 
that the council rejected the idea of a 
study of conditions in Cherry Manor. 


The first story revealed that a recently 


publicized report proposed that the city 
purchase various factions on the Queen at 
a cost of to the taxpayers of $10 million. 
The second quoted City Manager John R. 
Mansell as saying that his office believes 
one of three solutions to the "admittedly 
incompatible" residential-industrial zoning 
would be the city's acquiring of the Cherry 
Manor subdivision — at a cost, coinciden- 
tally, of between $8 million and $10 million. 
The Cherry Manor story ended by saying: 
"The council received and filed Mansell's 
report." 


The forgotten people in this saga are 


the residents on Raymond Avenue, who 
live under the eave of the adjacent indus- 
trial complex. For years, they have been 
serving as a buffer for the rest of the tract. 
During the explosion in 1969, one of them 
was injured by flying glass. In October 
1972, all of them were routed out of their 
beds when coolant processes of heating 
plastics had been halted because of a 
power blackout, and the temperature rose 
to within 15 degrees Fahrenheit of Opera- 
tion Holocaust. Daily, they are subjected to 
throbbing, pulsing, unremitting noise from 
the factories — noise that interrupts their 
sleep and permeates their waking hours. 


The houses on Raymond Avenue would 


cost the city much less than $10 million. 


Do these two Press-Telegram stories of 


Oct. 29 expose the priorities of our city 
government? Do our officials consider 
amusement more important than safety? 


I hope not.

You may very 
well sense that the ball game is 
over. Suicide? Or a hollow cry of 
"Wait till next year"? 


TIIE QUALITY of the umpiring 


is often whimsical and tyrannical, 
which means that it takes a certain 
courage to play at these games. It 
is far easier to sit on the sidelines 
and jeer at the players' pretensions 
than it is to enter the arena. 


I can illustrate by personal 


example. I happen to know the um- 
pires at W. Now and then, they, let 
me sit by and watch as they work, 
waving these nostrils in, those nos- 
trils out, sending this woman's 
teeth to the showers, letting that 
woman's kneecaps take an extra 
base. 


After work one evening, one of 


them noticed my cowlick and call- 
ed it to the attention of the crew. 
They wanted to declare my cowlick 
in. 


"With that cowlick," they said, 


"you could go places in this town. 
You could be in." 


IT WAS A terrifying possibility. 


Headwaiters being polite. Inter- 
views in the leading barber publi- 
cations.

ranted by doubts about the adequa- 
cy of safeguards.

The Assembly Committee on 


Resources, Land Use and Energy is 
conducting an intensive series of 
hearings into the initiative, and the 
hearings so far make clear that the 
drafters of the proposal, all of like 
mind and insulated from general 
public input, forgot two things.

Its risk must 
be compared to the risks of those 
other sources; its capability of con- 
tributing to energy supplies must 
be considered along with the long- 
range capability of other sources to 
contribute to those supplies. 


And, two, legislators (at least 


those in the majority) do not like 
two-thirds vote requirements. They 
don't like being in a majority and 
having their votes nullified. 


xAN INITIATIVE, once it has 


qualified for circulation throughout 
(he state, cannot be changed — for 
the better or for the worse. 


Last April, after the attempt to 


qualify the nuclear safeguards initi- 
ative for the June 8, 1976, ballot 
had begun, Assemblyman Tom 
Bane of Van Nuys introduced near- 
ly identical legislation. The differ- 
ence was that a simple legislative 
majority would have been required 
to declare safeguards adequate and 
to approve a site for a new plant. 


It could have gone through the 


legislative mill, been subjected to 
the same arguments the initiative 
is now receiving, and been altered 
to give Californians the degree of 
protection the legislators deemed 
suitable. It was never given a hear- 
ing. 


It might also have been killed, 


of course, just as coastal protection 
bills were killed before Proposition 
20 was approved by the people in 
1972. But the drafting of the initia- 
tive that became Proposition 20 
came after the unsuccessful legisla- 
tive efforts, and benefited from the 
many hearings that had been held. 
The nuclear initiative is an "in- 
house" effort from opponents of the 
power companies' nuclear plans.. 


THE PEOPLE concerned with 


the danger potential of nuclear 
energy cannot be faulted too much 
for going directly to their fellow 
citizens with the initiative. For 30 
years, pleas that nuclear energy 
involved elements other than tech- 
nical feasibility fell on deaf ears. 


Washington's arrogant "We- 


know-svhat's-best-for-you" syn- 
drome has never been more mani- 
fest than in the development of 
commercial nuclear energy follow- 
ing 
its 
original 
military 


introduction to the world. 


First, a federal decision was 


made that nuclear energy was to 
be the predominant source of fu- 
ture electricity. Billions of tax dol- 
lars were spent on research and 
development, not only of nuclear 
energy but of a particular source of 
nuclear energy, the light water 
reactor. 


These, too, were "in-house" 


decisions, and as a result research 
into other types of reactors and into 
other sources of energy, and, per- 
haps most importantly, into conser- 
vation and more efficient uses of 
existing energy supplies, was ne- 
glected. 


AT THE SAME time, demand 


for electricity was increased by the 
intense promotion of residential 
and commercial uses, and the 
appliance industry zoomed with no 
regard for the capacity of the ener- 
gy industry to meet the demand 
created. 


Technical problems that seem- 


ed minor with small experimental 
reactors increased in proportion to 
the scaling up of the smaller reac- 
tors to the huge 
commercial 


variety. And other problems, new 
problems, were identified. 


The nuclear industry ran into a 


public relations problem because 
when it conscientiously tried to an- 
ticipale a theoretical problem 
opponents jumped on the opportuni- 
ty to add to the list of fright stories. 


But one problem the industry — 


and the federal government — gave 
comparatively little regard to was 
how to dipose of the lethal, long- 
lived waste products from mining, 
processing, and consuming reactor 
fuel. There is still no disposal plan, 
the wastes are accumulating, and 
storage capacity is running out. 


THE STORY of the develop- 


ment of nuclear energy in the 
United States has only recently 
been made available for public in- 
spection. It is not a record that 
inspires great confidence. And yet 
it is the people who compiled that 
record who are now asking Califor- 
nians to trust them and vote down 
the nuclear safeguards initiative. 


Whatever happens to the initia- 


live, the message to the California 
Legislature — and the Congress — 
is that it should not again let itself 
be shut out of doing the people's 
business.

Farrell clashed repeatedly over the accuracy and avail- 
ability of staff information on the gross receipts statute, 
but Wasserman said he was satisfied with the bulk of 
the new law. 


"Let's face it," said Bellflower City Administrator 


Peter B. Feenstra, "the lifeline of our community is the 
sales tax. It means higher levels of service for the whole 
city. We encourage the businessmen to be successful." 


The chamber has a "good rapport" with the Bell- 


flower City Council, he said. 


He traced the cooperation back to a time four years 


before when there was a drastic rise in vacant store- 
fronts. 


"We were embarrassed," Feenstra recalled. "If the 


vacant stores remained, we were going to develop a 
dying city image. The Chamber of Commerce worked 
with us very actively" and vacancies have dropped from 
40 to virtually zero. 


Chamber President George Rohrer and Mayor Pro 


Tem Robert LaVell are law partners, but Feenstra said 
there "is no conflict of interest. They're both profession- 
al men and I'm sure they don't compare notes." 


He called the chamber "realistic—they don't in- 


volve themselves in areas of city council interest. The 
closeness between the chamber and the council is not 
harmful. It's beneficial to the whole community." 


The chamber has 645 members, triple the mumber 


in Lakewood. 


Lakewood's population is 83,400, while that of Bell- 


flower is 53,000. 


"The businessmen understand the problems of the 


city council and the city council understands the prob- 
lems of the businessmen—we've bridged the communi- 
cation gap," Rohrer said. 


He said the chamber sponsors two or three annual 


outings for chamber directors and city officials. The 
most recent was to a UCLA football game. 


"You get to know a fellow on social occasions 


instead of always meeting when you've got a problem, 
Rohrer said. 


The Bellflower chamber is also attempting to free 


itself of city funds, he said. 


The city contributes $10,000 to the chamber's $30,000 


budget. 


"Realistically," he said, "we'll have to work toward

out a lot of great singers, 
but you could put the 
whole bunch of them in a 
sack, shake it up, and 
whatever came out would- 
n't be worthy of serving 
Mario Lanza his pizzas.

Could the 
Barrymores 


act? Is pasta good? 


When the first and 


greatest of the South 
Philadelphia crooners was 
in his prime in the decade 
following World War II, 
people fainted and went 
crazy to hear him sing, 
even more than they did 
for Frank Sinatra or the 
other idols. He was such a 
singer that 16 years after 
his death his 'family still 
receives around $100,000 a 
year in royalties from his 
recordings. He still has 
fan clubs in countries that 
have never heard of Phila- 
delphia. Would you believe 
Romania? Would you be- 
lieve annual memorial 
services for him in Buda- 
pest? Or that, as recently 
as the turn of the decade, 
Russian moviegoers still 
considered him their 
favorite American screen 
star?

Burton Island 
crew honored 


Wednesday's Council calendar

For "dedication, teamwork and relentless pursuit of 


their goal" in successfully aiding in the delivery of 
approximately $700 million in vitally needed oil field 
equipment to Prudhoe Bay in Alaska, the 200 officers 
and crew of the Long Beach-based Coast Guard Ice- 
breaker Burton Island have been awarded a unit com- 
mendation medal. 


Skipper of the 26Woot ice cruncher, Cmdr. James 


M. Fdurnier of Fountain Valley, was given the Meritori- 
ous Service Medal, a high peacetime award, by Admiral 
0. W. Siler, commandant of the Coast Guard. 


En route to relieve the crippled icebreaker Glacier 


near Pt. Barrow, the beamy Burton Island wallowed 
through rough seas that at times caused the 3,600-ton 
vessel to roll as much as 50 degrees. 


"We nearly lost one of our support boats and a lot 


of the crew was introduced to mal de mer (sea sick- 
ness)," Fournier said. 


From Sept. 15 and Oct. 5 the Burton Island fre- 


quently operated at night with brilliant carbon-arc lights 
sweeping back and forth across the jagged ice as the 
ship attempted to open a lead through the frozen waters 
of the Beaufort Sea. 


"We had to pound our way through both new and 


old ice that at times was between 6 to 8 feet thick," the 
ship's captain, a veteran of 21 years Coast Guard 
service, said. Old ice is that which has melted and 
refrozen several times, becoming harder and harder 
with each refreezing. 


"That old ice was deep blue in color and harder 


than granite," he said. 


"We attempted to stay as close to snore as possible; 


Our electronic depth finders were not accurate in shal- 
low water so we had to use old-fashioned lead lines to 
determine water depth. At times we had less than 6 
inches beneath our keel," he added. 


Fournier, who has been selected for promotion to 


captain, was in command of a three-ship task force 
assigned to clear a path through 270 miles of ice so 15 
tugs and barges could reach Prudhoe Bay on Alaska's 
North Slope. The barges were loaded with oil field 
equipment. Failure to get the equipment to the oil-rich 
North Slope could have delayed development of the field 
for at least a year, according to oil company officials. 
"i, In his letter of commendation to the Burton Island's 
crew,, Siler said: 


• "The perseverance, professional skill and untiring 


efforts of the crew of the CGC Burton Islan throughout 
th'c 
: entire arduous mission averted a delay in the 


development of the North Slope oil fields which are vital 
to the national interest of the United States." 


Both the Burton Island and the Glacier are back in 


Long Beach preparing to leave for Operation Deepfreeze 
in the Antarctic. They are scheduled to leave about Nov. 
22, in time to spend Thanksgiving on the high seas and 
Christmas at the bottom of the world. 


The two ships have been based for several years at 


Piers B and C in Long Beach Harbor. However, when 
they return in early April, they will move to the 650-foot- 
long Pier Seven in the Naval Support Activity. The 
Coast Guard has canceled its lease with the Long Beach 
Harbor Department under which it was paying the 
department $18,600 per year for docking space at Berths 
16 and 23. 


In addition to the monetary savings, other advan- 


tages of the move are that the crews will have easier 
access to the Navy infirmary, dental clinic, post ex- 
change, recreational facilities and more convenient 
•transportation.

"I have noticed a difference, especially in the 


Chicano kids that I work with at the park. The teenagers

the drugs and the stealing. 


"The reason I got the job was to kind of 'street 


counsel.' They thought a lot of kids would look up to me 
and maybe I could help. At that park they'd never had 
any Mexican or Chicano workers. It was always Anglo, 
like the high school football stud, and they resented that. 
They wanted somebody from their ethnic background to 
,work with them. 


"The area had such a reputation that all the guys 


that worked there before kind of locked themselves in 
the office and let the kids do whatever they wanted. 
Some of the parents just don't care. They send them off 
to the park: Do what you want to do over there but stay 
away from here. 


"They tested me at the beginning to see how far 


they could go. They started bringing beer into the 
facility where the pool tables are. They knew it wasn't 
allowed in the park at all. A couple of times they lit up 
marijuana cigarets when I was in the back doing 
something else. 


"I guess they thought they were going to scare me, 


but I walked right out there and told them, 'You know 
you're not supposed to be doing that.' I never had to put 
my hands on any of them, and after they found out how 
I was going tovbe they cut it out." 


PALOMINO, WHO earned his citizenship and learn- 


ed to box while serving in the Army, has never envied 
the advantages of the native-born Americans, Chicano 
or Anglo. 


"Living in the barrio," he points out, "a lot of kids 


don't have many advantages. My father always has 
been a good provider. When we came in we didn't live in 
the barrio. We always lived outside in fairly good 
homes. 


"My father's a firm believer in good eating. He'll 


go to the store on a Friday and bring home a hundred 
dollars worth of groceries. Then during the week he'll 
run back and'forth to the store. I'd say it runs $125-130 a 
week, so I stay around and help with the grocery bills. I 
have a younger brother, 22, who works fulltime and a 
sister who works, so we all pitch in." 


Carlos couldn't afford college when he first graduat- 


ed from high school so he worked briefly, then entered 
the Army where Armando Muniz, another welter with 
strikingly similar background and ambition, lined him 
up with his old boxing instructors. 


"He told me," Carlos recalls, " 'If you're willing to 


work hard, I'll give the coaches a call.' I did work hard. 
I worked extra hard. 


"In the back of my mind I always thought, maybe I 


can get there and make some money. But I'm realistic. 
Boxing is a weird game. One day you're up-and the next 
day you're down. Whatever happens, I'll know.that I 
gave it a go."

Sciarra makes Duck 
coach a believer

EUGENE, Ore-UCLA quarter- 


back John Sciarra may be out of 
the Heisman Trophy race, but John 
Read would like to sway a few 
votes in his direction. 


"John Sciarra," the Oregon 


coach said Saturday, "is the finest 
all-around quarterback I've ever 
seen." 


All the 5-10, 18i>pounder did to 


earn such plaudits was wade 
through Read's Ducks and a torren- 
tial downpour to direct the Bruins' 
50-17 Pacific-8 Conference victory. 


"Sciarra is a truly great quar- 


terback and that was an awesome 
football team we played out there," 
said Read. "They are quality in 
every sense of the word. Our kids 
battled the heck out of them, but 
they've got so much speed. 


"We gave away too much size, 


too much speed and too much 
depth. We gave away about 20 
pounds per player on the front line. 
That's the best offensive team 
we've faced, bar none." 


It should be pointed out that 


Oregon opened its season against 
Oklahoma, losing, G2-7. In grinding 
out 479 yards afoot Saturday, the 
Bruins resembled the ground-goug- 
ing Wishbone teams of Pepper 
Rodgers a few seasons back. 


Read is the first to admit his 


club can't stay on the field with 
many teams. "We knew we could- 
n't stand off and slug it out with 
them," he said, "but they just 
steamrolled us. We might .as well 
have played the Rams." 


The second-year Oregon coach 


said his defensive coaches sent 


down "every imaginable forma- 
tion" from the press box. 


"We tried to stunt, pinch, slant 


. . . anything we could to control 
the line of scrimmage ... but they 
are the most physical team we 
played this season," Read said. 
"They don't make many wrong 
decisions." 


Read wasn't so high in praise of 


the Bruins defense, even though his 
team gained only 179 yards running 
and passing.

"We didn't establish field posi- 


tion in a game like this. Heck, we 
never really had the chance be- 
cause the score got out of hand so 
quickly. Defensiv^y, the Bruins 
are sound, but not great.

And the band played on and on and on... 
It was 5 p.m., Coliseum time, and the clatter of

to blare away, much to the delight of a small but 
highly partisan audience. 


This one was too sweet to dismiss lightly. This 


was one victory which had to be savored over and 
over. 


And it was. 
Of course, most of the savoring was being done 


in the visiting dressing room, a jubilant congregation 
of back-slapping, hand-shaking and yelping athletes 
in white jerseys. 


"I guess," Stanford coach Jack Christiansen 


sputtered, "we had that one coming." 


Indeed. Justice was served Saturday. It was a 


time for atonement and redemption for the Cardinals. 
A time for a balancing of the scales. 


PLAYING ON the very turf where they were 


numbed, 26-24, on Ron Ayala's field goal as time ran 
out in 1989 and horrified, 27-24, on Chris Limahelu's 
three-pointer with three seconds remaining in 1973, 
Stanford saw one it's own — kicker Mike Langford — 
drill a 37-yarder as dock expired for a 13-10 decision 
overUSC. 


"I've been on the other end before," Christian- 


sen said, recalling the gut-wrenching loss in '73. "I 
told the boys before we came down here that this 
time it was our turn."

Now Christiansen is in a more enviable position.

> well in advance of the opening hour on Nov.15. 


The release of pheasants in Southland areas is done 


>.(o give the hunters of Southern California a chance to 
, shoot birds that are not native to our arid lands. 
• . 
Tjie largest share of the birds—13,700-will be 


released on farmlands in Imperial Valley from Niland 


, and Westmoreland southward into the Calexico area. 
Another 3,200 will be released in the Owens Valley east 
of Bishop and in the vicinity of Big Pine and Manzanar. 
, 
The west mesa of the Palo Verde Valley from that 


..town north on 29th Avenue and the farmlands near 


Blythe will receive 1,600 birds. An additional 1,000 will 
.be stocked on agricultural lands near the town of Bard, 
seven miles north of Winterhaven. 
. - 
All of the Imperial Valley locations are chosen in 


advance by members of the Imperial County Fish and 
.Game Commission. Those locations are changed from 
-year to year, depending on farming operations in the 
area. Favored sites are alfalfa fields not under irriga- 
tion and harvested milo fields where hunting will not 
cause damage to crops or to lands under cultivation. 


.'.,.-. .EVEN THOUGH THE SEASON dates for hunting 
jpheasants are the same in all parts of the state, there 
V,ar_e.,differences in regulations governing the taking of 
..male and female pheasants. In the counties of Inyo, 
; Mono, San Bernardino, Riverside, Imperial, San Diego, 
.•Orange, Los Angeles, Ventura, Santa Barbara and San 
, Luis Obispo hunters may take either male or female 
pheasants, two birds per day on the first two days of the 
season and four per day for the rest of the season.

- of the state hunters are permitted to take only male

•-wilderness. The older pheasants nested in the fields and 


reared their young there, and it's only natural that the 
birds should have more stamina. 


That is not to say that ajl birds in the northern 


counties are of the wild strain. In recent years the 
pressure has been so great that groups such as the 
Tulelake Klwanis Club have bought birds to plant on 
fields. The club, in turn, gets a fee for hunters using the 
property where the birds have been stocked.

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omen protest council inaction

When the Long Beach City Council refused to 


take action on a recommendation by Councilwoman 
Renee Simon to study the formation of a commission 
on the status of women it proved again to some 
residents that a commission of this type is sorely 
needed in Long Beach. 


As one woman said, "If the proposal had gotten 


the support expected, maybe the commission would- 
n't be needed at all." 


But the fact that not one of the six councilper- 


sons present at the Nov. 4 meeting — including the 
council's only other female member — stood forward 
to second the motion "suggests that the commission 
is needed even more than we thought." 


That was the concensus Thursday when more 


than 20 women representing a spectrum of women's 
groups met to discuss what women can do politically 
to ensure thai at the very least the commission issue 
receives a fair hearing before the appropriate city 
committee. 


The group, which included representatives from 


such organizations as the League of Women Voters, 
the National Organization for Women, the American 


Association of University Women, Soroptomist Club, 
the Women's Division of the Chamber of Commerce 
and various city departments, expressed shock, 
amazement and even outrage that the majority of 
City Council members thought so little of its women 
residents that it wasn't willing to allow the issue even 
to be studied. 


In explaining the situation to those present at the 


informal gathering, Mrs. Simon, who represents the 
third district, reiterated the point that she was not 
asking that the commission be established overnight 
or that funds be immediately appropriated. 


"All 1 was suggesting is that the issue is signifi- 


cant enough to warrant being studied. If the citizens 
of Long Beach can't then convince the committee 
that the commission is important it won't even get 
back to the council." 


THE WOMEN PRESENT at the meeting were 


most concerned about what they could do to see that 
the proposal had the necessary support the next time 
Mrs. Simon brought it up. 


The councilwoman assured them that she would 


bring it up again — but only when she was confident 
that at least five of nine council members .would 
support the recommendation. 


She added that she had already talked to Coun- 


cilman Wallace Edgerton of the second district and 
he had pledged his support both publicly and private- 
ly. "It's going to take the efforts of all of you," Mrs. 
Simon said. "The other members must be made 
aware tliat (his is something that's a concern to a 
sizeable portion of the community." 


A tentative agreement was reached that the 


matter would be brought up again at the Nov. 18 
council meeting. In the meantime, women were 
urged to contact their councilpersons and advise 
them that as voters in their districts they were 
disappointed by their representatives' lack of action. 


The women also discussed how they could be 


recognized to speak on behalf of the proposal at the 
council meeting and what affect their presence at the 
meeting would have on council members. 


A member of Soroptomist Club said that group 


already had sent a letter to the council urging action 
on the matter and had encouraged its members to 
individually contact their councilpersons. The YWCA 
has already gone on record with Councilman Don 
Phillips, who represents the district where the Y is 
located, that it supports the formation of a commis- 
sion. 


Other groups, including the Long Beach chapter 


of NOW and the East Long Beach Neighborhood 
Center, have organized "telephone trees" to alert 
their members to the necessity of contacting their 
elected representatives. Others agreed that their 
groups would do the same. 


"Jeane Kirkpatrick (a Georgetown University 


political science professor) observed in her speech 
last week that women in the United States have never 
aligned themselves politically on a women's issue," 
one participant in the meeting said. "But if we don't 
stand together, where are we?" 


THE PROPOSAL, grew out of a feeling express- 


ed at last month's International Women's Year Con- 
ference that a commission on the status of women 
was needed. The commission would be a 15-member 
body which would advise the mayor and the City 
Council of the needs and problems of the women in 
Long Beach and would provide liaison and coordina- 
tion with community groups working for equal rights 
and special concerns for women. 


Mrs. Simon and representatives from the city's 


affirmative action office agreed that a commission

. Mark Twain used to say honor was something 


you get after you're dead. But tonight on Broadway, 
the lights will go on at the Circle in the Square, 
honoring Lillian Hellman at the height of her life and 
craft "for her contribution to the theater, to litera- 
ture and to the protection of civil liberties." 


No tribute has ever been or will be more deserv- 


ed. Lillian Hellman is an oak among saplings. 


Warren Beatty, Jane Fonda, Ellen Burstyn, 


Jason Robards, Maureen Stapleton, Irene Worth and 
Mike Nichols are some of the people who will be 
reading and performing excerpts and songs from her 
plays "The Children's Hour," "The Little Foxes," 
"The Lark," "Another Part of the Forest," "The 
Autumn Garden," "Watch on the Rhine," "The 
Searching Wind," "Toys in the Attic," "Regina" and 
"Candide") and books ("An Unfinished Woman" and 
"Pentimento"). 


The applause will all be for a great American 


writer, but the money will go to the Committee for 
Public Justice, an organization she founded five 
years ago to support the Bill of Rights and protect 
private citizens against threats to their constitutional 
rights and liberties. 


"Tunes are getting dangerously close to McCar- 


thyism again," she was saying a few days ago over 
coffee in her book-lined eagle's aerie above Park 
Avenue, "and some group had to be formed to wake 
people up. We've existed on peanuts, but we've done 
good work. We held a conference on the FBI that so 
disturbed J. Edgar Hoover he wrote a seven-page 
letter to us. We did others on the grand jury, Water- 
gate, the CIA, invasions of privacy and the Justice 
Department, and we hope to expand to cover every- 
thing that menaces the public of this nation. 


"We're even investigating fish toxins. We've had 


a few grants, but foundation money is scarce now, 
and we're not always the most attractive group to 
ask for aid. But it is my belief that we need every 
protection we can get, and this group carries more 
than its own weight. McCarthyism was resurfacing 
under Nixon, but thank God some of us saw the 
handwriting on the wall." 


WHEN TROUBLE surfaces, so does Lillian. 


From the Spanish Civil War to the McCarthy witch 
hunts, she has always been on the front lines. She 
herself was blacklisted from 1948 to 1956. She worked 
in the theater but was wiped out in Hollywood. 


"I was very broke by that time, and the scars of 


that period still show today. Some people have a 
forgive-and-forget attitude, but I feel very sharply 
about it. I've never seen any of the people who 


aywright, defender of liberty 


testified against me. I even try not to speak to them, 
but that gets embarrassing at parties. Too many 
lives got mangled for the wrong reasons. 


"It was a very cruel time, and if it ever happens 


again, it wDl make McCarthy look like a runt. Every- 
one you know who ever signed any bill on civil rights 
will be in big trouble. We have to fight to make sure 
that never happens. The tribute is really to the work 


, the committee has done. 1 was worried and embar- 


rassed at first, but I've worked very hard for this 
cause and if we can raise some money, it's worth it." 


These are dog days for Hellman. She's just 


returned to the city from her pastoral home in 
Martha's Vineyard to put the finishing touches on a 
new book about the McCarthy period, and her life is 
at sixes and sevens. 


"It's very short, about 30,000 words. I call it 


'Scoundrel Time.' It's mostly'about me. I've tried to 
write about that ghastly period before, but this time 
I've forgotten about historical backgrounds and stuck 
to personal feelings, and I think it's worked out 
better." 


She rises at dawn, markets at 8, works from 9 to 


1 and knocks it off for the rest of the day. "The older 


1 get, the more tired at night I am. I don't go out 
much anymore. I don't enjoy small talk, and people 
bore me. I go to parties and find myself walking out 
of the room in the middle of a conversation." 


THOSE HARD-DRINKING years with Dashiell 


Hammett are long ago. She has a scotch before 
dinner or maybe a martini, but "I haven't been good 
and drunk in eight years. It's very funny. One night

in Martha's Vineyard, I said to myself, 'Who says 
you have to go to bed?' So I got good and drunk and 
woke up the next morning on the staircase. I thought 
my neck was broken, and I couldn't move my arms 
and I had a cold and the hangover of the universe, 
and that's when I knew I wasn't young anymore." 


But despite her formidable reputation for being 


tough and tyrannical, there's another side to Lillian 
Hellman that is not often publicized. She is very 
emotional and feminine and easily moved by the 
plight of others. 


In many ways, she's younger than the first 


thrush of spring. "I am G9-years-old, and "Who's 
Who" is always getting it wrong. I hate being 69. I'd 
like to be young again, and I pay heavy penalties for 
that. I am my own toughest critic. I look back on the 
body of my work and see so many, many things I'd 
re-do. 


"I've grown rather frightened of rereading my- 


self. It makes me inhibited. Sometimes I can 
remember what emotion was going through my mind 
at the time I wrote certain scenes and passages. 
Other lines and chapters seem to have been written 
by someone I've never met. 


"A psychiatrist once told me something very 


revealing about myself. I was too young to under- 
stand what he meant at the time, but now I see the 
insight. He said I look at myself as though I'm a total 
stranger." 


She always had her own mind, her own wits and 


instincts, and has never been easily influenced by the 
fads and fashions of the day. She can be very 
temperamental and stubborn, as many former col- 
leagues in the theater can testify, but she doesn't 
suffer fools easily. 


"IT'S REALLY HARD to see yourself as others 


see you. If you're not a fool, you don't see yourself as 
famous or great or a genius or any of those tags. F've 
been told I accept praise ungraciously, but the truth 
is I simply don't know how to say thank you in; an 
interesting way. I want to be praised and flattered 
desperately, but when it happens, I feel embarrassed. 


"I've been loathed and dismissed by so many 


people through the years that I tend to be suspicious. 
It might not last, I .tell myself, and it usually doesn't. 
I've had too many failures to get a big head this late 
in life. My problem-is I always took the successes'for 
granted and worried too much about the failures."- 


She's a woman of great wisdom, a strength that 


shines through hi her work. But she's suffered ;for 
what she's learned. "I pick up a newspaper and read 
about the two or three greatest American play- 
wrights, and I'm not listed as one of them. "That's 
painful. But the theater is a place of fashion ind 
whim. I think I knew that from the beginning, out-it's 
hard to recognize the weaknesses in something when 
you love it so much."

Lately, she's getting the kind of praise usually 


reserved for funeral orations, though a friend recent- 
ly visited her mother's home town, Demopolis, A(a.. 
and looked up an elderly aunt at Lillian's request. • 


"I'm a friend of your niece's," he said when the 


old woman came to the door. 


"Which niece?" she asked suspiciously. 
'• 


"Lillian Hellman," he said. 
"We don't like her," said the aunt, slamming the 


door in his face. 


Neither did Tallulah Bankhead, who feuded with 


Lillian from the opening night of "The Little Foxes" 
until the day she died. "That hatred was mutual," 
admits Hellman, "but we did have a brief reconcilia- 
tion at Truman Capote's famous party. 1 was' sorry 
about the reunion later because it had been ;so 
boring." She has always spoken her mind. 


SHE TRIES TO hide it, but a bitterness creeps 


through when she talks about the theater. "I was'-an 
instant success with 'The Children's Hour, 
1 and it *as 


hard to duplicate success after that. There was a long 
period of my life when I was totally ignored and then 
forgotten. I kept picking myself up and trying again. 
The sad truth is that now I've had enough and I never 
want to go near the theater again.

It may have been one of the most important 


gunshots of the war, not because it was heard around 
the world, but because it was seen. 


It was a remarkable instant of shock and revul- 


sion, to be sure, but it was the time it was taken that 
made the photograph significant. This was Feb. 1, 
1968, when the Tet offensive swept through South 
Vietnam — a time when the enemy was supposed to 
have been drained of his strength and, as the U.S. 
commander said, "The end is beginning to come into 
view." 


The offensive, during which Viet Cong comman- 


dos managed even to fight into the U.S. Embassy 


u compound in Saigon, brought something else into 
•view. This was an accelerating doubt not only of the 
'.enemy's strength but of the American role in the 
•war. 


Not only: Can we win it? But: Is it worth it? Is 


this the democracy and freedom we're fighting for in 
South Vietnam?... 


Lt. Col. Nguyen Loan, police chief of South 


Vietnam, removed his revolver from its holster and 
summarily executes a Viet Cong suspect, whose 
hands are tied behind his back. 


As the pistol returned to its holster, Loan says: 


"They killed many Americans and many of my 
people." 


Those words and the facts of life in Vietnam — 


Viet Cong guerillas had just beheaded a South Viet- 
namese colonel in his home and killed his wife and 
six children — do not catch up with the impact of the 
picture. It became part of a myriad of little pieces 
that shaped the attitude of a country, one more straw 
laid on a camel's back. 


"/ made the picture by instinct. Any idiot could 


have taken it," said Eddie Adams of the Associated 
Press, who prefers deliberate pictures of poetic in- 
sight. A former Marine combat photographer, Adams 
was roaming the streets of Saigon when the Tet 
offensive opened. "Loan gave no indication that he 
was going to shoot the prisoner until he did it. As his 
hand came up with the revolver so did my camera 
but I still didn't expect him to shoot." Loan later told 
Adams his wife had criticized him for not confiscat- 
ing the film.

Parents of mongoloid need help 


IF A BABY is born with the disorder called 


Down's syndrome (mongolism), how soon should the 
parents be told? 


Just as soon as the diagnosis is known — prefer- 


ably during the first week, researchers say. 


Most parents prefer to be told together. Also. 


they would rather get the news from a physician 
known by the family. In the event that the child is the 
firstborn, the obstetrician and pediatrician together 
might talk to the parents. 


Finally, parents should be given help in obtain- 


ing information and should be lent encouragement 
and support. They should be told about available 
community resources and what to expect in the 
future. 


The findings are based on answers to a question- 


naire given to 85 sets of parents whose children had 
Down's syndrome. 


A description of the survey appears in the 


American Journal of Diseases of Children. There's 
also a summary in Modern Medicine, a periodical for 
.physicians.

ped to do reconstructive microsurgery — and give 
estimated arrival time.

whose unit at New York Hospital-Cornell Medical

A DRUG combination appears to offer beneficial 


results to children with Lesch-Nyhan syndrome, a 
disorder in which youngsters mutilate their own faces 
and hands. 


Dr. William L. Nyhan, one of the syndrome's 


discoverers, siys the drugs are 5-hydroxytryptophan 
and carbidopa. 


Four- patients were treated with this combina- 


tion. 


Dr. Nyhan describes the reaction of one of the 


patients: 


"For the first time he began to realize he could 


put his hand near his mouth to explore his face and 
not bite his hand." 


Unfortunately, tolerance to the drug develops 


rapidly, "and that's the problem we're fighting at the 
moment," says Dr. Nyhan, professor of pediatrics at 
liC San Diego.

FASCINATING FABRICS 
Matte jersey 
economic elegance 


franees 
diet rich 


By FRANCES DIETRICH 


You can enjoy a luxuri- 


ous' fashion look on a 
budget. Just pick the right 
fabric. 


Matte jersey is one 


example; feminine, con-- 
temporary and subtle 
without the shine of regu- 
lar jersey. It is knit in the 
same manner with verti- 
cal ribs on the back. But, 
the yarns used for matte 
jersey are spun, rather 
than the shiny, hairlike 
filamenis ordinarily used. 


Spun yarn is made of 


short pieces of fiber. When 
twisted ;to make knitting 
yarn, infinitesimal ends 
escape. [These are brushed 
on the face side of the fab- 
ric' to give a dull matte 
finish, fibers used for 
matte jersey may be 
nylon, miyester, acrylic, 
wool or oitton. 


Matte1 jersey has a 


modicuni more of drapa- 
bility thin regular jersey 
ana a liitle more stretch 
because »f its short, spun 


A DOLMAN sleeve 


avoids the slight problem 
of easing jersey at the cap 
of a regular set-in sleeve. 
However, you can use a 
design with a set-in sleeve 
and remove some of the 
"ease" with control stitch- 
ing. 


Using a straight stitch, 


begin stitching on the 
seamline indicated on the 
pattern. Gradually taper 
in one-eighth of an inch, 
continuing to the original 
seamline at the dot at the 
center of the sleeve cap. 
Taper down the back 
curve. Use this new line as 
the seamline, when setting 
in the sleeve. 


In selecting- a pattern, 


avoid circular skirts, as 
all jerseys have a tenden- 
cy to stretch on the bias. A 
pattern with soft lines and 
a minimum of seams and 
details is preferable. 


Use the "with nap" lay- 


out for all garment pieces 
to avoid shading. Though 
the face of the fabric is 
brushed, the underside is 


smooth. To avoid having it 
slip around on a smooth 
surface during cutting, 
place it over a sheet, cot- 
ton blanket or other soft 
layer. 


The fabric has the same 


general characteristics of 
jersey, which means that 
it'may curl a little along 
the edges. This can be 
controlled by placing pins 
close together along the 
cut edges at right angles 
to the seamline. 


JERSEY 
stretches 


more in the crosswise than 
in the lengthwise direc- 
tion. As insurance against 
inordinate stretching of 
shoulder seams, neckline 
and armholes, as well as 
the waistline when a bod- 
ice and skirt are joined, 
stitch preshrunk tape into 
the seams. Center the tape 
over the seamline and 
stitch through the middle. 


Conversely, you need to 


build stretchability into 
vertical seams to prevent 


seam popping or pucker- 
ing. Use spun 100 percent 
polyester thread as both 
top and bobbin threads; 
and a No. 11 sewing ma- 
chine needle, preferably 
ballpoint. Apply 12 to 15 
stitches per inch. 


A straight stitch may be 


used throughout construc- 
tion or a short zigzag 
stitch.

Until that tune, learning takes place in one large 


room which is divided into "offices," actually small 
individual cubicles where each child can sit quietly 
and struggle through the academics at his or her own 
pace. 


The concept is based on the Accelerated Chris- 


tian Education program, better known as PACE, 
which started in Texas under a Baptist influence, and 
has since expanded to 1,000 schools in five years. 


This school, according to Miss Edgecomb.is not 


allowed to use the official PACE name until it has 
passed certain inspections during a three-year peri- 
od. The PACE concept was first discovered and 
implemented at Community Church by pastor, Es- 
ther MaUett. 


Pastor Mallett and Miss Edgecomb visited simi- ' 


lar schools in Torrance and Capistrano and then in 
June went to Texas where both had to use the PACE 
learning books and learn to operate a self-contained 
school. ' 


On their return the two women took nine would- 


be teachers to Fresno so they might take the diagnos- 
tic tests and "learn the children's frustrations with 
self-discipline first hand." 


"We learned that it is hard to adjust, particular- 


ly for a lazy or undisciplined person, to a system of 
independent studies."

along the way, correcting their own tests, and putting 
themselves back through the same booklet if the 
testing score is less than 80 per cent. 


The second graders do this right alongside the 


high school students. 


Silence is maintained in the center so that each 


student may complete his or her work without inter- 
ruption. When test correcting needs to be done, a 
child will raise a flag at his cubicle. No one talks. 


"None of the students will move from his office 


without raising a flag," explains Miss Edgecomb 
with a note of pride in her voice. An American flag 
means the student needs help at his cubicle. A small 
Christian flag means the student seeks permission to 
get out of his or her seat. 


Occasionally a teacher will whisper to a student. 


"We don't tell the students what to do. They work on 
their own in their offices." But questions do arise and 
must be answered, thus the whispers. 


The individual work pace and private cubicles 


makes it possible not only for there to be more 
flexibility in study but also for an upper tevel student, 
for instance, to work more easily on lower level 
material without anyone else being the wiser. 
Embarrassment is saved, and for some of the older 
students, the principal indicates, this has meant a big 
difference in their willingness to persist. 


EVERYONE AT THE school, including the 


principal and teachers, wear uniforms of red, white 
and blue. "It takes away the economic competition 
and shows that we are all equal. The teachers are 
equal to the students." 


This is true in more ways than one . The 


teachers also had to take the same diagnostic tests, 
says Miss Edgecomb. And any teacher who did not 
exceed the 12th grade level was required to upgrade 
his or her knowledge. 


With a laugh, Sydney Edgecomb acknowledged 


that she is studying the PACE booklets at her own 
speed at home. Her learning was deficient in some 
areas, she says, and now that she's gotten into this 
study program she's thinking of continuing with it 
through the college levels. 


Under the rules of this PACE program it was not 


considered necessary for the teachers or herself to 
have a college degree. "But we looked for and have 
teachers with college education because we wanted 
the best for the students." 


The school officials see their responsibility to the 


students as one of "grooming them into functioning 
adults. We don't want them to go through what we

did growing up." To this end, they required all boys 
to keep their hair no longer than shoulder-length. 


With one teen-ager, a mutually agreeable com- 


promise was reached - he would cut his hair up to a 
little below his shoulders and curl it every morning 
with a curling iron. "This keeps it neat and makes it 
look shorter," says Miss Edgecomb. He went before 
the student body and told them about the arrange- 
ment. I think he actually looks a lot nicer this way." 


The Learning Center also has a discipline policy 


which includes spanking. "All our parents had to sign 
permission for their child to be swatted," says the 
principal. "We have to have that. 


"The parents also have to be involved with the 


school," she adds. "If they don't back us up at home, 
we're stopped before we begin." 


The paddling apparently is not done very often. 


Loss of privilege often comes first and discussion is 
always a part of the discipline pattern, she says. 
"First we talk with a student to make sure that he 
understand why he's not to behave that way, and that 
the discipline is related to love, not fear. We want 
them to know we do it with love so the teacher (a 
male teacher for disciplining the boys and a female 
teacher for the girls) hugs the student afterwards." 


PARENT INVOLVEMENT also means that 


mothers and fathers were required to spend one 
Saturday learning from the PACE booklets. "We 
wanted them to get an idea of what it's like for their 
children." 


Tuition for church members is MO per month for 


the first child in the family, a reduced amount for 
additional siblings, and $50 per month for nonmem- 
bers. . 
.- 


"We're so youth oriented here,? says-Miss Edge- 


comb. "We're such an active church. We're busy 
seven days a week and seven nights so we're not a 
quiet place. And because of this we are not very 
popular with our neighbors." 


'To cope with this problem church officials are 


attempting to purchase surrounding property as it 
becomes available and hope to obtain some zoning 
changes. At least one building already owned by the 
school can not be used for the indoor student recrea- 
tion activities, school officials would like because of 
zoning regulations.

GAL-IVANTING 
London Bridgefinds 
a home in Arizona 


Everyone laughed when 


a swindler sold the Brook- 
lyn Bridge to a plumber 
from Peoria. There was 
more giggling when indus- 
trialist Robert McCulloeh 
bought London Bridge. 


.Some critics said that 


the bridge that MeCulloch 
shipped stone by stone to 


about 1000 A.D. so the 
Thames could be crossed 
by foot, it was soon pulled 
down to thwart invaders. 


Following that, it was 


flimsily rebuilt many 
times, always to fall 
again, until 1176. At that 
time, construction was 
begun on a stone bridge 


choral 
pepper 


Lake Havasu, Arizona 
wasn't the real London 
Bridge. Others considered 
him crazy for transporting 
this relic of merrie old 
England to the Arizona 
desert. 


On all accounts, 'those 


critics were wrong. This is 
the real London Bridge — 
the one that kept falling 
down in the nursery song. 
And it did fall down, many, 
times. First constructed 


designed by Peter Cole- 
church, a priest, who dab- 
bled in engineering. Like 
MeCulloch, 
Colechureh 


was considered somewhat 
of a nut, too, for building 
such a long bridge of 
.stone. 


When his bridge with- 


stood fires, winds, frosts, 
rain and general holocaust 
for 653 years, however, his 
genius inspired all subse- 
quent London Bridges 


right up to the one that 
now spans a sector of 
Lake Havasu. 


OPEN IN THE fall of 


1971, the Arizona attrac- 
tion combines the recon- 
structed London Bridge 
along with a million dollar 
English village. As in- 
congruous as an authentic 
pub owned by the City of 
London is to the nature of 
its desert site, both it and 
the bridge have success- 
fully melded into the mag- 
nificent backdrop of naked 
golden foothills that frame 
this portion of the Colora- 
do River. 


But 
then, 
foreign 


importations here are not 
new. 
Among others was a 


U.S. 
Camel Corps led by 


Edward Beale and an Ara- 
bian camel driver called 
Hi Jolly in 1857. After 
tarrying briefly at nearby 


(Fort Mohave, now in 


ruins, the Camel Corps 
moved across the river to 
California.

legacy of mysterious 
camel legends to Arizona. 
London Bridge's legends 
are just getting started. 


Included among them, 


no doubt, will be one about 
the "Warlords," members 
of the Society for Creative 
Anachronism who appear 
on the second Saturday of 
each October to celebrate 
Lake 'Havasu's London 
Bridge anniversary. It is 
then that yeomen and 
nobles affiliated with New 
Mexico's "Kingdom of 
Atenvendt" joust in heavy 
competition with knights 
from Phoenix. 


An "anachronism" may 


be defined as an error in 
chronology 
in which 


events are misplaced in 
regard to each other. 


Only the knights and 


ladies costumed hi me- 
dievil fashions today could 
be more anachronous than 
Lake Havasu's London 
Bridge, but when you 
make the scene in person, 
their ancient activities be- 
come today's -realities. 
You are likely to wind up 
throwing darts in a pub or 
participating in a cham- 
pagne cork-popping con-, 
test even if the most un- 
American thing you've 
ever done is eat a Swiss 
steak. 


On the subject of eating, 


Lake Havasu's 
English 


Village has a lot of that, 
too. 
One favorite menu 


item is a traditional old 
English delicacy called 
Bubble-and-Squeak. 
The 


bubble comes from thin 
slices of boiled beef gently 
fried in butter. Then 
greens are boiled until ten- 
der, drained, minced and 
placed until "quiet" in a 
frying pan with butter, 
seasoning and a sliced 
onion. 


When the onion is done, 


the meal is covered with 
the greens and served on a 
flat dish. Kidney pie, 
breakfast porridge, roast

"These aren't just cardboard wives, 


like a lot of women in TV and movies," 
King said. "They're like the real thing. 
My wife in the film really jumps on me. 
She doesn't like my being out there on 
the street." 


The film points up the irony of the 


two young cops' being picked out for 
assassination. It also focuses on the rela- 
tionship between the two men, one black 
and one of Italian ancestry, who develop 
mutual trust and liking. Both are dedicat- 
ed officers who really "give a damn" 
about people, and they volunteer for foot 
patrol in then- tough precinct as the best 
way to get close to the people. 


PERRY KING'S name may not be a 


household word yet, but it very well could 
be before long — for he is one of the 
busiest actors in Hollywood these days. 


He is probably better known to avid 


moviegoers than those persons who 
limit their viewing to the TV screen. 
Perry has appeared in six theatrical 
movies — with starring roles in five of 
them — and is malting his seventh now, 
with two more theatrical motion pictures 
lined up to follow "Lipstick." 


His television credits aren't lengthy, 


but before doing "Foster and Laurie" he 
had had guest roles in episodes of about 
half a dozen series. 


The role of a "Nice Guy," like Rocco 


Laurie, is a departure from his usual 
parts to date. 


"I'm slowly starting to come out of 


always being cast as a psychotic or neu- 
rotic, and I'm happy about that," said 
the 27-year-old King, who has been a 
professional actor for five years. "I want 
to play all types of roles. A person can 
get very stale without variety. I must 
admit, though, that an actor can do 
pretty well as a psychological cripple." 


IN REAL LIFE, Perry is unlike the 


psychotics and tough guys he has con- 
vincingly portrayed. He was born and 
raised in Alliance, Ohio, went to prep 
school in New Hampshire and then earn- 
ed a B.A., with a major in drama, at 
Yale University. At prep.sctyol, he was a 
champion rower.

His father is a surgeon and his moth- 


er is the daughter of the late Maxwell 
Perkins, noted book publishing editor for 
some of America's literary giants. 


The young actor is married and has a 


daughter who turned 5 last week. His 
wife, Karen, turned down scholarship 
offers from Vassar and Radcliffe and 
became a nun for two years before going 
into social work with disadvantaged per- 
sons in Mexico and this country. Now 
she's studying for a law degree, and 
"she's a real activist," said Perry. 


After graduating from Yale in 1970, 


King studied drama with John Houseman 
in New York, deciding not to enter the 
Yale Drama School. His first big acting 
break came when Shirley MacLaine se- 
lected him to play her psychotic young 
brother in "The Possession of Joel Dela- 
ney." "I played a dual role," Perry 
recalled, "that of the title character, who 
was possessed by the spirit of a Puerto 
Rican killer, and also the Puerto Rican." 
He admitted, however, that the thriller 
didn't make much of a splash. 


Soon after "Joel Delaney," he played 


in "Slaughterhouse-Five" as the destruc- 
tive son who turns over tombstones. It' 
was the only nonstarring role he has had 
in a movie. 


THEN CAME "Big Truck, Poor 


Clare," a lighthearted film he made with 
Peter Ustinov in Israel. Perry considers 
it good, but said it has never been releas- 
ed. 


In 1974 he starred in a low-budget 


movie shot in Brooklyn, "The Lords of 
Flatbush," which was surprisingly suc- 
cessful. Henry Winkler, whom Perry had 
known at Yale, \vas another one of the 


Brooklyn tough guys. Now Henry is fa- 
mous, of course, as Fonzie on TV's 
: "Happy Days." 


After his first four movies, King 


came to Hollywood, did some TV guest 
star roles and then landed starring parts 
in the theatrical motion pictures "Wild 
Party," with Raquel Welch and James 
Coco, and "Mandingo." 


In the former, he played an Errol 


Flynn-type movie star who makes love 
one night to Raquel, who's Coco's mis- 
tress, and in the latter he was a crippled 
slave owner who made love to a black 
girl. He will reprise his part as Ham- 
mond in a sequel to "Mandingo" to be 
titled "Drum." 


Also lined up after "Lipstick" is the 


movie "A Different Story," in which 
Perry will play a homosexual who falls in 
love with a lesbian. 


KING STARTED work on "Lipstick" 


just a day after completing a Hollywood 
Television Theatre production, "The 
Hemingway Play," for KCET (Channel 
28) and the Public Broadcasting System. 
He stars as Ernest Hemingway in-the 
drama, and, by coincidence, his girl- 
friend in "Lipstick" is Hemingway's 
granddaughter, Margaux Hemingway. 


"Her younger sister, Meryl Heming- 


way, also is in it," he pointed out, "and 
I'm the grandson of Maxwell Perkins, 
Hemingway's editor." 


In the Dino De Laurentiis-Freddie 


Fields film, which also stars Anne Ban- 
croft and Chris Sarandon, King plays a 
lipstick firm executive whose girlfriend, 
a top model, is the victim of a rapist. 


You've got to admit that Perry King, 


for a Yale man, has seen an awful lot of 
life.

studies on Premillennialism, I want

with reference to the theory. 1. 
The word millennium simply means 


1,000 years. Thus, the prefix "pre" sets forth the idea 
that Christ will come back to earth before the 1,000 
years to reign here on earth. He will return to earth 
and sit upon David's literal throne in Jerusalem and 
rule (or 1;000 years. This, of course, will take place 
after a number of things have happened. There is to 
be a great battle on the plains of Esdralon (wherever 
Hiat is, as it is not mentioned in the Bible). After 
Satan and his followers have been conquered, Christ 
will, by His victory over His foes in this great battle, 
establish His Kingdom and begin His thousand year 
rule. 


2. Secondly, there is a group that calls themselves 
Post-Millennialists. The prefix "post" means "after". 
They believe there will be a thousand yeor reign and 
that Christ will come after this great spiritual rule. 
They believe that near the end of the age the world 
will be better. There will then be a short apostasy. 
Then Christ will return and judgment will follow. 


3. Thirdly, there is another designation used by those 
who write and/or speak on this subject — the A- 
Millennialist. The prefix "A" 
means "anti" or 


"against." They are opposed to "pre" and "post" 
Millennialism. They believe that the 1,000 
years 


spoken of in Revelation 20 is not literal but symbolic, 
and that the period is indefinite ant) is going on right 
now. To this last explanation this writer subscribes.

Christ ascended back to heaven. According to Acts

roucho Marx has never been one to 


let truth throw him. The standard 
reference books list his birth date 
as Oct. 2,1895. 


The fact is that Julius Henry Marx, 


better known as Groucho, was bom in 
New York City five years earlier on 
Oct. 2, 1890. He is 85, an age he is 
happy to have' reached alive. 


A few weeks ago I called on Groucho 


to congratulate him on his longevity. 
He lives in the Trausdale Tract, a 
ghetto for millionaires, most of them- 
nouveaux riches, halfway up the hills 
of Beverly. 


Groucho's house is a large, white, 


modern, single-level structure designed 
by Wallace Neff. It is cluttered with 
Marx memorabilia collected during a 
career that began in 1899 and con- 
tinues through this day. The walls are 
punctuated with an assortment of paint- 
ings, the best one done by Aaron 
Bohrod, "which my brother Harpo 
made 
me buy." 
Photographs 
of 


Groucho's mother Minnie and her five 
sons abound. An Oscar and an Emmy 
join other decorations on a foyer table.

There are posters and graphics from 
bygone eras which lend a museum 
touch to the residence. 


Atypically for comedians but happily 


for Groucho, he is more popular, more 
celebrated, more in demand at age 85 
than he was 40 years ago when he and 
his brothers, refugees from vaudeville, 
starred in a series of madcap films, of 
which at least three—Animal Crackers, 
A Night at the Opera, and A Day at (fie 
Races—are regarded as comedy clas- 
sics. 


TV experiences 


Groucho is working on a book, The 


Secret Word Is Groucho. It deals with 
his experiences as host of You Bet Your 
life, a highly successful TV program 
(1949-1962) which is currently re-tele- 
cast by some 40 odd stations. 


Groucho is deeply proud of his liter- 


ary talents—"I've written six books and 
I never even finished public lele- 
mentary] school." 


He is also pleased that the Marx 


Brothers comedies are enjoying a 
revival, especially in college towns, 
where Marx retrospectives have be- 


come standard movie fare. 


It was a group of students at UCLA 


who helped untangle a controversy 
over its copyright and prompted the re- 
release of Animal Crackers. 


Three years ago after a decade of 


semi-retirement, Groucho played New 
York City's Carnegie Hall, offering a 
melange of gags, anecdotes, and rem- 
iniscenses of himself and his brothers. 
He sang his famous "Lydia the Tatooed 
Lady," and the capacity audience of 
3000, many of them youngsters wearing 
Groucho Marx moustaches and painted 
eyebrows, applauded wildly. An Eve- 
ning With Groudio was so successful 
that A & M records released a recording 
of the show later that year, and it be- 
came a top seller. 


Groucho's speech has slowed. He is 


hard of hearing. He no longer lopes. His 
leer is not what it used to be. His voice 
has lost much of its resonance, but on 
good days his mind is sharp and alert, 
and quickly he gives tongue to thought. 


The trouble one finds in interviewing 


him is that his memory, like his body, 
grows progressively 
frail. He also 


camouflages his true personality with 


the popular image of the wisecracking, 
ad-libbing, sardonic, outrageous wit. 


• Basically he is a serious man who at 
times has pickled himself in the vinegar 
of his own disillusion. For years he was 
insecure, fearful, and money-hungry, 
and it has been only in recent times that 
the word "lovable" has been used to 
describe his manner. Most comedians 
—the late Jack Benny was an exception 
—are not lovable. Ask the woman who 
is married to one. She will tell you that 
as a rule comedians are ego-ridden, 
driven, insecure, difficult and bedeviled 
men. 


His nurses 


At 85, Groucho no longer seeks 


achievement. He seeks survival. Three 
'round-the-clock nurses help him. He 
suffers a variety of urological weak- 
nesses in addition to the concomitant 
ravages of old age. Growing old is no 
fun. Considering the alternative, how- 
ever, Groucho is determined to enjoy 
his octads. No reluctant dragon, he. 


Ask him stupidly, "Who is the come 


dian you most admire?" His almost 
instantaneous reply is "Me." 


Plead with him to be serious and to 


exclude himself, and he says "Woody 
Allen. Woody is so bright he could have 
been the sixth Marx brother." 


Ask him if he's seen any good movies 


lately. He nominates laws. As an after- 
thought he adds, "It would have been 
funnier if the guy had been swallowed 
by a sardine instead of a shark." 


Smile at Groucho and request him 


to search his memory for the best time 


of his life. He looks at his watch and 
replies, "Two-thirty in the afternoon." 


Like most entertainers he feels the 


need to be "on," to give the audience, 
even of one, what it wants. The habit 
is ingrained. Never let the customer 
down. 


During the Truman Administration, 


a 7-year-old boy one afternoon ap- 
proached Groucho, who was arriving in 
Washington's Union Station. "Are you 
President Truman?" the boy asked. 
"No," snapped Groucho, "are you?" 


U.S. Presidents, incidentaiiy, is one 


subject on which Groucho will hold 
forth seriously. Of all the Presidents 
he knew or was aware of—and he goes 
back to Teddy Roosevelt—he considers 
Truman the best and Nixon the worst. 


Political controversy 


"Nixon is a scoundrel," he declares. 


"He belongs in the penitentiary. Thaf s 
where he belongs. And that's where 
he'd be if a deal hadn't been made." 


Attempts to draw Groucho out any 


further on the subject result in silence. 
A veteran political liberal, he is mindful 
of his former uninhibited opinions of 
Nixon which led the FBI to maintain a 
file on him. 


Of Gerald Ford, his hands speak 


eloquently. He moves the palms in and 
out in a gesture which reflects a so-so 
rating. 


In the 1930's and early 1940's when 


Communists infiltrated and virtually 
took over the Screen Writers Guild in 
Hollywood, several tried to convert 
Groucho to their cause. They asked him 
for contributions. Always a tight man 


with a dollar—understandable in view 
of his poverty as a boy—Groucho told 
them lo take off for Russia if they were 
so in love with the Soviet Union. A 
liberal, yes; a radical, no. 


Groucho voted for George McGov- 


ern in 1972 and would vote for Teddy 
Kennedy in 1976. "Kennedy has cour- 
age," he asserts. "Great strength and 
courage." 


Everybody's weakness 


When asked if Senator Kennedy has 


any weakness, possibly a weakness for 
women, Groucho's reply is, "Who 
hasn't?" 


Q. "Was that your great weakness in 


life?" 


Groucho: 
"Yes. 
Ifs 
everybody's 


weakness." 


Q. "Incidentally, Groucho, 
where 


does your daughter Melinda live?" 


Groucho: "She lives in Ecstasy. That's 


very near Los Angeles." 


Q. "And how about your daughter 


Miriam?" 


Groucho: "Miriam went broke." 
Q. "Were you as crazy about women 


as your brother Chico?" 


Groucho: "I like women but not like 


Chico. He was mad about women." 


'While Groucho admits to past extra- 


marital activities, he is quick to point 
out that he has spent 44 years of his 
life in marriage. He has been married 
three times, has fathered three children, 
is the grandfather of four. 


His first wife was Ruth Johnson, a 


dancer in the Marx Brothers vaude- 
ville troupe. They were married in 
1920. "She died of booze," Groucho 


revealed a few years ago to writer Rich- 
ard Anobile. "When I married her she 
weighed 105 pounds. I saw her about 
ten years after we were divorced [in 
19421 and she must have weighed 200." 


In 1945 Groucho at age 55 made his 


second 'trip to the altar, this time with 
Catherine Gorcey, ex-wife of the Dead 
End kid actor Leo Gorcey. They were 
divorced in1951. Although Groucho has 
earned the reputation of being a nickel- 
squeezer, he has always been generous 
with the women in his life. For example, 
when in time he was no longer legally 
bound to pay alimony to his second 
wife, he insisted upon paying it and 
still does. 


His third marriage, to the former 


Eden Hartford, a tall, beautiful model, 
lasted from 1954 to 1969. Groucho then 
announced at age 79 that he was 
through with matrimony. 


Groucho has three children: Miriam, 


and Arthur, a writer, from his first mar- 
riage, and Melinda from his second. 
He gets along well with Melinda, less 
well with Arthur and Miriam. 


Adopted daughter 


Recently he declared his intention 


to adopt as his daughter Erin Fleming, 
a tall, shapely, green-eyed actress in 
her early JO'S whom he hired as his 
secretary six years ago. 


Miss Fleming, now Groucho's per- 


sonal manager, is generally credited with 
having revitalized the comedian's life. 
"It was Erin," explains a Marx relative, 
"who inspired Groucho to make con- 
cert appearances, recordings, to come 
out of his retirement shell. He was 


withering on the vine until she entered 
the picture. Now she's in charge of his 
household help, the chef, the gardener, 
the secretary, the whole menage. If 
Groucho wants to make her his 
adopted daughter, he certainly has 
good grounds for it; she deserves it." 


As all students of the Marx Brothers 


know, the five boys were born in New 
York City through the turn of the 
century to Sam Marx, an immigrant 
tailor from Alsace, known to many of 
his customers as "Misfit Sam," and his 
wife, Minna Schoenberg Marx. 


The brothers five 


In the order of their birth the boys 


were Leonard (Chico), Arthur (Harpo), 
both deceased; then Julius (Groucho), 
followed by Milton (Gummo) and 
Herbert (Zeppo). Gummo and Zeppo 
reside in Palm Springs where Zeppo's 
ex-wife Barbara is the constant com- 
panion of singer Frank Sinatra. 


Groucho's parents were poor, and 


because his mother's brother, Al Shean, 
of the popular vaudeville team of Gal- 
lagher and Shean, was comparatively 
wealthy, earning $200 a week, his sister. 
Minnie Marx, launched her sons on 
show business careers. 


Groucho started by singing in a 


Protestant church choir on Madison 
Avenue. Then he left elementary school 
P.S. 86 to join a vaudeville act. The 
Leroy Trio, at $4 a week. He never re 
turned to school but in lieu of further 
formal education became an omnivor- 
ous reader, which he still is. He con- 
centrates on newspapers and magazines 
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Groucho with his first wile, Ruth lohnson, a 
dancer in the Marx Brothers vaudeville act. 
They married in 1920 and divorced in 1942. 


With Kay Gorcey, his second wile (they were divorced in '57), 
and their daughter Melinda. He has two children by his first 
marriage, Arthur and Miriam. He gets along best with Melinda. 


With No. 3, fden Hartford, a model. The marriage 
lasted from '54 to '69. Groucho plans to adopt as 
a daughter his secretary-companion Erin Fleming.

In 190.1) his stagestruck mother or- 


ganized a vaudeville art, 'The Thrpn 
Nightingales," with Groucho, Gummo, 
and a girl singer, then expanded it to 
"The Taur Nightingales" by removing 
the girl and recasting the act with Chico, 
Harpo, Groucho and 7eppo. 


In the early 1900's, vaudevillians led 


a rough, precarious hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence. They were not accepted in 
polite society. In many quarters they 
were tolerated as third-class citizens. 
No man in his right mind would trust 
his daughter to a vaudevillian. What 
Groucho learned as a young man he 
learned from the school of experience, 
which exacts a high tuition from its 
students and on whom it leaves many 
scars and inflicts many neuroses. 


Groucho and his brothers became 


slapstick, roughhouse comedians be- 
cause the audience for boy singers, 
even in tank towns, was not too re- 
ceptive. They turned to buffoonery and 
ad-libbing to hold their audience, and 
those techniques worked. It wasn't until 
1920, however, that they reached the 
big time. That year they were booked 
into the Keith-Albee circuit in New 
York and played 13 months, with 
Groucho making the greasepaint mous- 
tache his trademark. 


Banished 
from 
the 
Keith-Albee 


theaters for life because of a contract 
violation, the brothers next tried the 
legitimate theater. They opened in New 
York in 1924 in a musical comedy /'// 
5ay 5he Is, about which Alexander 
Woollcott, then dean of the Broadway 
critics, gushed like a severed oil line. 
Two more hit musicals, The Cocoaniils, 
and An;'ma/ Crackers, both with books 
by George S. Kaufman and Morrie 
Ryskind, followed. The two shows were 


subsequently turned into films at Para- 
mount's studio on Long Island, N.Y. 


By 1930 the zany characterizations 


which the Marx Brothers adopted were 
well established and integrated into 
their public images. Chico was con- 
sidered an Italian pianist, Harpo a 
dumb, girl-chasing harpist, Groucho a 
wisecracking charlatan, and 7eppo a 
nothing straight man. 


Groucho and his brothers arrived in 


Hollywood in 1931. Within three years 
they made three films for Paramount: 
Monkey Bus/ness (1931), Horse Feathers 
(1932), and Duck Soup (1933). 


Two of their outstanding films, how- 


ever, A Night at (he Opera (1935) and 
A Day at the Races (1937), were filmed 
at MGM under the production wing of 
• Irving Thalberg, whom Groucho de- 
scribes as "the greatest producer of 
films I ever knew." 


Deleting ad-libs 


The last of .the 13 films the brothers 


starred in was love Happy, produced 
by United Artists in 1949. After that one, 
Groucho appeared solo in half a dozen 
films, all undistinguished. He was not 
to come into his own creative comedy 
genius again until John Guedel, who 
had originated People Are Funny and 
House Party, cast him as the interviewer 
in a TV quiz show You Be( Your Life, 
which was prerecorded so that many 
of Groucho's racy and double-entendre 
ad-libs could be edited out. 


At 85 Groucho Marx has done it all. 


His professional life is a history of 
20th-century entertainment: vaudeville, 
stage, film, radio and TV. Like his con- 
temporary, Charles Chaplin, he ranks 
as one of the titans of modern comedy. 
A sophisticated, complex, deeply mel- 
lowed man, he will be remembered by 
most people with warmth and fond- 
ness, for he made them laugh.

Primp?

Sen. Joseph Montoya, conducting a probe of Interpol, the 
international police intelligence network, fears Americans' 
rights could be violated by careless use of information. 


I 


n novels of international intrigue, In- 
terpol is an infallible, high-powered, 
worldwide police department whose 
agents roam the globe in search of 


master criminals. But to many veteran 
law officers who have dealt with Inter 
pol, whose headquarters is in France, 
it is a slow-moving, archaic bureaucracy 
which seldom performs useful work. 


Formally, the International Criminal 


Police Organization, known as Interpol, 
promotes cooperation and exchange of 
information among the police of its 120 
member nations. 


A senior law enforcement official in 


Washington contends that Interpol is 
really only "a sort of super telephone 
line." But a Senator who has been in- 
vestigating the-agency fears Interpol 
could pose a threat to the privacy of 
innocent American citizens. 


Like most police organizations, Inler- 


pol has been reluctant to discuss its 
work in public. But this year a subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee has opened what is believed 
to be this country's first major probe of 
Ihe agency since it was formed follow- 
ing World War II. 


The subcommittee held one day of 


hearings last spring, but its chairman, 
Sen. Joseph M. Montoya (D., N. Mex.), 
says there is much more to come. 
"We're particularly interested in seeing 
if the office in Washington was used 
for political purposes," he says. "We 
also need better guidelines governing 
the dissemination of information on 
American citizens to other countries." 


An ally 


Sharing Montoya's concern is Rep. 


Edward P. Beard (D., R.I.). He charges 
that Interpol "is a definite threat to Ihe 
privacy and basic human rights of every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States," adding that both rightist and 
leftist dictatorships, as members of In- 
terpol, have access to files on Amer- 
ican citizens. 


Montoya declined to provide details 


about an alleged intrusion of politics 
on Interpol's work, but an independent 
investigation has produced evidence 
that among the high-ranking officials in 
Interpol's Washington office as recently 
as 1974 was a man who had virtually 
no prior law enforcement experience 
and who was placed in that sensitive 
post through a reference from Charles 
C. (Bebe) Rebozo, the Florida business- 
man and banker, an intimate of then- 
President Nixon. 


That disclosure contradicts the claims 


of Interpol officials, who have insisted 
that its United States' "National Central 
Bureau" has operated under strict pro- 
fessional law enforcement standards. 


Tortuous route 


Those officials are reluctant to dis- 


cuss the case of lohn Carlyle Herbert 
Bryant |r., who came to Washington 
with six years' experience in selling cars 
and yachts in Virginia and • Florida. 
Bryant's career with the federal govern- 
ment began with a $1-a-year job at the 
White House, as an assistant to Ronald 
L Ziegler, then Nixon's press secretary. 


After only nine months in that post, 


Bryant landed a $19,000-a-year job as 
a confidential assistant to the Interior 
Department's 
assistant 
secretary 
in 


charge of fish, wildlife and national 
parks. Less than two years later, Bryanf s 
title there was changed to make him a 
"law enforcement' specialist. Although 
he did a few police-related studies 
while at Interior, people in the depart- 
ment remember him principally as a 
Rebozo protege. 


Using references from Ziegler and 


Rebozo, Bryant moved in early 1973 to 
the Washington bureau of Interpol. "He 
was just a guy working in the office. 
His duties were very limited," says Louis 
B. Sims, who now runs that office. "He 
didn't perform the duties of an agent. 
What he did was not very important." 
But the record shows that Bryant was 


the third highest ranking official as- 
signed to Interpol in this country and 
was earning a salary of more than $24,- 
000 until he left in early 1974. 


The history of Inlerpol is a checkered 


one. Its predecessor was the Interna- 
tional Criminal Police Commission, or- 
ganized in 1923 with headquarters in 
Vienna. When Nazi forces occupied 
Austria in 1938, they took control of the 
agency and moved its headquarters to 
Berlin. Throughout World War II, there 
was virtually no contact between ICPC 
and non-Nazi nations. 


Then, in 1946, many of the former 


member countries established a new 
organization, with headquarters in the 
Paris suburb of Saint-Cloud. 


The organization is a confederation 


of the national police agencies from 
120 countries of all political and ideol- 
ogical persuasions, including two of the 
more independent countries within the 
Soviet bloc, Romania and Yugoslavia. 
About 160 men and women from 18 
of those nations work at Interpol head- 
quarters, which has no authority to in- 
itiate investigations but serves instead 
as a central relay station and informa- 
tion bank for member nations. 


Louis Sims, head of Interpol office in 
U.S., insists political data on Americans 
are not sent to Communist nations. 


About two-thirds of the headquarters 


employees are clerical workers who 
maintain an elaborate set of criminal 
files, including a name index of more 
than a million cards, 200,000 reference 
folders, 100,000 fingerprint records, 
20,000 dossiers on known criminals and 
a host of specialized files. 


The remaining third of the employees 


at Interpol headquarters are profes- 
sional law enforcement officers, but 
contrary to the portrayal in novels and 
movies, they do not travel around the 
world in pursuit of crooks. Instead, they 
coordinate the exchange of information 
about criminals, missing persons, stolen 
property, unidentified bodies and a 
variety of other items. 


T-man in charge 


The United States, like all member 


nations, 
has a "National 
Central 


Bureau" staffed by personnel from its 
own law enforcement agencies. Located 
in a suite of offices in the Treasury De- 
partment's headquarters in Washington, 
that operation is directed by Sims, who 
is on loa/i from the Secret Service. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation 


decided in the late 1950's that it did 
not want to act as the United States 
liaison agency, but in most other coun- 
tries the national police organization— 
for 
example, 
the 
Royal Canadian 


Mounted Polic.™ in Canada and Scot- 
land Yard in Bh'tain -acts in that role. 


The total United States budget for 


Interpol during the last fiscal year was 
almost 5550,000, including $140,000 
paid in annual dues. France, Germany, 
Great Britain and Italy each pay an 
identical amount, while other countries 
pay smaller dues scaled to their size 
and wealth. 


No computers 


Many United States law enforcement 


professionals are critical of Interpol on 
the grounds that it is too hidebound, 
rigid and formal. They also complain 
that it lacks any computer capability 
and therefore must hand-process all in- 
formation, and that it poses security 
problems for those exchanging infor- 
mation. 


During the first round of Senate hear- 


ings, Sims told Montoya that he checked 
"very closely" when he received an 
Interpol-relayed request from Romania 
or Yugoslavia, to determine whether 
those nations were serving as inter- 
mediaries for the Soviet Union, the 
People's Republic of China or another 
non-member Communist nation. 


Sims insists that he has found no 


evidence of that practice, but an Amer- 
ican law enforcement officer based in 
Western Euorpe, and who asked that he 
not be identified, disagrees. "It's not 
just a hypothetical problem." he said, 
"I've been involved in cases where there 
was good reason to believe that po- 
litical information was passed through 
Interpol and behind Ihe Iron Curtain."

Other European-based agents cite different problems with 


Interpol. For example, the organization uses an antiquated 
Morse Code system to relay information to many countries, 
according to one source who said two or three weeks often 
elapsed between the issuance of an arrest warrant in one na- 
tion and the dissemination of that information to nearby 
countries. The International Association of Airport and Sea- 
port Police, a competing group, last year denounced Interpol 
as "too big, too administration-minded, outdated and old- 
fashioned." 


Another problem cited by some police officers who re- 


quested anonymity was that of "leaked" information. "If I'm 
dealing with Italian nationals smuggling German contraband 
into the United States, I'd far prefer to make contact with 
officers I trust in those countries," explained one American. 
"If I go through Interpol, I have no way of knowing who else 
will find out about the investigation." 


Montoya and others are concerned about improper 


"leaks" of a different nature—the unauthorized dissemina- 
tion of personal and political information about United States 
citizens neither accused nor suspected of criminal activity. 


For example Interpol headquarters maintains files not only 


on known criminals but also on individuals "under suspicion" 
as well as complainants, victims and witnesses involved in 
criminal cases. 


'Of current interesf 


Similarly, the Washington bureau of Interpol has access to 


the Treasury Enforcement Communications System, which 
also contains information not only on convicted criminals 
and those facing formal charges but also on "suspected indi- 
viduals ... of current interest" to the Customs Service. 


In addition, the TECS computer connects with the National 


Crime Information Center, the FBI's computerized data bank 
which has been criticized on the grounds that its arrest 
records do not always include the disposition of the case 
in instances where charges have been dismissed or rejected 
following court proceedings. 


During the Senate hearings earlier this year, Sims insisted 


that all Interpol affiliates confine their information exchanges 
to criminal matters. "They strive not to pass other types of 
material through ... Interpol channels," he told Montoya. 


But Montoya is still not satisfied because there are no for- 


mal guidelines, in either Washington or France, governing the 
exchange of unverified accusations, raw intelligence data and 
other information potentially damaging to innocent citizens. 


"The overriding question here is about the role of secret 


institutions in a free, democratic society," he said in a recent 
interview, "Interpol is not a value in itself to be protected and 
fostered at whatever expense to such a society. It exists only 
to serve that society, and it does not do so if, in any way, it 
undermines, threatens or ignores the rights of that society's 
citizens."

f for only one reason, the American 


Bicentennial is certain to be a high- 
toned affair. Piccolo sales are way 
up across the country. 
'The Bicentennial has definitely been 


a spur to piccolo playing," says Carl 
Burket, president of W. T. Armstrong 
Co. of Elkhart,lnd.,which manufactures 
flutes and saxophones in addition to 
piccolos. Vito Pascucci, president of the 
National Association of Band Instru- 
ment Manufacturers, confirms his find- 
ings. Figures compiled by the associa- 
tion project nationwide sales of be- 
tween 12,000 and 13,000 piccolos this 
year as compared to 8010 in 1974. Next 
year, with the Bicentennial pitch in- 
creasing, sales should rise even higher. 


Kenneth Klein of Sam Ash Music 


Stores, one of New York City's largest 
instrument dealers, says that schools 
are buying piccolos this year as part of 
a general boom in band instruments 
apparently influenced by the Bicenten- 
nial. "Even sheet music is way up," says 
Klein. "It's fantastic" 


Next best thing to a piccolo is a file 
—being played in "The Spirit ol 76." 


During 1974, sales of woodwinds, 


brasses and drums readied $231.5 mil- 
lion, a rise of nearly 20 per cent from 
the previous year. That's sweet music to 
instrument manufacturers. But until 
now piccolo sales have remained fairly 
constant. 


"Few kids have started out to bn 


piccolo players," explains one player. 
'They've generally taknn it up as a side- 
line to playing the flute. But more and 
more bands that never had a piccolo 
before seem to be adding them on." 


The full name 


The word "piccolo" itself is Italian 


for "little" and the instrument's full 
name is "flauto piccolo," which means 
"little flute." It's played essentially the 
same way as a flute, by blowing a jet 
stream of air across a mouth-hole, 
called an embouchure, in the side of 
a hollow tube. But a piccolo is only 
about half the length of a flute, and its 
tube is narrower. The sound, varied hy 
a set of kt;ys, is an octave higher than 
that of a flute and some people regard 
it as definitely screee:hy. A respected 
musical reference book. Grove's Dic- 
tionary, says discreetly that the piccolo 
is "by far the most acute instrumenl 
used in orchestral music." Probably its 
biggest moment in classical 
music 


comes in Beethoven's Fifth Symphony 
when it helps build up to the final 
triumphant climax. 


But most people today aren't buying 


piccolos to play in Beethoven's Fifth. 
They're getting them for their festive, 
martial sound and because of their re- 
semblance to the wind instrument he 
ing played in the famous painting 'The 
Spirit of 76" by Archibald M. Willard. 


Fifes up, too 


Ironically, the musician with the 


bandage around his forehead in that 
celebrated picture isn't playing a pic- 
colo but a fife, which is merely a small 
cylindrical tube with six holes and no 
keys. The fife, of course, leads an hon- 
orable existence in fife and drum corps 
and other marching units, but mosl 
non-military musicians don't take it 
seriously. Instrument manufacturers re- 
port that the sales of fifes are also up 
for the Bicentennial, but it's hard to get 
accurate figures because there are so 
many different types. "You can get a 
plastic fife for about $5.50,"says one 
retailer with disdain. "And you can get 
a kazoo for 35 cents." 


An authentic piccolo, on the other 


hand, begins at $229.50 for a metal 
model and works up to over $1000 for 
a model fashioned 
from grenadilla 


wood. You can spend even more for 
an instrument made with silver keys. 


If you think it's an expensive way to 


celebrate the Spirit of 76, you may be 
right. Be glad the fellow in the picture 
wasn't playing a tuba.

code is dependent entirely upon 
the participants.

Two Stanford University gradu- 


ates, jane Anton and Michael Rus- 
sell, who got their Ph.D's in 
educational counseling and guid- 
ance last June, have made a valu- 
able and practical study for job- 
seeking college graduates. 


They sampled more than 100 


personnel recruiters from 17 dif- 
ferent industry groups. These re- 
cruiters have hired more than 75 
per cent of college graduates for 
their firms since 1972. 


Anton and Russell conducted 


their research for Hayward State 
University and the Western Col- 
lege Placement Association. 


They discovered the following: 


• College graduates who've ma- 
jored in business, engineering, 
computer science or the physical 
sciences have a better chance for 
employment than those college 
graduates who majored in other 
subjects. 
• It is best for a job applicant to 
dress neatly, to act friendly when 
he or she reports for an interview.

At Johns Hopkins University last 


spring, undergraduates voted to 
abolish the school's 51-year-old 
honor system. It simply, they said, 
didn't work. A student poll re- 
vealed that almost 30 per cent of 
all undergraduates at Hopkins had 
cheated by the time they were 
seniors.

munication majors received a 
positive.rating from the majority 
of employer groups. 


Fine arts and humanities re- 


ceived no "positive" ratings, while

O 


ne of President Gerald Ford's con- 


slant traveling companions is Life- 
pak 4. This isn't another secret 
service unit, or a new bulletproof 


vest But if s one of the most important 
precautionary measures the Ptesident 
has at his disposal. It may one day save 
his life. 


Lifepak 4 is a portable, battery-pow- 


ered cardiac defibrillator. This amazing 
piece of equipment stands ready to 
help the President in case of a heart 
attack or any other heart problem. 


Should an attack occur, medical per- 


sonnel would quickly take out two 
round, hand-sized paddies attached to 
the machine. These serve both as mon- 


itoring and defibrillation electrodes. 
Holding one paddle on the left side of 
the President's bare chest and the other 
paddle on his right front side, aides 
could immediately get a reading of his 
heartbeat on the Lifepak 4's cardio- 
scope—a small, IV-type screen which 
emits a "beep-beep" sound. At the 
same time, the machine produces a 
permanent electrocardiograph on tape 


as a record of the episode. 


These monitors would show at once 


what the President's heart is doing. If 
they indicate a cardiac arrest (when the 
heart completely stops or has ventric- 
ular fibrillation—a weak, rapid, and 
ineffective twitching of the heart 


muscle), the same paddles could then 
administer a brief, electric shock to re- 
start his heart into regular beats. Special 
pushbuttons on the paddles release a 
320-joules (watt-second) jolt—equiva- 
lent to 53,000 walls in 6/1000ths of a 
second. Another shock could be admin- 
istered in less than 10 seconds. 


When the monitors indicate a nor- 


mal heartbeat, the President would be 
rushed to a hospital, with other cables 
fastened to his chest to provide con- 
tinuous readings. 


President ford isn't the only indi- 


vidual currently being protected by the 
36-pound, 8 by 14 by 19-inch portable 
device. A Lifepak travels with Secretary 
Kissinger on his shuttles. Another of the 
rechargeable nickel-cadmium battery 
devices is kept in the Capitol for use in 
a Congressional emergency. The U.S. 
military made good use of the machines 
during the Vietnam War. The Shah of 
Iran and the royal family of Saudi Arabia 
have models on hand. 


For workers and players 


More than 20 defibrillators have been 


placed along the Alaska pipeline con- 
struction route in case a worker has a 
heart seizure, and professional football 
teams, including the St. Louis Cardinals, 
Buffalo Bills and Clev€!land Browns, 
have them in the clubhouse. Major air- 
ports keep them handy, as do a number 
of banks, industrial corporations and 
ski and tennis resorts. Some private in- 
dividuals have shelled out the $4500 
that a Lifepak 4 costs. There also is a 
lightweight defibrillator, powered by 
flashlight batteries, (ailed Physio 260, 
that sells for under $1000. 


The U.S. Government purchased its 


Lilepak 4 measures only 8 by 14 by 19 
inches, but it has the power to over- 
come heart emergencies. Cost: J4500. 


first two Lifepaks in 1969 for possible 
use by President Nixon. Rear Admiral 
William M. lukash. President Ford's 
personal physician, told PARADF we 
have the "cardiac defibrillator in the 
event of an acute cardiac emergency 
associated with ventricular fibrillation 
or cardiac arrest. The initial considera- 
tion for having a defibrillator readily ac- 
cessible developed because of former 
President Johnson's history of having 
had a previous coronary." 


Speed is the key 


In case of emergency, speed is .es- 


sential. If a cardiac arrest remains un- 
treated for as little as four to six 
minutes, the brain is damaged. If it con- 
tinues beyond that, death is imminent. 


Lifepak 4 is the top of a line of port- 


able, battery-powered 
defibrillators 


produced by Physio-Control Corp. of 
Redmond, Wash. It was developed by 
Dr. William Edmark, a Seattle cardio- 
vascular surgeon and director of re- 
search for Physio-Control. 


"As a surgeon, I had expected it to 


be used mainly during operations," Dr. 
Edmark says. "But its real value proved 
to be for hospital intensive care units, 
which are administered by cardiolo- 
gists. Today, however, resuscitation has . 
basically moved out of the coronary 
care units. Lives are saved more now by , 
the portable defibrillators out in the 
\ 


streets and homes." 
'. 


Additional usefulness can come from 
j 


an optional modulator, which, attached 
j 


to the Lifepak, provides an FM signal 
for either a.telephone or radio trans- 
mission of a patient's electrocardio- 
gram. Medical aides using the modula- 
tor can relay heart data immediately to 
a hospital emergency room. A docto' , 
can then instruct them on the proper 
course of action. 


Doctors have them 


Some 10,000 Lifepaks are now in use 


throughout the world, most of them in 
doctors' offices, hospital coronary care 
units, emergency rooms, operating 
rooms and recovery rooms. Many hos- 
pitals have cardiac defibrillators carried 
on carts, ready to be rushed to a pa- 
tient's room in emergencies. 


Yet the usefulness of the defibrillator 


doesn't end there. The American Heart 
Association reports that nearly 700,000 
deaths result each year from heart at- 
tacks, with half the victims dying before 
they reach the hospital.

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Bant of North Dakota, America's only stale-owned bank, could become a model 
lor other states that might want to team up public money with social needs. 


Only One ol Its KM

BISMARCK, N. DAK. 


l a time when many cities and 
states face financial hardship, leg- 
islators around the country are 
looking to this quiet prairie town 


for a way to combat economic ills. 


Bismarck is the home of the Bank 


of North Dakota the only state-owned 
bank in the United States. 


With $393 million in resources, the 


bank has made $83 million profit since 
its founding in 1919. In the last two 
years, the bank has returned $16 million 
in earnings to the state treasury. 


"Thafs not bad on a $2 million in- 


vestment made 56 years ago," boasts 
H. L Thorndal, the bank's president. 


"The legislative intent was for our 


bank (o function as a service organiza- 
tion," says Thorndal, "and we feel we 
are giving that service. It just so hap- 
pens that we are making a lot of money 
at the same time." 


The Bank of North Dakota owes its 


existence to historical circumstance. In 
1918, a group of populist-minded farm- 
ers, called the Non-Partisan League 


? won control of the state government. 
| They were fed up with being at the 


mercy of out-of-stale bankers who 
'were charging up to 12'A per cent in- 
terest for short term rural credit. 
Having elected a complete slate of 
candidates, the populists proceeded to 


establish a state-owned bank and capi- 
talized it through the sale of $2 million 
in state bonds to the people, who have 
since been paid off. 


Private bond merchants and bankers 


attempted to boycott the bonds—but 
purchases by the Trade Union Council 
of Minneapolis broke the financial 
blockade. 


During the '20's and '30's, the bank 


saved thousands of North Dakota farm- 
ers from financial ruin. 


Today the bank—the largest be- 


tween Minneapolis and Spokane—has 
about $32 million in loans to farmers 
and farm-related industries, $35 million 
in housing loans and $27 million in 
studenr loans. It also manages the 
state's public employee pension funds. 
The nation's first federally insured stu- 
dent loan was issued by the bank in 
1967. North Dakota currently leads the 
nation in providing financial assistance 
to college students. 


Public deposits 


The bank relies heavily on public 


deposits as a source of funds. State gov- 
ernment contributes 75 per cent of the 
deposits. The bank also has about 
4000 individual and business accounts, 
though these represent only a small 
portion of the bank's funds. 


The bank is governed by an Indus- 


trial Commission made up of the Gov- 
ernor, the Attorney General and the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. With 
only 83 employees, the bank is effi- 
ciently run and one of the most profit- 
able banks, percentagewise, in the 
country. 


North Dakota also avoids potential 


misdealing and corruption that can re- 
sult from divvying up state deposits 
among private banks. "Without us," 
says bank president Thorndal, "the 
State Treasurer would probably have 
accounts in Minneapolis, Chicago, and 
New York. We keep the money in the 
state and provide real financial leader- 
ship for the economy." 


The success of the Bank of North Da- 


kota is being pointed to by legislators 
in other states. In addition, consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader is spreading the 
news. In his syndicated column and in 
numerous speeches, Nader cites the 
Bank of North Dakota as a way for 
states to use their tax dollars for public 
benefit. 


In Washington state 


In the state of Washington, Demo- 


cratic legislator Michael Parker has 
sponsored a bill to establish a state- 
owned bank lhat would become the 
third largest in Washington. The Wash- 
ington Bankers Association strongly op- 
poses the measure, saying it is un- 
needed. 


In neighboring Oregon, state bank 


legislation is pending in the House of 
Representatives. The Massachusetts As- 
sembly has passed a scaled-down ver- 
sion of a state bank called the Mas- 
sachusetts Community Development 
Finance Authority, which will sell 
bonds and offer loans to enterprises in 
areas of high unemployment Officials 
in Colorado and New Jersey are study- 
ing various state bank proposals. In Cal- 
ifornia, former Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
supports the idea. 


Progress for a full-fledged state hank 


is greatest in New York. This past spring, 
the New York State Assembly passed a 
bill creating the State Bank of New 
York. The measure is now before the 


H. L. Thorndal, the bank's president, says 
the North Dakota government provides 
three-quarters ol the bank's deposits. 


more conservative Senate, where it 
faces a tough battle. If passed, the state 
bank with over $5 billion in public de- 
posits would become one of the largest 
banks in the United Slates. 


"This is not anti-banking legislation," 


explains Democrat Stanley Steingut, 
Speaker of the Assembly. "It is our in- 
tention to work closely with the tradi- 
tional banking system. 


"The state public bank concept orig- 


inated in a discussion of how to link 
state deposits to social needs—how to 
make public money work for the public 
good. 


Not against free enterprise 
"This concept is not an attack on free 


enterprise. We are not interfering with 
the private banking business. 


"A state bank would make loans in 


areas red-lined by private banks. If we 
help to stabilize a community, it can 
become more attractive to the tradi- 
tional investors. 


"A state bank would assist the mu- 


nicipalities in underwriting their bonds, 
and in short term financing. 


"A state bank would provide venture 


capital for new ideas. 


"A slate bank would generate funds 


for long term community development. 


"A state bank would reverse the 


'strip-mining' pattern of 
removing 


money from one area for maximum 
investment elsewhere. 


"New York money would be invested 


in New York—and ideally in the com- 
munity of its origin. 


"And finally, of special significance 


in these days of ever-rising unemploy- 
ment, the state bank would invest in 
job-producing industry—and ideally, as 
a partner of the traditional banks. 


"The Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 


ration, the Farm Credit Administration, 
and the Export-Import Bank are all ex- 
amples of government involvement in 
banking. Each generally has pioneered 
new markets for banking. This New 
York bank will be the latest in a long 
tradition of public banks lo serve the 
public need." 


Why it is opposed 


Bank of North Dakota president 


Thorndal, economist Eliot Janeway, and 
other experts testified before the New 
York Legislature in favor of the state 
bank. The proposal was opposed by 
James J. Needham, chairman of the 
New York Stock Exchange, and a repre- 
sentative of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce. Opponents of the state 
bank concept argue that the private 
banking system efficiently 
allocates 


capital, but some areas and businesses 
have to lose out in the competition for 
limited funds. 


However, if the recession lingers, the 


movement for state banks will not soon 
disappear. The modest Bank of North 
Dakota, which has been good to the 
rock-ribbed Republican farmers of Mid- 
dle America, may become a model for 
its big city cousins.

Schecter subsequently 


brought to the Soviet, 
capital his wife leona, 
and their five children, 
Evelind, 13; Steven, 11; 
Kate, 9; Doveen, 7, and 
Barnct, 6. 


They had all studied 


Russian previously at the 
Monterey Institute of For- 
eign Studies in California 
in a nine-week crash 
course. 


When the Schecter par- 


ents arrived in Moscow 
they decided to enroll 
their "brood in a Russian 
elementary school, Special 
Polytechnical School Ho. 47 
where English was taught 
as a special course. Most 
of the children of U.S. 
diplomats in Moscow at- 
tend the Anglo-American 
school. 


Word soon got around the 


diplomatic corps that the 
Schecters had decided to 
"go native." 


For the next two years, 


six of the seven Schecters 
— Barnet in "kindergarten 
was too young — kept 
notes on life in Moscow. 
The result is an informa- 


tive, enthralling, reveal- 
ing hook, "An American 
Family In Moscow," In 
which all seven Schecters 
tell what it was "like to 
live in an alien culture. 
It IB surely one of the 
most fascinating and edu- 
cational hooks yet writ- 
ten on life in Moscow from 
the focus of American 
eyes. 


Anyone planning a trip 


to the Soviet Union 
should read it for basic 
Information and an under- 
standing of the Muscovite 
mentality. Two years in 
Moscow for the Schecters 
was physically a grubby 
experience. Their fear and 
wariness progressively 
her^htened. In the end 
they were turned in upon 
themselves, trusting vir- 
tually no one but the mem- 
bers of their own family.

^coking for a 
place to live 
where per 
capi ta income 


has increased as fast as 
the cost of living? It's 
not easy to find, accord- 
ing to new figures com- 
piled by the Commerce 
Department in Washington. 


A recently released 


study shows that in virtu- 
ally every state of the 
union the 1974 gains in 
per capita income were 
lower than the 11.5 per 
cent national increase in 
consumer prices. The only 
two exceptions were 
Alaska, where income rose 
19.1 per cent, and Idaho, 
where the rise was 13.2 
per cent. 


In two other states, per 


capita income increased 
almost, but not quite, as 
fast as the cost of liv- 
ing. They were Louisiana, 
with an 11.4 per cent 
increase, and Washington, 
with an 11.3 per cent 
increase. 


At the other end of the 


scale, the states that 
fared worst were South Da- 
kota, where personal in- 
come dropped 4.8 per cent, 
and florth Dakota, where it 
slid 2.8 per cent.

To Gary Christian of Seattle, New York City is 


traffic jams and prostitutes: "It's what 'he rest of 
the world is liable to become if we don't watch out." 


To William :Wenzler of Milwaukee, New York 


City is a diversity of people and sights: "It is a 
fascinating, vibrant, exciting place to visit and, I 
would suspect, to live." 


Christian, a chemistry professor, and Wenzer, an 


architect, typify the wide variety of opinions that 
people in the rest of the country have about New 
York. 
• 
. 


The Associated Press asked a random sampling 


of people to about a dozen cities how they felt about 
New York, whe.ther they had visited or lived there, 
what sort of experiences they had and whether they 
would want to live there. 


Those who had been to New York had mixed 


experiences. They remembered the theaters and Wall 
Street, the museums and the ballet. But they also 
remembered the dirt, the hurried pace and the fear 
of walking the streets after dark. 


Few people said they wanted to live in New 


York. It was too big, too expensive, too unfriendly. 


But almost all of them said they felt New York 


City had made a contribution to the rest of the 
country — in culture, in education, in medicine, in 
business and in acting as a unique melting pot that is 
the gateway, to America. 


People's emotions often were colored by their 


personal experiences. 


Christian's most recent visit to New York was 


several years ago. He said he'd never return. "I was 
caught in a terrific traffic jam and my bus from the 
airport was delayed. From Times Square I took a cab 
to the hotel and it took me one hour to go two blocks. 
One of the first things I noticed was' prostitutes on the 
corner, and it was a fairly classy hotel." 


Wenzler, in contrast, has other memories of his 


visits to New York. "I would spend a lot of time 
walking, including East Harlem. I've faken the.sub- 
way .up there, I've walked the streets, I've gone into 
apartments to see what they were like...I asked 
people on the street if I could could see them, and 
they invited me in." 


The difference in viewpoints is reflected in some 


of the many public opinion polls on federal aid for 
New York City, although pollsters say the timing of 
the surveys and the way the questions are asked have 
a lot to do with the outcome. 


Dr. Irving Crespi, a vice president with the 


Gallup organization, noted that different surveys

Robber foiled by 
vigilant neighbors 


.MILWAUKEE (AP) — 


"They all come into my store. 
These people are really good," 
Martha Harrington says of her 
East Side neighbors who foiled 
a robbery attempt at the small 
market she operates. 


Police 
said 
William 


Schaefer, 28, of Hailandale, 
Fla, was loitering near the 
store for several hours Thurs- 
day and ignored a small boy's 
warning that "everbody in the 
neighborhood's watching you." 


Mark, a 5-year-old who fre- 


quents the penny-candy coun- 
ter at Martha's Food Mart, 
"just walked up and told this 
guy everybody was watching," 
Mrs. Harrington said Satur- 
day, but Schaefer "stayed 
a round anyway." 


Ken Novak, who lives 


across the street from Mrs. 
Harrington's store, had been 
taking pictures of the stranger 
all afternoon with a telephoto 
lens. And Paul Paikowski, 
another neighbor, had a loaded 
shotgun ready. 


Novak and Paikowski con- 


ferred with Mrs. Harrington 
about the stranger, then left 
her store and watched from 
across the street with a 17- 
year-old neighborhood youth. 


Police said Schaefer walk- 


ed into the: grocery, vaulted 
the counter, put his hands over 
Mrs. Harrington's eyes and 
then scooped money from the 
cash register. Mrs. Harring- 
ton, a widow for 24 years who 
says only that she's old enough 
to collect Social Security, 
screamed and .her neighbors 
went into action. 


When Schaefer ran out of 


the store, the 17-year-old boy 
chased him into a backyard 
and tackled him. Schaefer 
pulled a knife and lunged at 
the boy, but Paikowski then 
fired his shotgun into the 
ground and told Schaefer to 
freeze or he would kill him, 
Novak said. 


Schaefer dropped the 


knife, the money was recover- 
ed, and police were called. 
Schaefer was charged with 
robbery and endangering safe- 
ty. "We didn't want to get into 
the role of playing policemen," 
Novak said. "But we did what 
we had to do." 


Mrs. Harrington 
said 


later: "It's a good neighbor- 
hood. I've been here long 
enough to know everyone like 
a book.

The Federal Trade Commission 


.was reported to have recommended 
antitrust action against the giant 
automaker, whose sales iast year 
totaled nearly $32 billion. 


FTC Chairman Lewis A. Eng- 


man declined comment on the 
report, saying only that "we have a 
number of investigations going on. 
Some are the responsibility of the 
commission and some of the jus- 
tice Department."

The Ford administration is consid- 
ering limiting or ending .the agri- 
culture and insurance industries' 
longtime immunity from federal 
antitrust laws, Asst.

port: "Any industry which is struc- 
tured like the auto industry is the 
subject of constant observation." 


The Justice Department report-' 


edly was close to filing an antitrust 
suit against GM in 1968 but was 
overridden by the White House, 
NBC News said Saturday. 


A GM spokesman said top 


company officials were unavailable 
for comment on the report. 


GM has dominated the nation's 


auto industry for 40 years and has 
accounted for half the ears built 
and sold in this country since the 
mid 1950s. 


The auto giant's top officials 


have been quoted recently as say- 
ing they have set a goal of increas- 
ing the firm's share of U.S. domes- 
tic car sales to 60 per cent in 1976. 


Last year, GM had a 50 per 


cent share of domestic car sales 
and its share so far this year is 53 
per cent, compared with a 28 per 
cent share for the No. 2 auto 
maker, Ford Motor Co. Including 
import sales, GM's share of the 
U.S. market is 43 per cent. 


The FTC staff "says'tHat'Tand 


of dominance is tantamount to mo- 
nopoly," said NBC, which reported 
it had learned that both the eco- 
nomics and the competition bu- 
reaus ' of 
the 
FTC 
have 


recommended antitrust action 
against GM. 


That report was confirmed by a 


source in the federal government 
who did not wish to be identified. 


"Justice has been working on 


this for a long time," said Frank 
Faraone, a GM spokesman in 
Washington. "I wouldn't know 
where the FTC fits in." 


A spokesman for the Justice 


Department said the FTC refers its 
recommendations to the depart- 
ment, which has 40 days to decide 
whether to file suit At the end of 
that period, the matter is returned 


to the FTC, which can file suit on 
its own. 


GM has been in antitrust trou- 


ble before. 


In 1965, GM signed a consent 


decree with the Justice Department 
agreeing to make its bus engine, 
axle and transmission designs and 
components available to any other 
competitor. 


At the time, GM was the only • 


major bus manufacturer. American 
Motors took advantage of the con- 
sent order and began producing 
buses last year. 


A suit against GM would be the 


biggest suit ever handled by the 
FTC, NBC said, and the most spec- 
tacular-antitrust action since the 
government broke up Standard Oil 


in 1911. 


GM spokesmen in Detroit would 


not comment on the matter. 


The firm's third^quarter profits 


were up nearly 14 times from last 
year's anemic levels to $243 mil- 
lion. GM reported record sales of 
$8.3 billion during its third-quarter, 
a 20 per cent improvement over the 
July-September 1974 period. 


Its earnings of 84 cents a share 


compared with profits of $16.7 mil- 
lion, or five cents a share, in the 
year-ago period, and approached 
the record third-quarter earnings of 
$267 million set in 1973. 


The profits, substantially high- 


er than analysts had expected, 
were GM's fourth highest for the 
quarter since World War II. 


N«Y. leaders plan 
last-ditch strategy 


NEW YORK (AP) - Gov. Hugh 


L. Carey met with political and 
financial leaders Saturday to plan 
lasWitch, 
antidefault strategy 


while Mayor Abraham D. Beanie 
held separate meetings on addition- 
al city spending cuts ordered by the 
Emergency Financial Control 
Board. 


As those meetings progressed, 


House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
"Tip" O'Neill, D-Mass., in town to 
study the city's financial crisis for 
himself, predicted that President 
Ford "will save New York" by 
signing legislation to help the city 
avoid default. 


The President has said he 


would veto any "bailout" legisla- 
tion, but has urged that bankruptcy 
laws be revised to help a post- 
default New( York run more 
smoothly. 


O'Neffl said a bill providing 


federal loan guarantees to help the 
city avoid default and changing 
bankruptcy laws in case default 
comes will reach the House floor a 
week from Monday. 


"I have known Gerald Ford 


intimately for 24 years, and I know 
he will agree to save New York if 


Congress gives him a bill he can 
live with," O'Neill said. 


The governor's weekend meet- 


ings were called to discuss possible 
default by the end of next week by 
state agencies such as Housing Fi- 
nance, the Dormitory Authority 
and the Medical Facilities Financ- 
ing Corp. Those agencies must roll 
over about $500 million in short- 
term debt and Have found capital 
markets closed because of the 
city's troubles. 


If $150 million is not found by 


next week, New York City will de- 
fault, but Carey has been publicly 
optimistic the money will be found 
in time. 


At a news briefing in the after- 


noon, Carey said he felt there 
would be need for a special session 
of the State Legislature. But he 
declined to discuss any specific ac- 
tions he might ask it to take and 
conceded that his own thinking had 
not yet reached the stage where he 
was ready to summon the lawmak- 
ers to Albany, even though he had 
fold (hem last week to be ready.

33 hurt in fog collisions 


A nightmarish string of chain- 


reaction crashes smashed at least 
30 cars and trucks into each other 
and injured 33 persons Saturday 
morning as fog swept across Inter- 
state 5 between Bakersfieldfand 
Los Angeles.

behind a mile-long string of twisted 
vehicles near. Lebec, atop.the 
Grapevine grade on the Ridge 
Route through the Tehachapi 
Mountains/ 


All the injured were taken to 


four Bakersfield hospitals by ambu- 
lances, and no deaths were report- 
ed. 


Helicopters were sent to the 


scene to help evacuate the injured, 
but all the victims were removed 
before the aircraft arrived. 


A nearby private campground 


was used as a'field hospital until 
the victims were removed, and a 
load of rugs was taken out of a 
truck to help insulate the injured. 


Officers said the crashes were 


triggered about 8 a.m. when a 
truck making a lane change la 


near-zero visibility was struck from 
behind by another truck. 


The second truck jackknifed, 


blocking the southbound lanes. 


One vehicle after 
another 


plowed into the wreckage, and four 
cars were jammed beneath one of 
the disabled trucks. 


"It was unreal," one witness

AGADIR, Morocco (AP) -

Hanfstaengl described his 


wartime role as that of unoffi- 
cial adviser to President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, a fellow mem- 
ber of the Harvard Club in New 
York prior to World War I. How- 
ever, he had no direct contact 
with the President.

Decks cleared for election 


Effects of Ford's shakeup uncertaii

WASHINGTON (AP) — 


President Ford, in his 
high-level shake up this 
week, has cleared the 
decks for next year's 
presidential election. 


But some question re- 


mains as to whether, by 
ridding himself of some 
sensitive points of embar? 
rassment, Ford actually 
helped his cause. 


Vice President Ndlson 


Rockefeller took himself 
out of the running for a 
No. 2 spot on any 1976 
Ford ticket, saying he 
wanted to spare the Presi- 
dent from "partisan 
squabbling." 


That removed the major 


weapon of Ronald Reagan 
supporters attacking Ford 
from the GOP right and 
stifled internal dissension 
over such gnawing prob- 
lems as aid to New York 
City. 


Ford's announcement 


the same day. that he was 
firing Defense Secretary 
James Schlesinger re- 
moved a painful source of 
squabbling 
within the 


administration. 


Less clear was the new 


status of Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger who 
was stripped of his second 
title as chief of the Nation- 
al Security Council. 


' While Kissinger left a 
favorite protege at the 
White House, he lost his 
own desk there and with it 
the ready access to the 
presidential.ear. The im- 
mediate effect was to 
make Ford look more like 
his own man. 


At the .same time, 


Schlesinger's departure si- 
lences a long-running feud 
over detente with the 
Communist bloc, which 
Kissinger had pushed and 
Ford supported. Schlesing- 
er has been critical of 
some disarmament terms 
as harmful to the nation's 
security. 


Meanwhile, the return 


of Elliot Richardson and 
George Bush from foreign 
assignments brings back 
two of the most popular, 
personable and potentially 
helpful Republicans on the 
eve of the election cam- 
paign. 


Both Richardson, some- 


what of a hero by his 
stand in the Watergate 


• investigation, and Bush a 


popular former party 
chairman, were promptly 
thrust into the betting on a 
new vice presidential 
nominee. 


Bush's appointment as 


director of the 
Central 


Intelligence Agency also 
ousts William Colby, who 
had been causing Ford 


problems with his frank 
admissions to Congress of 
CIA wrongdoing. 


Ford, of course, men- 


tioned none of this when 
he announced the shake-p 
in a nationally televised 
news conference Monday 
night. He merely said he 
was forming a new team 
of "my guys" to continue 
what he characterized as 
already successful poli- 
cies. 


Basically, this would ap- 


pear to be accurate — as 
far as it goes. Ford's per- 
sonal 
dislike 
for 


Schlesinger and disen- 
chantment with Colby 
were no secrets. 


Now, in Donald Rums- 


feld, current White House 
chief of staff, as defense 
secretary, and Bush, now 
envoy to China, at CIA, 
Ford at least will have 
loyal and tactful lieuten- 
ants in two hot spots. And 
there is no indication that 
the personal 
shuffling 


meant any policy changes. 


But despite the obvious 


advantages to Ford of the 
week's developments, 
critics were quick to pre- 
dict the major personnel 
changes and the cursory 
way in which they were 
explained would backfire.

strength" would otherwise 
hardly seem necessary for 
a man with a record of 25 
years in Congress as a 
staunch champion of na- 
tional security. 


The speech before the 


New England Council in 
Boston Friday also sought 
to place the blame on Con- 
gress for violence to the 
defense budget. 


Furthermore, 
Ford 


made it clear he is tired of 
hearing scandal coming 
out of the intelligence 
community to "jeopardize 
vital functions necessary 
to our__natipnal security." 


And Rockefeller's sup- 


porters were openly grum- 
bling that GOP moderates 
and liberals had been sold 
out because of Ford's fear 
of a challenge from the 
right by Reagan in the 
upcoming presidential pri- 
maries. 


On the balance, how- 


ever, Ford may come out 
ahead despite all the up- 
roar of the past week. 


For one thing, he made 


the move a full year ahead

CIO executive council said 
fairer enforcement of the 
new Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act and increas- 
ed support from the labor 
movement would bring the 
United Farm Workers of 
America much closer to 
"ultimate victory." 


AFL-CIO 
President 


George Meany said in a 
letter to UFW chief Cesar 
Chavez that he found the 
report's 
findings "both 


distressing and hearten- 
ing." 


"I AM distressed at the 


inadequate, at times 
incompetent enforcement 
of the law," Meany said. 


The United Farm Work- 


ers have been battling for 
several years with the 
Teamsters oyer unionizing 
of workers who harvest 
lettuce, table grapes and 
other produce in Califor- 
nia. 


Meariy said strength- 


ened efforts to support the 
UFW were needed be- 
cause union representation 
elections "are now reach- 
ing a crucial stage in the 
Imperial Valley." 


The report, prepared by 


a special subcommittee of 
the ^AFL-CIO executive 
council, said "there has 
been 'and is continuing a 
pattern of intimidation of 
workers that is so severe 
as to threaten the free 
atmosphere that 
must 


exist for elections." 


"Potential and actual 


physical violence on the 
part of the Teamsters,.the 
growers and vigilantes' 
permeates the atmosphere 
and makes free elections 
difficult or impossible," 
the panel said.

only a portion of the dam- 
age can be recognized. 


— The costs to society 


of diseases linked to envi- 
ronmental pollution, while 
difficult to pin down, are 
staggering. 


— Expensive and ardu- 


ous testing methods are 
not sensitive enough to de- 
tect the polluting agents. 


The report lists various 


substances contributing to 
pollution and health prob- 
lems. 


Among them are asbes- 


tos, chlorines, fluorides, 
nickel and mercury; which 
affects the central nervous 
system. 


Most enter the water 


and air through industrial 
processes. 


Other toxic materials 


include carbon monoxide 
and hydrocarobons, pro- 
duced by combustion en- 
gines.

,?> Edgerton's criticisms—he protested that the word 


"attack" was a disservice to himself, the newspaper and 
the city manager—were the groundwork for his advoca- 
cy in his speech for a well-paid, full-time City Council 
elected by districts rather than by citywide vote, with 
individual campaigns financed by public contributions 
as much as possible. 


In his speech he made allusions to "hypothetical" 


cases of a city manager's "brokering" outside jobs for 
council members or otherwise assisting them, creating a

situation in which the council member would be behold- 
en to the manager. 


He was asked if he Had heard of that kind of thing 


happening frequently. 


"I'm certain that it happens, yes," Edgerton 


replied. When the questioner expressed doubt, Edgerton 
added, "Well, I've observed it." 


After the talk he cited specifies to a reporter, but 


when queried Saturday for those specifics he said he had 
intended them to be off the record. 


Edgerton told the group he would vote to have the 


district-only election issue put on a Long Beach ballot 
for the voters to decide, a proposition now before the 
council's Charter Amendment Committee. 


"Even if we get it on the ballot," he said, "we'll 


have to do a lot of grass-roots campaigning because 
we're going to have to beat the Independent, Press- 
Telegram unless we can get them to agree with us. We 
would like their endorsement." 


On the matter of endorsements, he noted that he 


had the newspaper's endorsement in his successful bid 
for the Second District council seat last May and would 
seek it again. 


There is no contradiction here, he said, since "one 


should not confuse freedom of the press with power of 
the press." 


District-only elections, in which more people could 


run because of less expense, would allow a candidate to 
"be his own man," Edgerton said. 


Council members elected by district would make 


the council more independent, responsive and democrat- 
ic, he contended. 


A full-time, $20,000-a-year council would also be 


cheaper "as opposed to the proliferation of $25,000-to- 


$45,000-a-ycar bureaucrats going out and getting involv- 
ed with the basic roles in politics that the elected official 
ought to be doing," he said. 


Edgerton stressed the need for better training for 


council members in dealing with a myriad of problems 
typical to a city the size of Long Beach, the budget 
among them. 


He suggested that the city manager, with the time, 


the personnel, the research capabilities and the money, 
"has the power. The power makes the decisions and the 
power makes the policy." 


City Manager John Manseli answers this argument 


with a reference to the City Charter, which establishes 
the council's power to make policy and his own power to 
carry it out. 


"1 work for nine members of the council," he said. 


"We follow the charier, and if there are those who don't 
like the charter it is up to them to get'it changed. Under 
the council-manager form of government, the council 
sets the policy and it is the right of any five individuals 
(a council majority! to overrule any of the manager's 
suggestions.-'

He 
sidestepped questions regarding a reported conflict on 
detente with the Soviet Union between Schlesinger and 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger as the reason for 
replacing Schlesinger with White House Chief of Staff 
Rumsfeld.

But it is farther down- 


town that the image of the 
city changes totally by 
night.

remains largely lit for

It's an old medical rule that any time you have a 


large number of competing cures for a condition, none 
of the treatments work very well, so they will be tried in 
turn.. That's especially true for a self-limiting condition 
such'as the common cold. Take a cold remedy, and the 
cold will go away in.a few days so the,remedy gets the 
credit for ending the cold.

Refugees 


Will Vietnamese refugees be 


denied U.S. citizenship if they re- 
ceive food stamps? I.M., Long 
Beach. • 


It is unlikely that just receiving 


food stamps would adversely affect 
a refugee's chances of becoming a 
citizen, but many aspects of his or 
her life here would be considered if 
and when he. or she finally applies 
for naturalization. And it is con- 
ceivable, an Immigration and 
Naturalization Service spokesman 
noted, that a long stint on welfare, 
for instance, could possibly cause a 
judge to reject the refugee's appli- 
cation for citizenship. "At the 
present time, most (of the refugees) 
aren't eligible for citizenship. They 
ere in refugee status only. Until 
they are admitted for permanent 
residency status they aren't eligible 
for citizenship," he said. "Only a 
handful" have secured immigration 
visas for permanent residency, he 
said. Those few are "getting into 
types of employment that wouldn't 
affect the employment situation in 
this country." He said doctors and 
nurses would be more likely to get 
visas. The limited number of visas 
will keep many of the remaining 
refugees from becoming permanent 
residents unless Congress passes a 
law — as it did for the Cuban 
refugees — granting them perma- 
nent residency status after a cer- 
tain period of time.1 A person may 
apply for naturalization after five 
years as a permanent resident, or 
three years if he or she is married 
to an American citizen.

The new 
home must be purchased between 
March 13 and Dec. 31, although yon 
have.until Jan. 1, 1977, to occupy 
the house. For a bouse to be consid- 
ered under construction, there 
must be "significant 
physical 


work" on the property as of last 
March 25. Drawing up architectur- 
al plans, drilling for a soil analysis 
or grading tbe lot, for example, 
does-not constitute construction. 
The tax break applies to new 
homes, condominiums, mobile 
homes or any other single-family 
dwelling which can qualify as the 
taxpayer's principal residence.

MADRID (AP) —"Doctors gave 


Gen. Francisco Franco 14 pints of 
blood Saturday and sought to re- 
lieve his pain with sedatives after 
an operation for removal of two- 
thirds of his ulcerated stomach. 


A late-night medical bulletin 


read by Information Minister Leon 
Herrera said the 82-year-old 
Franco's condition still was "very 
grave" but there.was no post- 
operation hemorrhaging. He added 
that the generalissimo continued 
under treatment of a .kidney ma- 
chine to reduce toxins in his blood. 


Surgeons who performed the 


four-hour operation Friday said the 


section of stomach cut out contain- 
ed 11 ulcers and infected tissue. 
Their report added that Franco's 
abdominal bleeding had been caus- 
ed exclusively by the ulcers and if 
the operation had not been per- 
formed "they would have provoked 
the death of the leader in very few 
hours." 


The surgery at Madrid's La 


Paz Clinic was the second abdomi- 
nal operation on Franco in four 
days. His medical team said the 
general awoke from aneslhesia in 
the middle of Ihe night, seven hours 
after the end of surgery, and was 
given sedatives to block the pain 
and help him sleep again.

THE MATERIALS form 


the record of what is be- 
lieved to. be the largest 
libel suit ever filed in the 
United States —' a claim 
for $€30 million in dam- 
ages by four individuals 
and four corporations con- 
nected with Rancho La 
Costa, a 5,600-acre real 
estate-hotel 
development 


80 miles south of here de- 
veloped largely with loans 
from a pension fund of the 
international Brotherhood 
of Teamsters. 


Former President Rich- 


ard M. Nixon chose La 
Costa to make his first 
major public appearance 
since leaving the White 
House 15 months ago, 
when he played in a golf 
tournament with'Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons, president of 
the union, Oct. 9. 


Defendants in the suit 


are Penthouse Internation- 
al Ltd., publisher of Pent- 
house magazine, and two 
freelance writers, Lowell 
Bergman, 30, and Jeff 
Garth, 32, who wrote a 
lengthy article for 
the 


.magazine last April called 
"La Costa: Syndicate in 
the Sun." 


THE ARTICLE asserted

York. The team also in- 
cludes Thomas Sheridan 
of Los Angeles, who enter- 
' ed private practice after 


serving as the Justice De- 
partment's top organized- 
crime specialist on the 
West Coast, and whose 
law partner, William 
Simon, was formerly the 
FBI's senior organized- 


crime specialist on the 
West Coast. 


Penthouse has hired two 


law firms for its defense. 
The two authors are work- 
ing full time as investiga- 
tors for the law firms, 
traveling around much of 
the country in an effort to 
get evidence they can use 
in the defense. 


THE FIRST court hear- 


ing.is scheduled here 
Thursday, when Nizer and

ber of criminals of Jewish 
descent formed a loose al- 
liance around the country 


to make illicit profits in 
gambling, prostitution and 
other types of criminal ac- 
tivities. 


In a 78-page brief to 


support his motion for a 
judgment that the plain- 
tiffs are

Gelb has quoted at length 
from virtually 
all the 


books written on organized 
crime to recent years as 
well as dozens of news- 
papers and magazine arti- 
cles that purport to show 
alleged involvement of 
Dalitz and, to a lesser ex- 


tent, Roen in criminal ac- 
tivities.

BOTH families seem to

It hasn't, after all, been 


so long ago. Willis Hat- 
field, alive and well at his 
home beside the railroad 
tracks in Sara Ann, W.Va., 
recalls his own childhood 
in a house with log walls 
two feet thick where his 
father and eight brothers 
sat down to supper ever- 
night with rifles across 
their laps. 


On the other hand, both ' 


family names are now as 
commonplace along this 
stretch of the Kentucky- 
West Virginia border; and 
there has been peace in 


the valley for so long, (hat 
the dark past simply does- 
n't intrude on the routine 
of daily life. 


There's the Haffield- 


McCoy car dealership in 
Williamson, W.Va., and 
when young' David McCoy 
passed to Brian Hatfield 
for a Phelps High School 
touchdown a few Satur- 
days ago only a stranger 
thought it intriguing. Chief 
of Police Dutch Hatfield of 
Matewan, W.Va., sees 
nothing unusual about 
working for Mayor Robert 
McCoy. Asked whom he 
would defend if a Hatfield 
and McCoy got into a 
shoolput, a lawyer of the 
Hatfield 
clan 
replied: 


"The 
one 
with 
the 


money." 


That's the way both 


families nowadays tend to 
honor their celebrated 
names, with a joke. 


Especially among them- 


selves. The first time 
Ermal Hatfield came .to 
call on Joseph McCoy's 
daughter, Debbie, her fa- 
ther met him at (he door 
roaring. "No damned Hat- 
field's gonna com'e a-cour- 
tin'my daughter!" 


"I didn't know whether 


he was kidding or not," 
Ermal said, "until he put 
his arm around my shoul- 
der and laughed and 
laughed." 


ERMAL and Debbie 


later married and named 
their son, Joey, after 
Grandpa McCoy. The boy, 
now four, is the apple of 
Joseph McCoy's eye — as 
well as the dutiful per- 
former in a well-rehearsed 
charade put on for visi- 
tors. 


"What's your name?" 


asks Grandpa. 


"Joey." 
"Joey what?" 
"Joey 'Coy," says the 


little Hatfield, evoking 
great peals of laughter 
and tousling of hair by 
Grandpa McCoy. 


Good fun, done-in good 


humor, just as Ermal and 
Debbie endured ' endless 
friendly leasing when they 
announced their wedding. 
Every McCoy and every 
Hatfield has heard every 
tired Hatfield-McCoy gag. 


But joking aside, Ermal 


Hatfield admitted he was 
counseled'seriously before 
the wedding by older rela- 
tives.

The bad blood came to a 


boil in '1873. Randall 
McCoy,'' visiting 
his 


brother-in-law and neigh- 
bor, Floyd Hatfield of 
Stjingtown, claimed that 
one of the pigs in Floyd's 
sty] was his.

Floyd's brother,

And he 
ordered all guns left out- 
side. 


A-Hatfleld kinsman, Bill 


Staton, swore he had 
watched Floyd mark the 
ear of Exhibit A. Then, 
unexpectedly, a McCoy 
juror whose wife was a 
Hatlield declared in favor 
of Floyd, The McCoys 
never forgave him, and in 
family lore his name, Sel- 
kirk, has come down as 
the equivalent of Quisling. 


SOME WEEKS later 


Bill Staton was found with 
his head blown off; that 
same day a McCoy neph- 
ew limped home with a 
bullet in his hip. 


Both families began 


traveling 
in groups, 


armed. 


Election day in the Ken- 


rue ky mountains was an 
annual gathering enjoyed 
as much for picnicking, 
drinking and dancing as 
for voting. On election day 
at Blackberry Fork in 1880 
Rose Anne McCoy's eyes 
met those of Johnse Hat- 
field. The. daughter of 
Randall and the son of 
Devil Anse stole away. 
That night Rose Anne 
went home with Johnse. 


Devil 'Anse chortled; 


Randall fumed. Rose Anne 
lived with the Hatfields, 
but Devil Anse would not 
allow the lovers to marry. 


Two years later, again 


at an election day shindig, 
Devil Anse's brother, Elli- 
son Hatfield, made a 
crack about Rose Anne 
and announced that she 
was pregnant. 


It was true. But by then 


she had left the Hatfields 
— and Johnse had left her. 
Johnse mistakenly believ- 
, ed that Rose Anne had be- 
trayed him one night when

her brothers caught him 
at their trysting place. 
The melancholy end of the 
affair was that their love- 
child died soon after birth, 
the mother shortly after 
that'—-of a broken heart, 
the story goes. 


in any event, Rose 


Anne's humiliation was 
enough, Ellison Hatfield's 
public slur too much. 
Three McCoy, brothers 
leaped on him and left him 
to die with 26 stab wounds 
and a bullet in his'back. 


A GANG of Hatfields 


thereupon dragged the 
three McCoys to a nearby 
grove, tied them to' paw- 
paw trees and shot them. 
Pawpaws still grow at the 
spot. The youngest McCoy, 
Randolph Jr., 18, was told 
he could live if he would 
get on his knees and beg. 
The youth spat at his 
executioner and said "go 
to hell." 


It is on the hillside 


where the three are 
buried, across from Ran- 
dall's homesite where the 
remains of his old wells 
are still visible, that the 
monument will be erected. 


There are two other 


graves there also, those of 
Randall's daughter Alafair 
and his son Calvin. That's 
another story. 


After the triple killing, 


Frank Phillips, a swash- 
buckling, legendary Ken- 
tucky mountain lawman 
who married a McCoy, 
joined Randall and his 
kinsmen in incessant raids 
across the Tug. The death 
toll climbed. 


After six years of that 


the Hatfields struck back 
with vengeance. 


On New Year's night in 


1888 a band of nine led by 
Jim Vance sneaked up on 
Randall's cabin, put It to 
the torch and shot Alafair, 
16, and Calvin, 26, as they 


promise to quit killing peo- 
ple he could return home 
forgiven. Cap had 40 
notches on his gun. 


What finally wound 


down the feuding was the 
gradual Influx of new peo- 
ple to mine coal and cut 
timber, killing hurt bull- 
ness.

fled. Randall escaped with 
a grandchild to the moun- 
tainside. At daylight 'he 
found his wife beaten and 
crazed, her hah- frozen to 
the ground in her daugh- 
ter's blood. 


That outrage turned the 


Tug Valley into a no 
man's land. 


To this day, Jim.McCoy 


of Stringtown Hollow, now 
91, recalls his Aunt Pricey 
Simkins telling how her 
husband, Sam, a carpen- 
ter, met the demand for 
coffins by keeping a dozen 
or so stacked and ready 
outside his house on Sul- 
phur Creek. 


TO THIS day, Leonard 


and Joseph McCoy recall 
their grandfather, Lark 
-McCoy, screaming in the 
night, never going to sleep 
without a cloth over his 
face to shut out the ghosts 
of those awful years. 


At length the governors 


of both states alerted their 
militias, ostensibly to keep 
peace. 


But Frank Phillips, 


deputized by the Kentucky 


governor, was a. McCoy, 
ahd the West Virginia 
governor was a political 
tool of the Hatfields. Thus 
the two militias were in 
effect personal armies of 
Randall and Devil Anse. 


At the verge of inter- 


state war, the Supreme 
Court took the case. The 
issue was whether a per- 
son forcibly abducted 
from one state could be 
tried legally in another; 
the Pike County jail was 
by then crowded with Hat- 
fields awaiting Kentucky 
justice. 


The court ruled in favor 


of Kentucky on grounds 


that the state hadn't been 
a party to the abductions. 
Both governors bowed to 
the court, pulled back the 
troops and said let the 
trials proceed. 


That didn't stop, the 


feud tog. 


Neither did the trials on 


both sides of the Tug, nor 
the hanging of Ellison Hat- 
field's son for the slaying 
of Alafair McCoy, nor the 
pardon of Cap Hatfield. 
Cap was a holy terror. He 
was wanted in West Vir- 
ginia for breaking jail, 
and the governor finally 
told Devil Anse that if he 
could just get his son to

How much can you bite 


out of a steak? Obviously, 
as much as you can chew, 
and swallow, without turn- 
ing blue. + 


The same policy applies 


to housing expenses. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 


I seem to recall in one 


of your articles that you 
gave some percentage re- 
garding income expendi- 
tures — for example, the 
portion of one's income 
which should be set aside 
for housing, etc. 


I am retired, 7I-years- 


old and living in a rural 
retirement center. I have 
no dependents, and all my 
immediate family are 
financially independent as 
ami. 


I have no debts except a ' 


mortgage on this small 
residence which I am pur- 
chasing on 30-year financ- 
ing in order to have at 
least one, small, tax 
deduction. I live within my 


. income ($15,000 to $18,000 a 


year) and am usually able 
to make a few invest- 
ments. 


I plan to return to the 


city and would like to rent 
in a rather expensive, cen- 
trally located, high-rise. I 
realize food will be some- 
what more expensive and 


a large percentage of net 
income would go for enter- 
tainment since that is one 
of my reasons for wishing 
to move from the boon- 
docks. 


What is the prudent per- 


centage of income that 
someone in my position 
should spend for housing? 
— Dr. J.C.W. (Phoenix, 
Ariz.) 
. 


ANSWER: You're not 


the usual "family," and 
most of the handy formu- 
las on which we compute 
such percentages, unfortu- 
nately, take into account a 
lot of factors that don't 
relate to you. 


Normally, in estimating 


how much house a family 
can afford, we use the 
"Rule of 60" —'or the as- 
sumption that the average 
bread-winner can afford 
quarters where all costs 
(in the case of a home 
buyer this means princi- 
pal, interest, taxes, insur- 
ance, maintenance and 
utilities) are no more than 
l/60th of his total annual 
income per month. 


Or, in your case, this 


would mean $260 a month 
on the $16,000-a-year fig- 
ure, or $300 a month on 
the $18,000-a-year figure. 


The older, more conven- 


tional, way of doing this, 
of course, is to take the 


position that you shouldn't 
pay out, in either mort- 
gage payments or rent, 
more than one-fourth your 
monthly income. On this 
basis, then, your comfort- 
able rental range would be 
from about $335 to $375 a 
month. 


But, realistically, none 


of this fits you 'too well 
because all of these calcu- 
lations are based on the 
wage earner's role as a fa- 
ther with mouths to feed 
(and clothe, and educate) 
and with a need for 
enough flexibility in his 
budget to provide for a 
long-term investment pro- 
gram, a short-term sav- 
ings plan, plenty of insur- 
ance and so on. All of this 
is behind you — you've 
done your family-raising, 
educating, saving and in- 
vesting. 


For this reason, I would 


be inclined to take the 
position that you could, 
without any great risk, 
take on a rental, assuming 
that most, if not all, utili- 
ties and other "extras" 
are included in it, equal to 
about a third of your in- 
come — or from $450 to 
$500 a month.

Shop owners aboard the Queen 


Mary say their economic health 
has deteriorated to an "acute" 
stage but "the illness is not termi- 
nal" and many problems can be 
solved by unification of shipboard 
management. 


Such unification must come 


quickly, however, warned Graham 
Stewart, president of (he Queen 
Mary Merchants Association, in a 
letter to City Manager John R. 
Mansell. 


THE NUMBER of shops aboard 


the Queen Mary has dropped from 
52 in October 1972 to 36 last month, 
and only 15 of the original tenants 
remain, Stewart said. 


In (he past three years, the ship 


has had 68 tenants ard lost 40 of 
them, he said, and it is "interesting 
and perhaps revealing" that Spe- 
ciality Queen Mary Corp., the mas- 
ter lessee, has taken no initiative to 


approach any merchant whose 
lease was due to expire to try to 
retain him as a tenant. 


"Recent publicity on the ship in 


various media has had a further 
adverse effect on ship traffic," 
Stewart wrote. "Many callers are 
under the impression that the ship 
is being shut down, or already has 
been. 


"One 
thing is certain—further 


shop closures are imminent," he 
warned. 


Merchants aboard the Queen 


Mary are, for the most part, indi- 
viduals of modest means who have 
"invested their money, hopes and 
dreams" and whose livelihood is 
largely contingent upon these ven- 
tures, he said. 


"The hard facts of life for the 


merchants are that we are inex- 
tricably mired between a landlord, 
on one hand, whose adversary alti- 
tude toward his own tenants aboard 
is widely known and whose past 
standards of service and perform- 
ance have been publicly question- 


ed, common area charges that ex- 
ceed the amount of our monthly 
rentals and are totally excessive, 
and diminishing tourist patron- 
age,"Stewart wrote. 


STEWART said the association 


voted unanimously to emphasize to/ 
the city manager and City Council' 
"the critical nature of our situation 
and the urgent need for expeditious 
action." 


"We believe the Queen Mary • 


complex has the potential fo be- 
come one of the world's great (our; 
1st attractions and are confident 
that one. day it will be recognized 
and appreciated as such by (he 
residents of our community," lie 
wrote. 


Stewart said the merchants be- 


lieve that "fractionalized manage- 
ment" has kept the ship from mov-- 
ing toward that objective, and that 
unified management would help ef- 
fect "substantial" economies. 


He warned, however, that "our 


resources are limited, and time has 
become a crucial factor." 


.Explosive issues come later 
Women must be comfortable 
with selves, conference told

Women need to be spiritually 


comfortable with themselves as 
"whole persons" before they_ can 
come to grips with the explosive 
issues—such as abortion and sex- 
uality training—of the liberation 
movement. 


And they can best gain that 


spiritual comfort through a good 
foundation in the church, about 250 
•women were told Saturday at a 
conference on "The Shalom 
Woman: Christian Perspectives on 
Women's Issues." 


MARGE WOLD, author of "The 


Shalom Woman" and keynote 
speaker during the conference at 
Christ Lutheran Church in Long 
Beach, said it is essential that 
women end their submissive status 
by beginning to think of themselves 
and their own wants and needs. 


"Women have historically been 


trained to think only of other peo- 
ple," said Mrs. Wold, an Orange 
County resident. 


For centuries, a "woman's 


place" was in the home, taking 
care of family, she added. Sudden- 
ly, she said, that's changed, and 
women are discovering that they 
have other wants and ambitions. 


"It's difficult for women caught 


in this age of transition to make 
sense out of everything," Mrs. 


Wold said. "Meaning .for many 
women is no longer in the nur- 
sery," she added. "Where does 
meaning in a woman's life come 
from if, historically, all of her 
worth has been in the nursery?" 


MRS. 
WOLD, who has been 


married for 33 years and has five 
children, said she believes women 
must look to their religion to "over- 
come the barriers that stand be- 
tween humankind and God, be- 
tween race and race, between sex 
and sex." 


"The God I worship cannot be a 


male, because it says in the Bible 
that f was created ta God's 
image...We, all of us, are a reflec- 
tion of our God," she explained. 


"In Jesus Christ, we are all one 


again. There are neither males nor 
females," Mrs. Wold said, adding 
that she believes "man and woman 
were put here to cooperate in the 
conceiving of a child...in the care of 
the earth." 


Mrs. 
Wold, a member of the 


National Organization for Women 
(NOW), said she believes the 
Shalom Woman is someone who "is 
at peace with herself...has found 
her freedom in Jesus Christ." 


Though a member of NOW, the 


nation's largest and most recog- 
nized feminist group, Mrs. Wold 
said she does not agree with all of 
the group's stands, including its 
liberal views on abortion. 


She said it is difficult for some 


women to come to grips with the 
more emotional and explosive 
issues of the liberation movement 
because they have not reached a 
peaceful state within themselves. 


Many Christian women will find 


themselves grappling with emotion- 
al issues—"the Bible will say some- 
thing that you may disagree with, 
and you have to resolve it within 
yourself"—but the grappling is

agencies which serve them," it 
says. "The people, in delegating 
authority, do not give their public 
servants the right to decide what 
is good for the people to know and 
what is not good for them to know. 
The people insist on remaining 
informed so that they may retain 
control over the instruments they 
have created." 


THERE IS NOTHING like that 


in federal law, and there has 
always.been a great deal more 
secrecy in the workings of Con- 
gress than there is in local and 
state government in California. 
Some of that federal secrecy will 
diminish as the result of a Senate 
decision Wednesday. 


The Senate voted 86 to 0 to 


adopt "government in the sun- 
shine" rules proposed by Sens. 
Lawton Chiles, D-Fla., and Wil- 
liam V. Roth Jr., R-Del. As a 
result Senate committees and 
joint 
House-Senate 
conference 


panels will .conduct most of their 
business in public. 


The long-overdue reform goes 


a step further than the House 
rules, which allow a committee 
majority to close meetings to 
press and public at any time. Sen- 
ate committes will be able to lock 
out the public only by a majority 
vote taken in open session — and 
only to consider matters involving 
national security, personal priva- 
cy, trade secrets, an ongoing 
criminal investigation or commit- 
tee personnel. 


HOUSE-SENATE 
conference 


committees, which hammer out 
the final versions of legislation, 
will meet publicly unless a major- 
ity of the conferees from either 
Senate or House votes to close the 
sessions. The House had approved 
that system earlier this year, but 
it could not take effect until the 
Senate acted. 


It was testimony to Senate 


recognition of public distrust of 
secrecy that the senators rejected 
a recommendation of their own 
Rules Committee that would have 
killed the open conference propos- 
al and would have watered down 
the other open meeting rules. 


The Senate deserves commen-

after the November 1976 elections. In the 
meantime, it is always possible that Gen. 
Omar Torrijos Herrera, chief of. the Pana- 
mian government, may decide that his own 
political convenience doesn't jibe with that . 
of President Ford. 


TORRIJOS IS far from being the hot- 


headed extremist depicted by U. S. oppo- 
nents of a new canal deal. He is a populist 
who hopes to do more for his people and 
less for the wealthy oligarchy here than his 
predecessors. But he is under pressure 
from opposing factions, just like Ford. 
Torrijos' pressure comes both from right- 
wing nationalists and left-wing student 
groups who want to oust Uncle Sam — and 
quick. 


Ford knows, as his State Department 


has advised him, that Torrijos is a sensible 
man who would like an up-to-date solution 
to the U.S. argument with Panama. But 
Ford also knows that if he allows the canal 
to become an American issue between now 
and next autumn he might never be return- 
ed lo the White House — or, indeed, even 
be nominated. 


Ronald Reagan proclaims: "We should 


give away nothing in Panama." Another 
Republican conservative, Strom Thur- 
mond, leads a hard core of senators who 
regard any canal negotiation as yielding to 
communism. An evident GOP bloc exists 
that would hope to frustrate Ford's nomi- 
nation should Panama replace New York 
City as a popular bogeyman. And there are 
even some Southern Democrats who might 
possibly abandon all thought of voting for 
Ford against a liberal candidate of their 
own party. 


Secretary Kissinger is aware of this 


delaying factor but he is also aware of the 
urgent need to get a deal before there is 
another blow-up like the Panamian mess in 
1964. 
And, although Kissinger has .been 


getting his lumps from liberals who charge 
him with favoring Pakistan over India, 
Turkey over Greece, and even Saigon (then 
an ally) over Hanoi, it is rare that he is 
given credit for a liberal stand on Latin 
America. 


KISSINGER HAS quietly supervised 


contacts with Cuba lo ease tensions with- 
out upsetting right-wing U.S. opinion. And 
he has taken special pains to get Pana- 
mian negotiations back on the rails. To do 
this he has placed in key positions three 
public servants who worked for Democrat- 
ic administrations. 


He offered William Rogers the job of 


assistant secretary for inter-American af- 
fairs the day Nixon resigned as President. 
Rogers was known as a Kennedy-Johnson 
Democrat. Kissinger asked Ellsworth 


. 
Bunker, who served. Johnson well, to take 
over as ambassador-at-large for canal ne^ 
gotiations. And he -sent as envoy to Pana- 
ma, Bill Jorden, who worked for the 
Kennedy-Johnson governments. 


These men have coolly examined the 


situation and concluded that John Hay was 
right when he negotiated our first canal 
treaty in 1903 and said: "We shall have a 
treaty vastly advantageous to the United 


. States and, we must confess, not so advan- 


tageous to Panama." 


WASHINGTON has now devised 


conceptual understandings with Panama 
that would abrogate the present treaty, 
and the theory of "perpetuity" regarding 
U.S. controls here. United States participa- 
tion in operating the canal would terminate 
with this century. There is still disagree- 
ment whether the United States would 
share in its defense subsequently. ^ 


Bunker acknowledges: "No nation, in- 


cluding ours, would accept today a treaty 
which permits exercise of rights as if 
sovereign on a foreign land in perpetuity." 
Obviously such an arrangement is colonial- 
ism in an antlcolonial age. 


Ford sets unwelcome news 


1 NEW YORK — Two consecutive days 
of bad economic news — a rise in whole- 
sale prices Thursday, an increase in unem- 
ployment Friday — ought to put something 
fif a damper on Gerald Ford's recent in- 
sistence that under his administration 
everything is just fine. 


- As he shifts more rapidly into (he role 


of candidate from that of President, Ford 
has tended to fake credit for stabilizing 
everything from the Middle East to the 
American economy, a familiar campaign 
tactic. And while his political advisers con- 
cede that the state of the economy prob- 
ably will be the most important factor in 
nfxt year's election, they have tended to 
the optimistic view that the trend will be 
up and thus in their favor. 
; THIS WEEK'S figures suggest, rather, 


that recovery may not be quite so strong 
jf rapid as the White House has been 
claiming. The biggest wholesale price rise 
— 1.8 per cent — in a year is bound to be 
followed by significant retail price in- 
cfeases; 
and 
while 
the rise in 


unemployment — from 8.3 to 8.6 per cent 
—; may not seem large, several aspects of 
those figures are ominous. 


_ They interrupted a four-month decline 


in.' unemployment. They brought the num- 
ber of unemployed once again above eight 


. million. They included a drop in the rate of 


increase in payroll jobs, and a decline of 
50,000 jobs in the construction industry, 
rhey reflected an increase in the number 
of persons seeking but not finding jobs, an 
unwelcome reminder that the Labor De- 
pdrtrnept's unemployment figures do not 
include everyone who is out of work — just 
those who are seeking jobs. Millions more 


have given up and dropped out of the labor 
market. 


From Ford's point of view, however, 


the worst news must have been the simple 
reminder in the headlines that unemploy- 
ment is higher than it has been in years,

Present projections show that unemploy- 
ment above 6 per cent, and mostly in the 7 
lo 8 per cent range, must be expected for 
the rest of this decade if nothing is done to 
change the outlook. 


NOR CAN IT be repeated too often that 


8.8 per cent is an over-all figure. For 
specific groups, it translates into disaster 
— 14.2 per cent for blacks, for instance, 
which means about 40 per cent for black 
teen-agers. Among all teen-agers — those 
just entering the labor force, or trying to 
— unemployment is at 19.9 per cent, and 
few of those affected are eligible for unem- 
ployment compensation. Many of these, at 
present estimates, will not find jobs during 
the remainder of the decade.

lidge. Particularly if the rise in wholesale 
prices threatens the return of significant 
inflation, the nation is in deep economic 
trouble that cannot be talked away. 


Ford would serve his own political 


prospects, as well as the economy, with a 
determined attack on unemployment. This 
would require, at (he least, a change in his 
rigid opposition to government spending 
for anything but the Pentagon. It would 
demand an emergency jobs program, par- 
ticularly for young people, and at least the 


. continuation — perhaps the extension — of 


the stimulative tax reductions voted this 
year. 


ALL THIS would cost money, but put- 


ting people back to work would also in- 
crease government revenues, since each 1 
per cent of unemployment now adds about 
$16 billion to the federal deficit. If, never- 
theless, another inflationary cycle gets 
under way, it can be dealt with by firm 
and effective wage and price controls. As 
John Kenneth Galbraith has pointed out in 
his new book Money.even the hall-hearted 
Nixon price controls of 1971-72 succeeded 
"in something between moderate and 
remarkable measure," while their disman- 
tling in 1973 produced a 9 per cent increase 
in the cost of living and an 18 per cent 
increase in wholesale prices. 


Holding down inflation by holding up 


unemployment is too painful and costly, in 
both human and economic terms. Attack- 
ing unemployment, the clear and present 
danger, while controlling wages and prices 
as necessary, has at least the advantage of 
action on one front rather than paralysis 
on two; and since it is a policy that has 
worked reasonably well in wartime, why 
not give it a chance in peace?

Millions to bail out a boondoggle, but 


not one cent for citizen safety. This is the 
frightening message that two Press-Tele- 
gram articles conveyed on Oct. 29. 


One story,"Expert to analyze the 


Queen," revealed that five members of the 
city council voted to hire a consultant to 
help with the problems of the Queen Mary, 
while another, much shorter story revealed 
that'the council rejected the idea of a 
study of conditions in Che'rry Manor. 


The first story revealed that a recently 


publicized report proposed that the city 
purchase various factions on the Queen at 
a cost of to the taxpayers of $10 million. 
The second quoted City Manager John R. 
Mansell as saying that his office believes' 
one of three solutions to the "admittedly 
incompatible" residential-industrial zoning 
would be the city's acquiring of the Cherry 
Manor subdivision — at a cost, coinciden- 
tally, of between $8 million and $10 million. 
The Cherry Manor story ended by saying: 
"The council received and filed Mansell's 
report." 


The forgotten people in this saga are 


the residents on Raymond Avenue, who 
live under the eave of the adjacent indus- 
trial complex. For years, they have been 
serving as a buffer for the rest of the tract. 
During the explosion in 1969, one of them 
was injured by flying glass. In October 
1972, all of them were routed out of their 
beds when coolant processes of heating 
plastics had been halted because of a 
power blackout, and the temperature rose 
to within 15 degrees Fahrenheit of Opera- 
tion Holocaust. Daily, they are subjected lo 
throbbing, pulsing, unremitting noise from 
the factories — noise that interrupts their 
sleep and permeates their waking hours. 


The houses on Raymond Avenue would 


cost the city much less than $10 million. 


Do these two Press-Telegram stories of 


Oct. 29 expose the priorities of our city 
government? Do our officials consider 
amusement more important than safety? 


I hope not.

If the initiative is 
approved and the constitutional 
challenge overcome, that is all that 
is needed to block additional nu- 
clear plants in California. 


The Assembly Committee on 


Resources, Land Use and Energy is 
conducting an intensive series-of 
hearings into the initiative, and the 
hearings so far make clear that the 
drafters of the proposal, all of like 
mind and insulated from general 
public input, forgot two things. 


One, the legislature, which 


represents the public, must be con- 
cerned with the adequacy of energy 
supplies, and consequently nuclear 
energy cannot be.considered sepa- 
rate and apart from other sources 
and potential sources. Its risk must 
be compared to the risks of those 
other sources; its capability of con- 
tributing to energy supplies must 
be considered along with the long: 
range capability of other sources to 
contribute to those supplies. 


And, two, legislators (at least 


•those in the majority) do not like 
two-thirds vote requirements. They 
don't like being in a majority and 
having their votes nullified. 


AN INITIATIVE, once it has 


qualified for circulation throughout 
the state, cannot be changed — for 
the better or for the worse. 


Last April, after the attempt to 


qualify the nuclear safeguards initi- 
ative for the June 8, 1976, ballot 
had begun, Assemblyman Tom 
Bane of Van Nuys introduced near- 
ly identical legislation. The differ- 
ence was that a simple legislative 
majority would have been required 
to declare safeguards adequate and 
to approve a site for a new plant. 


It could have gone through the 


legislative mill, been subjected to 
the same arguments the initiative 
is now receiving, and been altered 
to give Californians the degree of 
protection the legislators deemed 
suitable. It was never given a hear- 
ing. 


It might also have been killed, 


of course, just as coastal protection 
bills were killed before Proposition 
20 was approved by the people in 
1972. But the drafting of the initia- 
tive that became Proposition 20 
came after the unsuccessful legisla- 
tive efforts, and benefited from the 
many hearings that had been held. 
The nuclear initiative is an "in- 
house" effort from opponents of the 
power companies' nuclear plans.

These, too, were "in-house" 


decisions, and as a result research 
into other types of reactors and into 
other sources of energy, and, per- 
haps most importantly, into conser- 
vation and more efficient uses of 
existing energy supplies, was ne- 
glected. 


AT THE SAME time, demand 


for electricity was increased by the 
intense promotion of residential 
and commercial uses, and the 
appliance industry zoomed with no 
regard for the capacity of the ener- 
gy industry to meet the demand 
created. 


Technical problems that seem- 


ed minor with small experimental 
reactors increased in proportion to 
the scaling up of the smaller reac- 
tors to the huge commercial 
variety. And other problems, new 
problems, were identified. 


The nuclear industry ran into a 


public relations problem because 
when it conscientiously tried to an- 
ticipate a theoretical problem 
opponents jumped on the,opportuni- 
ty to add to the list of fright stories. 


But one problem the industry — 


and the federal government — gave 
comparatively little regard to was 
.how to dipose of the lethal, long- 
lived waste products from mining, 
processing, and consuming reactor 
fuel. There is still no disposal plan, 
the wastes are accumulating, and 
storage capacity is running out. 


THE STORY of the develop- 


ment of nuclear energy in the 
United States has only recently 
been made available for public in- 
speclion. It is not a record that , 
inspires great confidence. And yet 
it is the people who compiled that 
record who are now asking Califor- 
nians to trust them and vote down . 
the nuclear safeguards initiative. '

Farrell clashed repeatedly over the accuracy and avail- 
ability of staff information on the gross receipts statute, 
but Wasserman said he was satisfied with the bulk of 
the new law.

"We were embarrassed," Feenstra recalled. "If the 


vacant stores remained, we were going to develop a 
dying city image. The Chamber of Commerce worked 
with us very actively" and vacancies have dropped from 
40 to virtually zero. 


Chamber President George Rohrer and Mayor Pro 


Tern Robert La Veil are law partners, but Feenstra said 
there "is no conflict of interest. They're both profession- 
al men and I'm sure they don't compare notes." 


He called the chamber "realistic—they don't in- 


volve themselves in areas of city council interest. The 
closeness between the chamber and the council is not 
harmful. It's beneficial to the whole community." 


The chamber has 645 members, triple the mumber 


in Lakewood. 


Lakewood's population is 83,400, while that of Bell- 


flower is 53,000. 


"The businessmen understand the problems of the 


city council and the city council understands the prob- 
lems of the businessmen—we've bridged the communi- 
cation gap," Rohrer said. 


He said (he chamber sponsors two or three annual 


outings for chamber directors and city officials. The 
most recent was to a UCLA football game. 


"You get to know a fellow on social occasions 


instead of always meeting when you've got a problem, 
Rohrer said. 


The Bellflower chamber is also attempting (o free 


itself of city funds, he said. 


The city contributes $10,000 to the chamber's $30,000 


budget.

Philadelphia hometown 
Memory of Lanza 
still shining there

Philadelphia has turned 


out a lot of great singers, 
but you could put the 
whole bunch of them in a 
sack, shake it up, and 
whatever came out would- 
n't be worthy of serving 
Mario Lanza his pizzas: 


Could 
Mario Lanza 


sing? Are you kidding? 
Could the 
Barrymores 


act? Is pasta good? 


When the first and 


greatest of the South 
Philadelphia crooners .was 
in his prime in the decade 
following World War II, 
people fainted and went 
crazy to hear him sing, 
even more than they did 
for Frank Sinatra or the 
other idols. He was such a 
singer that 16 years after 
his death his family still 
receives around $100,000 a 
year in royalties from his 
recordings. He still has 
fan clubs in countries that 
have never heard of Phila- 
delphia. Would you believe 
Romania? Would you be- 
lieve annual 
memorial 


services for him in Buda- 
pest? Or that, as recently 
as the turn of the decade, 
Russian moviegoers still 
considered 
him their 


favorite American screen 
star? 


YOU WOULD if 
you 


ever heard him belt out 
the "Drink" song from 
"The Student Prince." Or 
hear his "Be My Love." 
Or heard him switch from 
a bass role in an opera to 
the tenor role and hit and 
hold D over high C. 


After Mario's death, 


some of his hometown 
relatives and good friends 
and admirers wanted to do 
something to memorialize 
him. So in 1962 they incor- 
porated the Mario Lanza 
Institute, its main activity 
since has been the annual 
Mario Lanza Ball to raise 
money to give to aspiring 
young singers in the form 
of scholarships to the Set- 
tlement Music School. The 
institute has 
provided 


about 45 scholarships in 
that way to kids who', as 
Nick Petrella says, "have 
talent but not the means."

Its 
mailing address is (hat of 
Nick Petrella's record 
shop at 1414 Snyder Ave- 
nue. Petrella has many of 
Lanza's 34 albums in his 
front window, and at the 
rear of the shop is a bust 
of the singer that was 
sculpted by a Hungarian 
admirer who crated it up 
and sent it over to Mario's 
mother some years ago. 


But otherwise — except 


for the sign on the rear 
wall that says "Lanza Cor- 
ner" — you couldn't tell 
the rear corner of Nick's 
record shop from that of 
any other record store. 
Not much of a headquar- 
ters for a proud organiza- 
tion like the Mario Lanza 
Institute. But don't be fool- 
ed by appearances.

Burton Island 
&rew honored

For "dedication, teamwork and relentless pursuit of 


their goal" in successfully aiding in the delivery of 
approximately $700 million in vitally needed oil field 
equipment to Prudhoe Bay in Alaska, the 200 officers 
and crew of the Long Beach-based Coast Guard Ice- 
breaker Burton Island have been awarded a unit com- 
mendation medal. 


Skipper of the 259-foot ice cruncher, Cmdr. James 


M. Frfurnier of Fountain Valley, was given (he Meritori- 
ous Service Medal, a high peacetime award, by Admiral 
0. W. Siler, commandant of the Coast Guard. 
:.. En route to relieve the crippled icebreaker Glacier 
near Pt Barrow, the beamy Burton Island wallowed 
through rough seas that at times caused the 3,600-ton 
vessel to roll as much as 50 degrees. 


. "We nearly lost one of our support boats and a lot 


o£:the crew was introduced to mal de mer (sea sick- 
ness)," Foumier said. 


• 'From Sept. 15 and Oct. 5 the Burton Island fre- 


quently operated at night with brilliant carbon-arc Lights 
sweeping back and forth across the jagged ice as the 
ship attempted to open a lead through the frozen waters 
of the Beaufort Sea. 


"We had to pound our way through both new and 


old ice that at times was between 6 to 8 feet thick," the 
ship's captain, a veteran of 21 years Coast Guard 
service, said. Old ice is that which has melted and 
refrozen several times, becoming harder and harder 
with each refreezing. 


"That old ice was deep blue in color and harder 


than granite," he said. 


"We attempted to stay as close to snore as possible. 


Our electronic depth finders were not accurate in shal- 
low water so we had to use old-fashioned lead lines to 
determine water depth. At times we had less than 6 
inches beneath our keel," he added. 
..',"Fournier, who has been selected for promotion to 
captain, was in command of a three-ship task force 
assigned to clear a path through 270 miles of ice so 15 
tugs and barges could reach Prudhoe Bay on Alaska's 
North Slope. The barges were loaded with oil field 
equipment. Failure to get the equipment to the oil-rich 
North Slope could have delayed development of the field 
for at least a year, according to oil company officials. 


In his letter of commendation to the Burton Island's 


crew, Silcr said: 


"The perseverance, professional skill and untiring 


efforts of the crew of the CGC Burton Islan throughout 
the entire arduous mission averted a delay in the 


. development of the North Slope oil fields which are vital 


to the national interest of the United States." 


Both the Burton Island and the Glacier are back in 


Long Beach preparing to leave for Operation Deepfreeze 
in the Antarctic. They are scheduled to leave about Nov. 
22, in time to spend Thanksgiving on the high seas and 
Christmas at the bottom of the world. 


The two ships have been based for several years at 


Piers B and C in Long Beach Harbor. However, when 
they return in early April, they will move to the 650-foot- 
long Pier Seven in the Naval Support Activity. The 
Coast Guard has canceled its lease with the Long Beach 
Harbor Department under which it was paying the 
department $18,600 per year for docking space at Berths 
16 and 23. 


In addition to the monetary savings, other advan- 


tages of the move are that the crews will have easier 
access to the Navy infirmary, dental clinic, post ex- 
change, recreational facilities a^id more convenient 
transportation.

PALOMINO, WHO earned his citizenship and learn-

."My father's a firm believer in good eating. He'll 


go to the store oh a Friday and bring home a hundred 
dollars worth of groceries. Then during the week he'll 
run back and forth to the store. I'd say it runs $125-130 a 
week, so I stay around and help with the grocery bills. I 
have a younger brother, 22, who works fulltime and'a 
sister who works, so we all pitch in." 


Carlos couldn't afford college when he first graduat- 


ed from high school so he worked briefly, then entered 
the Army where Armando Muniz, another welter with 
strikingly similar background and ambition, lined him 
up with his old boxing instructors. 


"He told me," Carlos recalls, " 'If you're willing to

seen." 


All the 5-10, 180-pounder did to 


earn-such plaudits was wa^e 
through Read's Ducks and a torren- 
tial downpour to direct the drains' 
50-17 Pacilic-8 Conference victory. 


."Sciarra is a truly "great quar- 


terback and that was an awesome 
football team we played out there," 
said Read. "They are quality in 
every sense of the word. Our kids 
battled the heck out of them, but 
they've got so much speed. 


"We gave away too much size, 


loo much speed and too much 
depth. We gave, away about 20 
pounds per player on the front line. 
That's the best offensive team 
we've faced, bar none." 


It should be pointed out that 


Oregon opened its season against 
Oklahoma, losing, 62-7. In grinding 
out 479 yards afoot Saturday, the 
Bruins resembled the ground-goug- 
ing Wishbone, teams of Pepper 
Rodgers a few seasons back. 


Read is the first to admit his 


club can't stay on the field with 
many teams. "We knew we could- 
n't stand, off and slug it out svith 
them," he said, "but .they just 
steamrolled us.

The second-year Oregon coach

down "every imaginable forma- 
tion" from the press box.

had that one coming*

And the band played on and on and on... 
It was 5 p.m., Coliseum time, and'the clatter of 


drums and the blare of bugles still reverberated 
through the stadium. 


The game had been history for an hour but the 


loosey-goosey and irreverent Stanford band continued 
to blare away, much to the delight of a small but 
highly partisan audience. 


This one was too sweet to dismiss lightly. This 


was one victory which had to be savored over and 
over. 


. And it was. 


Of course, most of the savoring was being done 


in the visiting dressing room, a jubilant congregation 
of back-slapping, hand-shaking and yelping athletes 
in white jerseys. 


"I guess," Stanford coach Jack Christiansen 


sputtered, "we had that one coming." 


Indeed. Justice was served Saturday. It was a 


time for atonement and redemption for the Cardinals. 
A time for a balancing of the scales. 


PLAYING ON the very turf where they were 


numbed, 26-24, on Ron Ayala's field goal as time ran 
put in 19fi9 anii horrified, 27-24, on Chris Limahelu's 
three-pointer with three seconds remaining in 1973, 
Stanford saw one it's own — kicker Mike Langford — 
drill a 37-yarder as clock expired for a 13-10 decision 
over USC. 


"I've been on the other end before," Christian- 


sen said, recalling the gut-wrenching loss in '73. "I 
told the boys before we came down here that this ' 
time it was our turn." 


Now Christiansen is in a more enviable position. 


"We're in the middle of the Rose Bowl picture," he 
blured out, "and I'm happy as hell." 


On this afternoon of redemption for the Big Red, 


it was only fitting — not to mention ironic — that the 
winning field goal was set up by Savann Thompson's 
interception of a Vince Evans pass with 59 seconds to 
P'ay. 


With that one glorious move, Thompson, a fresh- 


man cornerback, discarded his goat horns and was 
immediately fitted for a halo. 


"1 was glad it was Savann," Christiansen inject- 


ed. "Otherwise the only thing he would have remem- 
bered about this game was the USC touchdown — his 
responsibility." 


CHRISTIANSEN was referring to Evans' 68-yard 


bomb to Junior Lee, who juked Thompson out of his- 
Jockey shorts and slipped behind him for the easy 
reception and score. 


"I really wanted to do something to make up for 


that," Thompson grinned as his teammates paraded 
by at regular intervals to shake his hand or towsel 
his hair. "I felt like I let the team down. It was lack 
of concentration on my part and they don't stand for 
lack of concentration at Stanford." 
: 


Thompson was sternly reprimanded after his 


faux pas on Lee. 


"He gave me a fake and I went for it," Thomp- 


son recalled. "All of a sudden he was behind me and 
I knew it was over. That bothered me for several 
plays but I finally tried to put it out of my'mind." 


It was a rough day for the freshman. 
On one kickoff he was nearly sliced in two by a 


vicious crackback block leveled by an aggressive 
Trojan. 


Thompson was rendered dizzy. "I remember 


waking up on the ground with a headache,". he 
laughed. 


On the interception, when he stepped in front of 


Randy Simmrin and returned 17 yards to the Troy 38, 
Thompson was punched by a couple of USC players 
but the fists went undetected. 


"I guess (hey were frustrated," .he reasoned. 


"Tempers were running pretty high out there." 


Fortunately for the Cards, Langford retained his 


cool. 


BUT KICKING game-winning field goals is noth- 


ing new for him. Last year against Cal he boomed a 
50-yardcr with two seconds left to beat Cal and 
earlier this season he hit on a 33-yarder to tie mighty 
Michigan with nine seconds remaining. 


It was redemption, too, for Langford who earlier 


in the game misfired on three field goal tries after 
opening the scoring with a majectic 55-yarder, the 
longest of his career.

"As soon as I saw the interception, 1 felt I might 


be needed," he said. "I just tried to keep calm by 
walking up and down the sidelines. I wasn't nerv- 
ous." 


When somebody asked if the lime out called just 


before he was to kick bothered him, Langford looked 
puzzled and inquired, "Did somebody call time out?" 


Langford said of the five field goals he attempt- 


ed, his footwork on the game winner was the worst 
"I really didn't get into it like the others," he 
apologized. "But it was straight. I looked up and 
knew it was good."

"The defense deserves the credit," Christiansen 


applauded. "They hustled and they hit. We .used as 
many as eight men on the line of scrimmage. We just 
decided to play 'em tougher than hell at the line: 


"I've never seen anybody tackled as hard as 


Ricky Bell was tackled today. But you can put him in 
the classification of great running backs. When he 
runs over players he looks like he's running through 
a wheat field." 


Perhaps fhe most touching scene of the day 


occurred moments after Langford's dramatic kick. 


Immediately outside the Stanford dressing quar- 


ters, a young woman put her arms around Jack 


• Christiansen. 


It was his daughter, Jackie, and she was sobbing 


uncontrollably. 


But unlike past autumn Saturdays at the Coli- 


seum, these were tears of joy for Stanford.

Laurie's wife, Adelaide, and Jonelle Allen 
plays Gregory Foster's wife, Jacqueline. 


"These aren't just cardboard wives, 


like a lot of women in TV and movies," 
King said. "They're like the real thing. 
My wife in the film really jumps on me. 
' She doesn't like my being out there on 
the street." 


The film points up the irony of the 


two young cops' being picked out for 
assassination. It also focuses on the rela- 
tionship between the two men, one black 
and one of Italian ancestry, who develop 
"mutual trust and liking. Both.are dedicat- 
ed officers who really "give a damn" 
about people, and they volunteer for foot 
patrol in their lough precinct as the best 
way to get close to the people. 


PERRY KING'S name may not be a 


household word yet, but it very well could 
be before long — for he is one of the 
busiest actors in Hollywood these days. 


He is probably better known to avid 


moviegoers than those persons who 
limit their viewing to the TV screen. 
Perry has appeared in six theatrical 
movies — with starring roles in five of 
them — and is making his seventh now, 
with two more theatrical motion pictures 
lined up to follow "Lipstick." 


His television credits aren't lengthy, 


but before doing "Foster and Laurie" he 
had had guest roles in episodes .of about 
half a dozen series. 


'The role of a "Nice Guy,".like Rocco 


Laurie, is a 'departure from his usual 
parts to date. 


"I'm slowly starting to. come out of 


always being cast as a psychotic or neu- 
rotic, and I'm happy about that," said 
the 27-year-old King, who has been a 
professional actor for five years. "I want 
to play all types of roles. A person can 
get very stale without variety. I must 
admit, though, that an actor can do 
pretty well as a psychological cripple." 


IN REAL LIFE, Perry is unlike the 


psychotics and tough guys he has con- 
vincingly portrayed. He was born a.nd 
raised in Alliance, Ohio, went to prep 
school in New Hampshire and then earn- 
ed a B.A., with.a major in drama, at 
Yale University. At prep^chopj, he was a 
champion rower.

His father is a surgeon and his moth- 


er is the. daughter of .the late Maxwell 
Perkins, noted book publishing editor for 
some of America's literary giants. 


The young actor is married and has a 


daughter who turned 5 last week. His 
wife, Karen, turned down scholarship 
offers from Vassar and Radcliffe and 
became a nun for two years before going 
into social work with disadvantaged per- 
sons in Mexico and this country. Now 
she's studying for a law degree, and 
"she's a real activist," said Perry. 


After graduating from Yale in 1970, 


King studied drama with John Houseman 
in New York, deciding not to enter the 
Yale Drama School. His first big acting 
break came when Shirley MacLaine se- 
lected him to play her psychotic young 
brother in "The Possession of Joel Dela- 
ney." "I played a dual role," Perry 
recalled, "that of the title character, who 
was possessed by the spirit of a Puerto 
Riean killer, and also the Puerto Riean." 
He admitted, however, that the thriller 
didn't make much of a splash. 


Soon after "Joel-Delaney," he played 


in "Slaughterhouse-Five" as the destruc- 
tive son who turns over tombstones. It 
was the only, nonstarring role he has had 
m a movie. 


THEN CAME "Big Truck, Poor 


Cla're," a lighthearted film he made with 
Peter Ustinov in Israel. Perry considers 
it good, but said it has never been releas- 
ed. 


In 1974 he starred in a low-budget 


movie shot in "Brooklyn, "The Lords of 
Flatbush," which was surprisingly suc- 
cessful. Henry Wihkler, whom Perry had 
known at Yale, was another one of the 


Brooklyn tough guys. Now Henry is fa- 
mous, of course, as Fonzle on TV's 
'"Happy Days." 


After his. first four movies, King 


came to Hollywood, did some TV guest 
star roles and then landed starring parts 
in the theatrical motion pictures "Wild 
Party," with Raq'uel Welch and James 
Coco, and "Handingo." 


In the former, he played an Errol 


Fiynn-type movie star who makes love 
one night to Raquel, who's Coco's mis- 
tress, and in the latter he was a crippled 
slave owner who-made love to a black 
girl. He will reprise his part as Ham- 
mond in a sequel to "Mandingo" to be 
titled "Drum." 


Also lined up after "Lipstick" is the 


movie "A Different Story," in which 
Perry will play a homosexual who falls in 
love with a lesbian. 


• KING STARTED work on "Lipstick" 


just a day after completing a Hollywood 
Television Theatre production, "The 
Hemingway Play," for KCET (Channel 
28) and the Public Broadcasting System. 
He stars as Ernest Hemingway in the 
drama, and, by coincidtnce, his girl- 
friend in "Lipstick" is Hemingway's 
granddaughter, Margaux Hemingway.

way, also is in it," he pointed out, "and 
I'm the grandson of Maxwell Perkins, 
Hemingway's editor."

When the Long Beach City Council refused to 


ke action on a recommendation by Councilwomaii 
nee Simon to study the formation of a commission 
the status of women it proved again to some 


sidents that a commission of this type is sorely 
eded in Long Beach. 


As one woman said, "If the proposal had gotten 
support expected, maybe the commission would- 
be needed at all." 


But the fact (hat not one of the six couneilper- 


ms present at the Nov. 4 meeting — including the 
mcil's only other female member — stood forward 
second the motion "suggests that the commission 
needed even more than we thought." 


That was the concensus Thursday when more 


an 20 women representing a spectrum of women's 
•oups met .to discuss what women can do politically 
ensure that at the very least the commission issue 
ceives a fair hearing before the appropriate city 
nmillee. 


The group, which included representatives from 


ch organizations as the League of Women Voters, 


National Organization for Women, the American 


Association of University Women, Soroptomist Club, 
the Women's Division of the Chamber of Commerce 
and various city departments, expressed shock, 
amazement and even outrage that the majority of 
City 'Council members thought so little of its women 
residents that it wasn't willing to allow the issue even 
to be studied.. 


In explaining the situation to those present at the 


informal gathering, Mrs. Simon, who represents the 
third district, reiterated the point that she was not 
asking that the commission be established overnight 
or that funds be immediately appropriated. 


"All I was suggesting is that the issue is signifi- 


cant enough to warrant being studied. If the citizens 
of Long Beach can't then convince the committee 
that the commission is important it won't even get 
back to the council." 


THE WOMEN PRESENT at the meeting were 


most concerned about what they could do to see that 
the proposal had the necessary support the next time 
Mrs. Simon brought it up. 


The coiincilwoman assured them that she would 


bring it up again — but only when she was confident 
that at least five of nine council members would 
support the recommendation. 


She added that she had already talked to Coun- 


cilman Wallace Edgerton'of the second district and 
he had pledged his support both/publicly and private- 
ly.

"It's going to take the efforts of all o|you," Mrs. 


Simon said. "The other members -must be made 
aware that this is something^ that's a concern to a 
sizeable portion of the community." 
- 


A tentative agreement-'was reached that the 


matter would be brought.up .again at the Nov. 18 
council meeting. In the meantime, women were 
urged to contact their cpuncilpersons 'and advise 
them that as voters in; their districts they were 
disappointed by their representatives' lack of action. 


The women also discussed how they could be 


recognized to speak on behalf of the proposal at the 
council meeting and what affect their presence at the 
meeting would have on council members. 


A member of Soroptomist Club said that group 


already had sent a letter to the council urging action 
on the matter and had encouraged its members to 
individually contact their councilpersons. The YWCA 
has already gone on record with Councilman Don 
Phillips, who represents the district where the Y is 
located, that it supports the formation of a commis- 
sion. 


Other groups, including the Long Beach chapter 


of NOW and the East Long Beach Neighborhood 
Center, have organized "telephone trees" to alert 
their members to the necessity of contacting their 
elected representatives. Others agreed that their 
groups would dp the same. 


"Jeane Kirkpatrick (a Georgetown University 


political science professor) observed in her speech 
last week that women in the United States have never 
aligned themselves politically on a women's issue," 
one participant in the meeting said. "But if we don't 
stand together, where are we?" 


THE PROPOSAL, grew out of a feeling express- 


ed -at last month's International Women's Year Con- 
ference that a commission on the status of women 
was needed. The commission would be a 15-member 
body which would advise the mayor and the City 
Council of the needs and problems of the women in 
Long Beach and would provide liaison and coordina- 
tion with community groups working for equal rights 
and special concerns for women. 


Mrs. Simon and representatives from the city's 


affirmative action office agreed that a commission

Tribute to a playwri 


Mark Twain used to say honor was something 


you get after you're dead. But tonight on Broadway, 
(he lights will go on at the Circle in ihe Square, 
honoring Lillian Hellman at the height of her life and 
craft "for her contribution to the theater, to litera- 
ture and to the protection of civil liberties." 


No tribute has ever been or will be more deserv- 


ed. Lillian Hellman is an oak among saplings. 


Warren Beatty, Jane Fonda, Ellen Burstyn, 


Jason Robards, Maureen Stapleton, Irene Worth and 
Mike Nichols are some of the people who will be 
reading and performing excerpts and songs from her 
plays "The Children's Hour," "The Little Foxes," 
"The Lark," "Another Part of the Forest," "The 
Autumn Garden," "Watch on the Rhine," "The 
Searching Wind," "Toys in the Attic," "Regina" and 
"Candide") and books ("An Unfinished Woman" and 
"Pentimento"). 


The applause will aU be for a great American 


writer, but the money will go to the Committee for 
Public Justice, an organization she founded five 
years ago to support (he Bill of Rights and protect 
private citizens against threats to their constitutional 
rights and liberties. 


"Times are getting dangerously close to McCar- 


Ihyism again," she was saying a few days ago over 
coffee in her book-lined eagle's aerie above Park 
Avenue, "and some group had to be formed to wake 
people up. We've existed on peanuts, but we've done 
good work. We held a conference on the FBI that so 
disturbed J. Edgar Hoover he wrote a seven-page 
letter to us. We did others on the grand jury, Water- 
gale, the CIA, invasions of privacy and the Justice 
Department, and we hope to expand to cover every- 
thing that menaces the public of this nation. 


"We're even investigating fish toxins. We've had 


a few grants,, but foundation money Is scarce now, 
and we're not always the most attractive group to 
ask for aid. But it is my belief that we need every 
protection we can get, and this group carries more 
than its own weight. McCarthyism was resurfacing 
under Nixon, but thank God some of us saw the 
handwriting on the wall." 


WHEN TROUBLE surfaces, so does Lillian. 


From the Spanish Civil War to the McCarthy witch 
hunts, she has always been on the front lines. She 
herself was blacklisted from 1948 to 1956. She worked 
in the theater but was wiped out in Hollywood. 


"I was very broke by that time, and the scars of 


that period still show today. Some people have a 
forgive-and-forget attitude, but I fee! very sharply 
about it. I've never seen any of the people who 


I1: 
T» 


testified against me. I even try not to speak to them, 
but that gets embarrassing at parties. Too many 
lives got mangled for the wrong reasons. 


"It was a very cruel time, and if it ever happens 


again, it will make McCarthy look like a runt. Every- 
one you know who ever signed any bill on civil rights 
will be in big trouble. We have to fight to make sure 
that never happens. The tribute is really to the work 
the committee has done. I was worried and embar- 
rassed at first, but I've worked very hard for this 
cause and if we can raise some money, it's worth it." 


These are dog days for Hellman. She's just 


returned to the city from her pastoral home in 
Martha's Vineyard to put'the finishing touches on a 
new book about the McCarthy period, and her life is 
at sixes and sevens. 


"It's very short, about 30,000 words. I call it 


'Scoundrel Time.' It's mostly about me. I've tried to 
write about that ghastly period before, but this time 
I've forgotten about historical backgrounds and stuck 
to personal feelings, and I think it's worked out 
better." 


. She rises at dawn, markets at 8, works from 9 to 


1 and knocks it off for the rest of the day. "The older

i get, the more tired at night I am. 1 don't go out 
much anymore. I don't enjoy small talk, and people 
bore me.

you have to go to bed?' So I got good and drunk and 
woke up the next morning on the staircase. I thought 
my neck was broken, and I couldn't move my arms 
and I had a cold and the hangover of the universe, 
and that's when 1 knew I wasn't young anymore." 


But despite her formidable reputation for being 


tough and tyrannical, there's another side to Lillian 
Hellman that is not often publicized. She is very 
emotional and feminine and easily moved by the 
plight of others. 


In many ways, she's younger than the first 


thrush of spring. "I am 69-years-old, and "Who's 
Who" is always getting it wrong. I hate being 69. I'd 
like to be young again, and I pay heavy penalties for 
that. I am my own toughest critic. I look back on the 
body of my work and see so many, many things I'd 
re-do. 


"I've grown rather frightened of rereading my- 


self. It makes me inhibited. Sometimes I can 
remember what emotion was going through my mind 
at the time 1 wrote certain scenes and passages. 
Other lines and chapters seem to have been written 
by someone I've never met. 


"A psychiatrist once told me something very 


revealing about myself. I was.too young to under- 
stand what he meant at the time, but now I see the 
insight. He said 1 look at myself as though I'm a total 
stranger." 


She always had her own mind, her own wits and 


instincts, and has never been easily influenced by (he 
fads and fashions of the day. She can be very 
temperamental and stubborn, as many former col- 
leagues in the theater can testify, but she doesn't 
suffer fools easily. 


"IT'S REALLY HARD to see yourself as 'others 


sec you. If you're not a fool, you don't see yourself as 
famous or great or a genius or any of those lags. I're 
been told I accept praise ungraciously, but the truth 
is I simply don't know how to say thank you 
1 in an 


interesting way. I want to be praised and flattered 
desperately, but when it happens, I feel embarrassed. 


"I've been loathed and dismissed hy so many 


people through the years that 1 tend to be suspicious. 
It might not last, I tell myself, and it usually cjoesn'l. 
I ve had too many failures to get a big head this lale 
in me. My problem is I always took the successes for 
granled and worried too much about the failures." 


She's a woman of great wisdom, a strength lhat 


shines through in her work. But she's suffered for 
what she's learned. "I pick up a newspaper arid read 
about the two or three greatest American play- 
wrights, and I'm not listed as one of them. :Thad, 
painful. But the theater is a place of fashion and 
whim. I think I knew that from the beginning, but il's 
hard to recognize the weaknesses in something when 
you love it so much."

reserved for funeral orations, though a friend recent- 
ly visited her mother's home town, Demopplis; Ala., 
and looked up an elderly aunt at Lillian's.request.

Parents of mongoloid need help 


IF A BABY is born with (he disorder called 


Down's syndrome (mongolism), how soon should the 
parents be told? 


Just as soon as the diagnosis is known — prefer- 


ably during the first week, researchers say. 


Most parents prefer to be told together. Also, 


they would rather get the news from a physician 
known by the family. In the event that (he child is the 
firstborn, (he obstetrician and pediatrician together 
might talk to the parents. 


Finally, parents should be given help in obtain- 


ing information and should be.lent encouragement 
and support. They should be told about available 
community resources and what to expect in the 
future. 


The findings are based on answers to a question- 


naire given to 85 sets of parents whose children had 
Down's syndrome. 


A description of the survey appears in the 


American Journal of Diseases of Children. There's 
also a summary in Modern Medicine, a periodical for 
physicians.

FASCINATING FABRICS 
Matte jersey 
economic elegance 


franees 
diet rich

You can enjoy-a luxuri- 


ous fashion look on a 
budget. Just pick the right 
fabric. 


Matte jersey 'is one 


example; feminine, con- 
temporary and subtle 
without the shine of regu- 
lar jersey. It is knit in the 
same manner with.verli- 
cal'ribs on the back. But, 
the yarns used for matte 
jersey are spun, rather 
than the shiny, hairlikc 
filaments ordinarily used. 


Spun yarn is made of 


short pieces of fiber. When 
twisted 'to make knitting 
yarn, infinitesimal ends 
escape. These are brushed 
on the face side of the fab- 
ric; to give a • dull matte 
finish. Fibers used for 
matte jersey may be 
nyfon, polyester, acrylic; 
wool or cotton. 


Matte jersey has a 


modicum more of drapa- 
bifity than regular jersey 
an'd a little more stretch 
because of its short, spun 
fitters.

A DOLMAN sleeve 


avoids the slight problem 
of easing jersey at the cap 
of a regular set-in sleeve. 
However, you can use a 
design with a set-in sleeve 
and remove some of the 
"ease" with control stitch- 
ing. 


Using a straight stitch, 


begin stitching on the 
seamline indicated on the 
pattern. Gradually taper 
in one-eighth of an inch, 
continuing to the original 
seamline at the dot at the 
center of the sleeve cap. 
Taper down the back 
curve. Use this new line as 
the seamline, when setting 
in the sleeve. 


In selecting a pattern, 


avoid circular skirts, as 
all jerseys have a tenden- 
cy to stretch on the bias. A 
pattern with soft lines and 
a minimum of seams and 
details is preferable. 


Use the "with nap" lay- 


out for all garment pieces 
to avoid shading. Though 
the face of the fabric is 
brushed, the underside is 


smooth. To avoid having it 
slip around on a smooth 
surface during cutting, 
place it over a sheet, cot- 
ton blanket or other soft 
layer. 


The fabric has the same 


general characteristics of 
jersey, which means that 
it may curl a little along 
the edges. This can be 
controlled by placing pins 
close together along the 
cut edges at right singles 
to the seamline. 


JERSEY 
stretches 


more in the crosswise than 
in the lengthwise direc- 
tion. As insurance against 
inordinate stretching of 
shoulder seams, neckline 
and armhples, as well as 
the waistline when a bod- 
ice and skirt are joined, 
stitch preshrunk tape into 
the seams. Center the tape 
over the seamline and 
stitch through the middle. 


Conversely, you need to 


build stretchability into 
vertical seams to prevent 


seam popping or pucker- 
ing. Use'spun 100 percent 
polyester thread as both 
top and bobbin threads; 
and a No. 11 sewing ma- 
chine needle, preferably 
ballpoint. Apply 12 to 15 
stitches per inch. 


A straight stitch may be 


used throughout construc- 
tion of a short zigzag 
stitch.

Until that time, learning takes place in one large 


room which is divided into "offices," actually small 
individual cubicles where each child can sit quietly 
and struggle through the academics at his or her own 
pace. 


The concept is based on the Accelerated Chris- 


tian Education program, better known as PACE, 
which started in Texas under a Baptist influence, and 
has since expanded to 1,000 schools in five years. 


This school, according to Miss Edgecomb,is not 


allowed to use the official PACE name until it has 
passed certain inspections during a three-year peri- 
od. The PACE concept was first discovered and 
implemented at Community Church by pastor, Bs- 


. ther Mallett. 


Pastor Mallett and Miss Edgecomb visited simi- 


lar schools in Torrance and Capistrano and then in 
June went to Texas where both had to use the PACE 
learning books and learn to operate a self-contained 
school. 


On their return the two women took nine would- 


be teachers to Fresno so they might take the diagnos- 
tic tests and "learn the children's frustrations with 
self-discipline first hand." 


"We learned that it is hard to adjust, particular- 


ly for a lazy or undisciplined person, to a system of 
independent studies." 


BUT: .WQRK INDEPENDENTLY is exactly what 


these children mu'sf do. Each continues through the 
booklets at an individual speed, testing themselves 


along the way, correcting their own tests, and putting 
themselves back through the same booklet if the 
testing score is less than 80 per cent. 


The second graders do this right alongside the 


high school students. 


Silence is maintained in the center so that each 


student may complete his or her work without inter- 
ruption. When test correcting needs to be done, a 
child will raise a flag at his cubicle. No one talks. 


"None of the students will move from his office 


without raising a flag," explains Miss Edgecomb 
with a note of pride in her voice. An American flag 
means the student needs help at his cubicle. A small 
Christian nag means the student seeks permission to 
get out of his or her seat. 


Occasionally a teacher will whisper to a student. 


"We don't tell the students what to do. They work on 
their own in their offices." But questions do arise and 
must be answered, thus the whispers. 


The individual work pace and private'cubicles 


makes it possible not only for there to be more 
flexibility in study but also for an upper le,vel student, 
for instance, to work more easily on 'lower level 
material without anyone else being the wiser. 
Embarrassment is saved, and for some of the older 
students, the principal indicates, this has meant a big 
difference in their willingness to persist. 


EVERYONE AT THE school, including the 


principal and teachers, wear uniforms of red, white 
and blue. "It takes away the economic competition 
and shows that we are all equal. The teachers are 
equal to the students." 


This is true in more ways than one . The 


teachers also had to take the same diagnostic tests, 
says Miss Edgecomb. And any teacher who did not 
exceed the 12th grade level was required to upgrade 
his or her knowledge. 


With a laugh, Sydney Edgecomb acknowledged 


that she is studying the PACE booklets at her own 
speed at home. Her learning was deficient in some 
areas, she says, and now that she's gotten into this 
study program she's thinking of continuing with it 
through the college levels. 


Under the rules of this PACE program it was not 


considered necessary for the teachers or herself to 
have a college degree. "But we looked for and have 
teachers with college education because we wanted 
the best for the students." 


The school officials see their responsibility to the 


students as one of "grooming them into functioning 
adults. We don't want them to go through what we

did growing up." To this end, they required all boys 
to keep their hair no longer than shoulder-length. 


With one teen-ager, a mutually agreeable com- 


promise was reached - he would cut his hair up to a 
little below his shoulders and curl it every morning 
with a curling iron. "This keeps it neat and makes it 
look shorter," says Miss Edgecomb "He went before 
the student body and told them about the arrange- 
ment. I think he actually looks a lot nicer this way. 


The Learning Center also has a discipline policy 


which includes spanking. "All our parents had to sign 
-permission for their child to be swatted,' says the 
principal. "We have to have that. 
. . ... 1L 
"The parents also have to be involved with the 


school," she adds. "If they don't back us up at home, 
we're stopped before we begun." 


The paddling apparently is not done very often. 


Loss of privilege often comes first and discussion is 
always a part of the discipline pattern, she says. 
"First we talk with a student to make sure that he 
understand why he's not to behave that way, and that 
the discipline is related to love, not fear. We want 
them to know we do it with love so the teacher (a 
male teacher for disciplining the boys and a female 
teacher for the girls) hugs the student afterwards." 


PARENT INVOLVEMENT also means that 


mothers and fathers were required to spend one 
Saturday learning from the PACE booklets. "We 
wanted them to get an idea of wB|t it's like for their 
children."

Tuition for church members is $40 per month for 


the first child in the family, a'reduced amount for 
additional siblings, and $50 per month for nonmem- 


"We're so youth oriented htre," says Miss Edge- 


comb. "We're such an-.activejchurch. We're busy 
seven days a week and seven nights so we're not a 
quiet place. And because of this we are not very 
popular with our neighbors." , 


To cope with this problem church officials are 


attempting to purchase surrounding property as it 
becomes available and hope to obtain some zoning 
changes. At least one building already owned by the 
school can not be used for the indoor student recrea- 
tion activities, school officials would like because of 
zoning regulations. This converted home in the mean- 
time is used as Miss Edgecomb's office. 


"People can't believe the fantastic changes in 


their children," the principal sums up. "And when we 
see things like that fifth grader reading words for the 
first time 
"

a swindler sold the Brook- 
•lyn Bridge, to a plumber 
1 from Peoria. There was 


more giggling when indus- 
trialist Robert McCulloch 
bought London Bridge. 
. Some critics said that 
the bridge that McCulloch 
shipped stone by stone to 


about 1000 A.D. so the 
Thames could be crossed 
by foot, it was soon pulled 
down to thwart invaders. 


Following that, it was 


f j i m s i l y rebuilt many 
times, always to fall 
again, until 1176. At (hat 
time, construction was 
begun on a stone bridge 


choral 
pepper 


Lake Havasu, Arizona 
wasn't the real London 
Bridge. Others considered 
him crazy for transporting 
this relic of merrie old 
England to the 
Arizona 


desert. 


On all accounts, those 


critics were wrong. This is 
the real London Bridge -^ 
the one that kept falling 
down in the nursery song. 
And it did fall down, many 
times. First constructed 


designed by Peter Cole- 
church, a priest who dab- 
bled in engineering. Like 
McCulloch, 
Colechurch 


was considered somewhat 
of a nut, too, for building 
such a long bridge of 
stone. 


When his bridge with- 


stood fires, winds, frosts, 
rain and general holocaust 
for 653 years, however, his 
genius inspired all subse- 
quent 
London Bridges 


right up to the one that 
now spans a sector of 
Lake Havasu. 


OPEN IN THE fall'of 


1971, the Arizona attrac- 
tion combines the recon- 
structed London Bridge 
along with a million dollar 
English village. As in- 
congruous as an'aulhentic 
pub owned by the City of 
London is to the nature of 
its desert site, both it and 
the bridge have success- 
fully melded into the mag- 
nificent backdrop of naked 
golden foothills that frame 
this portion of the Colora- 
do River.

Included among them, 


no doubt, will be one about 
the "Warlords," members 
of the Society for Creative 
Anachronism who appear 
on the second1 Saturday of 
each October to celebrate 
Lake Havasu's London 
Bridge anniversary. It is 
then that yeomen and 
nobles affiliated with New 
Mexico's 
"Kingdom of 


Atenvendt" joust in heavy 
competition with knights 
from Phoenix. 


An "anachronism" may 


be defined as an error in 
chronology 
in which 


events are misplaced in 
regard to each other. 


Only the knights-and 


ladies costumed in me- 
dievil fashions today could 
be more anachronous than 
Lake Havasu's -London 
Bridge, but when you 
make the scene in person, 
their ancient activities be- 
come today's 
realities. 


You are likely to wind up 
throwing darts in a pub or 
participating in a cham- 
pagne cork-popping con-( 
test even if the most un- 
American thing you've 
ever done is eat a Swiss 
steak. 


On the subject of eating, 


Lake 
Havasu's 
English 


Village has a lot of that, 
too. One favorite menu 
item is a traditional old 
English delicacy called 
Bubble-anrt-Squeak. 
The 


bubble comes from thin 
slices of boiled beef gently 
fried in butter. Then 
greens are boiled until ten- 
der, drained, minced and 
placed until "quiet" in a 
frying pan with butter, 
seasoning and .a sliced 
onion.

A few weeks ago 1 called on Groucho 


lo congratulate him on his longevity. 
He lives in the Trousdale Tract, a 
ghetlo for millionaires, most of them 
nouveaux riches, halfway up the hilts 
of Beverly. 


Groucho's house is a large, white, 


modern, single-level structure designed 
by Wallace Neff. It is cluttered with 
Marx memorabilia collected during a 
career that began in 1899 and con- 
tinues through this day. The walls are 
punctuated with an assortment of paint- 
ings, the best one done by Aaron 
Bohrod, "which my brother Harpo 
made 
me 
buy."

Atypicafly for comedians but happily 


for Groucho, he is more popular, more 
celebrated, more in demand at age 85 
than he was 40 years ago when he and 
his brothers, refugees from vaudeville, 
starred in a series of madcap films, of 
which at least three—Animal Crackers. 
A Night at the Opera, and A Day at ihe 
Races—are regarded as comedy clas- 
sics. 


TV experiences 


Groucho is working on a book, The 


Secret Word Is Groucho. It deals with 
his experiences as host of Vou Bet Your 
Life, a highly successful TV program 
0949-1962) which is currently re-tele- 
cast by some 40 odd stations. 


Groucho is deeply proud of his liter- 


ary talents—"I've written six books and 
I never even finished public [ele- 
mentary) school." 


He is also pleased that the Marx 


Brothers comedies are enjoying a 
revival, especially in college towns, 
where Marx retrospectives have be- 


come standard movie fare. 


It was a group of students at UCIA 


who helped untangle a controversy 
over its copyright and prompted the re- 
release of Animal Crackers. 


Three years ago after a decade of 


semi-retirement, Groucho played New 
York City's Carnegie Hall, offering a 
melange of gags, anecdotes, and rem- 
iniscenses of himself and his brothers. 
He sang his famous "Lydia the Tatooed 
Lady," and Ihe capacity audience of 
.3000, many of them youngsters wearing 
Groucho Marx moustaches and painted 
eyebrows, applauded wildly. An Eve- 
ning With Groucho was so successful 
that A & M records released a recording 
of the show later that year, and it be- 
came a top seller. 


Groucho's speech has slowed. He is 


hard of hearing. He no longer lopes. His 
leer is not what it used to be. His voice 


• 
has lost much of its resonance, but on 
good days his mind is sharp and alert, 
and quickly he gives tongue to thought. 


The trouble one finds in interviewing 


him is that his memory, like his body, 
grows 
progressively frail. 
He also 


camouflages his true personality with 


(he popular image of the wisecracking, 
ad-libbing, sardonic, outrageous wit. 


• Basically he is a serious man who at 
times has pickled himself in the vinegar 
of his own disillusion. For years he w.is 
insecure, fearful, and money-hungry, 
and it has been only in recent times that 
the word "lovable" has been used to 
describe his manner. Most comedians 
—the late Jack Benny was an exception 
—are not lovable. Ask the woman who 
is married to one. She will tell you (hal 
as a rule comedians are ego-ridden, 
driven, insecure, difficult and bedeviled 
men. 


His nurses 


At 85, Groucho no longer seeks 


achievement. He seeks survival. Three 
'round-the-clock nurses help him He 
suffers a variety of tirological weak- 
nesses in addition lo the concomitant 
ravages of old age. Growing old is no 
fun. Considering the alternative, how- 
ever, Groucho is determined to enjoy 
his octads. No reluctant dragon, he. 


Ask him stupidly, "Who is the come- 


dian you most admire?" His almosl 
instantaneous reply is "Me." 


Plead with him to be serious and to 


exclude himself, and he says "Woody 
Allen. Woody is so bright he could have 
faaen the sixth Marx brother." 


Ask him if he's seen any good movies 


lately. He nominates laws. As an after- 
thought he adds, "It would have been 
funnier if the guy had been swallowed 
by a sardine instead of a shark." 


Smile at Groucho and request him 


to search his memory for the best time 


of his life. He looks at his watch and 
replies, "Two-thirty in (he afternoon." 


Like most entertainers he feels the 


need to be "on," to give the audience, 
even of one, what it wants. The habit 
is ingrained. Never let the customer 
down. 


During the Truman Administration, 


a 7-year-old boy one afternoon ap- 
proached Groucho, who was arriving in 
Washington's Union Station. "Are you 
President Truman?" the boy asked. 
"No," 
snapped Groucho, "are you?" 


U.S. Presidents, incidentally, is one 


subject on which Groucho will hold 
forth seriously. Of all the Presidents 
he knew or was aware of—and he goes 
back to Teddy Roosevelt—he considers 
Truman the best and Nixon the worst. 


Political controversy 


"Nixon is a scoundrel," he declares. 


"He belongs in the penitentiary. Thafs 
where he belongs. And that's where 
he'd be if a deal hadn't been made." 


Attempts to draw Groucho out any 


further on the subject result in silence. 
A veteran political liberal, he is mindful 
of his former uninhibited opinions of 
Nixon which led the FBI to maintain a 
file on htm. 


Of Gerald Ford, his hands speak 


eloquently. He moves the patms in and 
out in a gesture which reflects a so-so 
rating. 


In the 1930's and early 1940's when 


Communists infiltrated and virtually 
took over the Screen Writers Guild in 
Hollywood, several tried to convert 
Groucho to their cause. They asked him 
for contributions. Always a tight man 


with a dollar—understandable in view 
of his poverty as a boy—Groucho told 
them to take off for Russia if they were 
so in love with the Soviet Union. A 
liberal, yes; a radical, no. 


Groucho voted for George McGov- 


ern in 1972 and would vote for Teddy 
Kennedy in 1976. "Kennedy has cour- 
age," he asserts. "Great strength and 
courage." 


Everybody's weakness 


When asked if Senator Kennedy has 


any weakness, possibly a weakness for 
women, Groucho's reply is, 
"Who 


hasn't?" 


Q. "Was that your great weakness in 


life?" , 


Groucho: 
"Yes. Ifs 
everybody's 


weakness." 


Q. "Incidentally, Groucho, 
where 


does your daughter Melinda live?" 


Groucho: "She lives in Ecstasy. Thafs 


very near los Angefes." 


Q. "And 'how about your daughter 


Miriam?" 


Groucho: "Miriam went broke." 
Q. "Were you as crazy about women 


as your brother Chico?" 


Groucho: "I like women but not like 


Chico. He was mad about women." 


'While Groucho admits to past extra- 


marital activities, he is quick to point 
out that he has spent 44 years of his 
life in marriage. He has been married 
three times, has fathered three children, 
is the grandfather of four. 


Mis first wife'was Ruth Johnson, a 


dancer in the Marx Brothers vaude- 
ville troupe. They were married in 
1920. "She died of booze," Groucho 


revealed a few years ago to writer Rich- 
ard Anobile. "When I married her she 
weighed 105 pounds. I saw her about 
ten years after we were divorced lin 
1942J and she must have weighed 200." 


In 1945 Groucho at age 55 made his 


second'trip to the altar, this time with 
Catherine Gorcey, ex-wife of the Dead 
End kid actor Leo Gorcey. They were 
divorced in 1951. Although Groucho has 
earned the reputation of being a nickel- 
squeezer, he has always been generous 
with the women in his life. For example, 
when in time he was no longer legally 
bound to pay alimony to his second 
wife, he insisted upon paying it and 
still does. 


His third marriage, to the foimer 


Eden Hartford, a tall, beautiful model, 
lasted from 1954 to 1969. Groucho then 
announced at age 79 that he was 
through with matrimony. 


Groucho has three children: Miriam, 


and Arthur, a writer, from his first mar- 
riage, and Melinda from his second. 
He gels along welf with Melinda, less 
well with Arthur and Miriam. 


Adopted daughter 


Recently he declared his intention 


to adopt as his daughter Erin Fleming, 
a tall, shapely, green-eyed actress in 
her early 30's whom he hired as his 
secretary six years ago. 


Miss Fleming, now Groucho's per- 


sonal manager, is generally credited with 
having revitalized the comedian's life. 
"It was Erin," explains a Marx relative, 
"who inspired Groucho to make con- 
cert appearances, recordings, to come 
out of his retirement shell. He was 


withering on the vine until she entered 
the picture. Now she's in charge of his 
household help, the chef, the gardener, 
the secretary, the whole menage. If 
Groucho 
wants to 
make 
her his 


adopted daughter, he certainly has 
good grounds for it; she deserves it." 


As all students of the Marx Brothers 


know, the five boys were born in New 
York City through the turn of the 
century to Sam Marx, an immigrant 
tailor from Alsace, known to many of 
his customers as "Misfit Sam," and his 
wife, Minna Schoenberg Marx. 


The brothers five 


In the order of their birth the boys 


were Leonard (Chico), Arthur (Harpo), 
both deceased; then Julius (Groucho), 
followed by Milton (Gummo) and 
Herbert (Zeppo). Gummo and Zeppo 
reside in Palm Springs where Zeppo's 
ex-wife Barbara is the constant com- 
panion of singer Frank Sinatra. 


Groucho's parents were poor, and 


because his mother's brother, Al Shean, 
of the popular vaudeville team of Gal- 
lagher and Shean, was comparatively 
wealthy, earning $200 a week, his sister. 
Minnie Marx, launched her sons on 
show business careers. 


Groucho started by singing in a 


Protestant church choir on Madison 
Avenue. Then he left elempntary school 
P.S. 86 to join a vaudeville act. The 
Leroy Trio, at $4 a week. He never re- 
turned to school but in lieu of further 
formal education became an omnivor- 
ous reader, which he still is. He con- 
centrates on newspapers and magazines 
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Groucho with his first wife, Ruth lohnson, a 
dancer in the Marx Brothers vaudeville act. 
They married in 1920 and divorced in1942. 


With Kay Gorcey, his second wile (they were divorced in '51), 
and their daughter Melinda. He has two children by his first 
marriage, Arthur and Miriam. He gels along best with Melinda. 


With No. 3, Eden Hartford, a model. The marriage 
lasted from '54 to '69. Groucho plans to adopt as 
a daughter his secretary-companion Erin Fleming. 
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Groucho wflh Marilyn Monroe in "Love Happy," the fast of the 13 films 
fhe Marx Brothers made as a (earn. Groucho went on to great TV success. 
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which he begins to scan each day at 
6 a.m. 


In 1905 his slageslruck mother or- 


ganized a vaudeville act, "The Three 
Nightingales," with Groucho, Gummo, 
and a girl singer, then expanded it to 
"The Four Nightingales" by removing 
the girl and recasting the act with Chico, 
Harpo, Groucho and Zeppo. 


In the early 1900's, vaudevillians led 


a rough, precarious hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence. They were not accepted in 
polite society. In many quarters they 
were tolerated as third-class citizens. 
No man in his right mind would trust 
his daughter to a vaudevillian. What 
Groucho learned as a young man he 
learned from the school of experience, 
which exacts a high tuition from its 
students and on whom it leaves many 
scars and inflicts many neuroses. 


Groucho and his brothers became 


slapstick, roughhouse comedians be- 
cause the audience for boy singers, 
even in tank towns, was not too re- 
ceptive. They turned to buffoonery and 
ad-lrbbing to hold their audience, and 
those techniques worked. It wasn't until 
1920, however, that they reached the 
big time. That year they were booked 
into the Keilh-Albee circuit in New 
York and played 13 months, with 
Groucho making the greasepaint mous- 
tache his trademark. 


Banished 
from 
the 
Keith-Albee 


theaters for life because of a contract 
violation, the brothers next tried the 
legitimate theater. They opened in New 
York in 1924 in a musical comedy /'// 
Say She Is, about which Alexander 
Woollcott, then dean of the Broadway 
critics, gushed like a severed oil line. 
Two more hit musicals, The Cocoanuls, 
and Animal Crackers, both with books 
by George S. Kaufman and Morrie 
Ryskind, followed. The two shows were 


subsequently turned into films at Para- 
mount's studio on Long Island, N.Y. 


By 1930 the zany characterizations 


which the Marx Brothers adopted were 
well established and integrated into 
their public images. Chico was con- 
sidered an Italian pianist, Harpo a 
dumb, girl-chasing harpist, Groucho a 
wisecracking charlatan, and Zeppo a 
nothing straight man. 


Groucho and his brothers arrived in 


Hollywood in 1931. Within three years 
Ihey made three films for Paramount: 
Monkey Business (1931), Horse Feathers 
(1932), and Dude Soup (1933). 


Two of their outstanding films, how- 


ever, A Night at the Opera (1935) and 
A Day at the Races (1937), were filmed 
at MGM under the production wing of 
-Irving Thalberg, whom Groucho de- 
scribes as "the greatest producer of 
films I ever knew." 


Deleting ad-libs 


The last of.the 13 films the brothers 


starred in was Love Happy, produced 
by United Artists jn 1949. After that one, 
Groucho appeared solo in half a dozen 
films, all undistinguished. He was not 
to come into his own creative comedy 
genius again until John Guedel, who 
had originated People Are Funny arid 
House Party, cast him as the interviewer 
in a IV quiz show You Be! Your life, 
which was prerecorded so that many 
of Groucho's racy and double-enlcndre 
ad-libs could be edited out. 


At 85 Groucho Marx has done it all. 


His professional life is a history of 
20th-century entertainment: vaudeville, 
stage, film, radio and TV. Like his con- 
temporary, Charles Chaplin, he ranks 
as one of the litans of modem comedy. 
A sophisticated, complex, deeply mel- 
lowed man, he will be remembered by 
most people with warmth and fond- 
ness, fr- he made them laugh.

Sen. Joseph Montoya, conducting a probe of Interpol, the 
international police intelligence network, fears Americans' 
rights could be violated by careless use of information. 


I 


n novels of International intrigue, In- 


terpol is an infallible, high-powered, 
worldwide police department whose 
agents roam the globe in search of 


master criminals. But to many veteran 
law officers who have dealt with Inter- 
pol, whose headquarters is in Trance, 
It is a slow-moving, archaic bureaucracy 
which seldom performs useful work. 


Formally, the International Criminal 


Police Organization, known as Inlerpol, 
promotes cooperation and exchange of 
information among the police of its 120 
member nations. 


A senior law enforcement official in 


Washington contends that Interpol is 
really only "a sort of super telephone 
line." But a Senator who has been in- 
vestigating the agency fears Interpol 
could pose a threat to the privacy of 
innocent American citizens. 


Like most police organizations, Inter- 


pol has been reluctant to discuss its 
work in public. Rut this year a subcom- 
mittee of llie Senate Appropiiations 
Committee has opened what is believed 
to be this country's first major probe of 
the agency since it was formed follow- 
ing World War II. 


The subcommittee held one day of 


hearings last spring, but its chairman, 
Sen. Joseph M. Montoya (D., N. Mex.), 
says there is much more to come. 
"We're particularly interested in seeing 
if the office in Washington was used 
for political purposes," he says. "We 
also need better guidelines governing 
the dissemination of information on 
American citizens to other countries." 


An ally 


Sharing Montoya's concern is Rep. 


Edward P. Beard (D., R.I.). He charges 
that Inlerpol "is a definite threat to the 
privacy and basic human rights of every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States," adding that both rightist and 
leftist dictatorship*, as members of In- 
terpol, have access to files on Amer- 
ican citizens. 


Monloya declined to provide details 


nbout an alleged intrusion of politics 
on Interpol's work, but an independent 
investigation has produced evidence 
that among the high-ranking officials in 
Interpol's Washington office as recently 
as 1974 was a man who had virtually 
no prior law enforcement experience 
and who was placed in that sensitive 
post through a reference from Charles 
C. (Bebe) Rebozo, the Florida business- 
man and banker, an intimate of then- 
President Nixon. 


That disclosure contradicts the claims 


of Interpol officials, who have insisted 
[hat its United Stales' "National Central 
Bureau" has operated under strict pro- 
fessional law enforcement standards. 


Tortuous route 


Those officials are reluctant to dis- 


cuss the case of John Carlyle Herbert 
Bryant )r., who came to Washinglon 
with six years' experience in selling cars 
and yachts in Virginia and-Florida. 
Bryant's career with the federal govern- 
ment began with a $1-a-year job at the 
While House, ns an assistant to Ronald 
L Ziegler, then Nixon's press seaetary. 


After only nine months in that post, 


Bryant landed a St9,000-a-year job as 
a confidential assislanl to the Interior 
Dcparlmenfs 
assistant 
secretary 
in 


charge of fish, wildlife and national 
parks. Less than two years later, Bryant's 
title there was changed to make him a 
"law enforcement' specialist. Although 
he did a few police-related studies 
while at Interior, people in the depart- 
ment remember him principally as a 
Rebozo protege. 


Using references from Ziegler and 


Rebozo, Bryant moved in early 1973 to 
the Washington bureau of interpol. "He 
was just a guy working in the office. 
His duties were very limited," says Louis 
B. Sims, who now runs that office. "He 
didn'l perform the duties of an agent. 
What he did was not very important." 
But the record shows that Bryant was 


the third highest ranking official as- 
signed to Interpol in this country and 
was earning a salary of more than $24,- 
000 until he left in early 1974. 


The history of Interpol is a checkered 


one. Its predecessor was the Interna- 
tional Criminal Police Commission, or- 
ganized in 1923 with headquarters in 
Vienna. When Nazi forces occupied 
Austria in 1938, they took control of ihe 
agency and moved its headquarters to 
Berlin. Throughout World War II, there 
was virtually no contact between ICPC 
and non-Nazi nations. 


Then, in 1946, many of the former 


member countries established a new 
organization, with headquarters in the 
Paris suburb of Sarnt-Cfoud. 


The organization is a confederation 


of the national police agencies from 
120 countries of ali political and ideol- 
ogical persuasions, including two of the 
more independent countries within the 
Soviet bloc, Romania and Yugoslavia. 
About 160 men and women from IB 
of those nations work at Interpol head- 
quarters, which has no authority to in- 
itiate investigations but serves instead 
as a central relay station and informa- 
tion bank for member nations. 


low's Sims, head of Interpol office in 
U.S., insists political data on Americans 
are not sent to Communist nations. 


About two-thirds of the headquarters 


employees are clerical workers who 
maintain an elaborate set of criminal 
files, including a name index of more 
than a million cards, 200,000 reference 
folders, 100,000 fingerprint records, 
20,000 dossiers on known criminals and 
a host of specialized files. 


The remaining third of the employees 


at Interpol headquarters are profes- 
sional law enforcement officers, but 
contrary to the portrayal in novels and 
movies, they do nut travel around the 
world in pursuit of crooks. Instead, they 
coordinate the exchange of information 
about criminals, missing persons, stolen 
property, unidentified bodies and a 
variety of other items. 


T-man in charge 


The United Stales, like all member 


nations, 
has 
a 
"National 
Central 


Bureau" staffed by personnel from its 
own law enforcement agencies. Located 
In a suite of offices in the Treasury De- 
partment's headquarters in Washington, 
that operation is directed by Sims, who 
is on loan from the Secret Service, 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation 


decided in the late 1950's that it did 
not want to act as the United States 
liaison agency, but in most other coun- 
tries the national police organization- 
for 
example, the 
Royal Canadian 


Mounted Police in Canada and Scot- 
land Yard in Britain—acts In that role. 


The total United Stales budget for 


Interpol during the last fiscal year was 
almost $550,000, including $140,000 
paid in annual dues. France, Germany, 
Great Britain and Italy each pay an 
identical amount, while other countries 
pay smaller dues scaled to their size 
and wealth. 


No computers 


Many United Stales law enforcemenl 


professionals are critical of Interpol on 
the grounds that it is too hidebound, 
rigid and formal. They also complain 
that it lacks any computer capability 
and therefore must hand-process all in- 
formation, and lhat it poses security 
problems for those exchanging infor- 
mation. 


During the first round of Senate hear- 


ings, Sims told Montoya thai he checked 
"very closely" when he received an 
Inlerpol-relayed request from Romania 
or Yugoslavia, to determine whether 
those nations were serving as inter- 
mediaries for the Soviet Union, the 
People's Republic of China or another 
non-member Communist nation. 


Sims insists that he has found no 


evidence of that practice, but an Amer- 
ican law enforcement officer based in 
Western Euorpe, and who asked that he 
not be identified, disagrees. "U's not 
just a hypothetical problem," he said, 
"i'vebeen involved in cases where there 
was good reason to believe lhat po- 
litical information was passed through 
Interpol and behind Ihe Iron Curtain."

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Inlerpol's French HQ: More than a million cards, 
plus dossiers and fingerprints, allow Interpol to 
keep labs on the world's most notorious crooks. 


PRIVACY CONTINUED 


Other European-based agents cite different problems with 


Interpol. For example, the organization uses an antiquated 
Morse Code system to relay information to many countries, 
according to one source who said two or three weeks often 
elapsed between the issuance of an arrest warrant in one na- 
tion and the dissemination of that information to nearby 
countries. The International Association of Airport and Sea- 
port Police, a competing group, last year denounced Interpol 
as "too big, too administration-minded, outdated and old- 
fashioned." 


Another problem cited by some police officers who re- 


quested anonymity was that of "leaked" information. "If I'm 
dealing with Italian nationals smuggling German contraband 
into the United States, I'd far prefer to make contact with 
officers I trust in those countries," explained one American. 
"If I go through Interpol, I have no way of knowing svho else 
will find out about the investigation." 
. Montoya and others are concerned about improper 
"leaks" of a different nature—the unauthorized dissemina- 
tion of personal and political information about United States 
citizens neither accused nor suspected of criminal activity. 


Tor example Interpol headquarters maintains files not only 


on known criminals but also on individuals "under suspicion" 
as well as complainants, victims and witnesses involved in 
criminal cases. 


'Of current interest' 


Similarly, the Washington bureau of Interpol has access to 


the Treasury Enforcement Communications System, which 
also contains information not only on convicted criminals 
and those facing formal charges but also on "suspected indi- 
viduals ... of current interest" to the Customs Service. 


In addition, Ihe TECS computer connects with the National 


Crime Information Center, the FBI's computerized data bank 
which has been criticized on the grounds that its arrest 
records do not always include Ihe disposition of the case 
in instances svhere charges have been dismissed or rejected 
following court proceedings. 


During Ihe Senate hearings earlier this year, Sims insisted 


that all Interpol affiliates confine their information exchanges 
to criminal matters. "They strive not lo pass other types of 
material through ... Interpol channels," he told Montoya. 


Bui Montoya is still not satisfied because there are no for- 


mal guidelines, in either Washington or France, governing the 
exchange of unverified accusations, raw intelligence data and 
other information potentially damaging to innocent citizens. 


"The overriding question here is about the role of secret 


institutions in a free, democratic society," he said in a recent 
interview. "Interpol is not a value in itself to be protected and 
fostered at whatever expense to such a society. It exists only 
to serve that society, and it does not do so if, in any way, it 
undermines, threatens or ignores the rights of that society's 
citizens."

f for only one reason, the American 


Bicentennial is certain to be a high- 
toned affair. Piccolo sales are way 
up across the country. 
"The Bicentennial has definitely been 


a spur to piccolo playing," says Carl 
Burket. presir/^nt of W. T. Armstrong 
Co. of Elkhart,Ind..which manufactures 
flutes and saxophones In addition to 
piccolos. Vilo Pascucci, president of the 
National Association of Band Instru- 
ment Manufacturers, confirms his find- 
ings. Figures compiled by the associa- 
tion project nationwide sales of be- 
tween 12,000 and 13,000 piccolos this 
year as compared to 8010 in 1974. Next 
year, with the Bicentennial pitch in- 
creasing, sales should rise even higher. 


Kenneth Klein of Sam Ash Music 


Stores, one of New York City's largest 
instrument dealers, says that schools 
are buying piccolos this year as part of 
a general boom in band instruments 
apparently influenced by the Bicenten- 
nial. "Even sheet music is way up," says 
Klein. "It's fantastic" 


Next best thing to a piccolo is a file 
—being played in "T/ie Spirit oi '76." 


During 1974, sales of woodwinds, 


brasses and drums reached $231.5 mil- 
lion, a rise of nearly 20 per cent from 
the previous year. That's sweet music to 
instrument manufacturers. But until 
now piccolo sales have remained fairly 
constant. 


"Few kids have started out to bR 


piccolo players," explains one player. 
"They've generally taken it up as a side- 
line to playing the flute. But more anrl 
more bands that never had a piccolo 
before seem to be adding them on." 


The full name 


The word "piccolo" itself is Italian 


for "little" and the instrument's full 
name is "flauto piccolo," which moans 
"little flute." It's played essentially the 
same way as a flute, by blowing a jet 
stream of air across a mouth-hole, 
called an embouchure, in the side o( 
a hollow tube. But a piccolo is only 
about half the length of a flute, and its 
tube is narrower. The sound, varied by 
a set. of keys, is an octave higher than 
that of a flute and some people regard 
it as definitely screechy. A respected 
musical reference book. Grove's D;r- 
t;'onary, says discreetly that the piccolo 
is "by far the most acute instrument 
used in orchestral music." Probably its 
biggest moment 
in 
classical music 


comes in Beethoven's Fifth Symphony 
when it helps build up to the final 
triumphant climax. 


But most people today aren't buying 


piccolos to play in Beethoven's Fifth. 
They're getting them for their festive, 
martial sound and because of their re- 
semblance to the wind instrument be- 
ing played in the famous painting "The 
Spirit of '76" by Archibald M. Willard. 


Fifes up, too 


Ironically, the musician with the 


bandage around his forehead in that 
celebrated picture isn't playing a pic- 
colo but a fife, which is merely a small 
cylindrical tube with six holes and nr> 
keys. The fife, of course, leads an hon- 
orable existence in fife and drum corps 
and other marching units, but most 
non-military musicians don't take it 
seriously. Instrument manufacturers re- 
port that the sales of fifes are also up 
for the Bicentennial, but it's hard to get 
accurate figures because there are so 
many different types. "You can get a 
plastic fife for about $5.50,""says one 
retailer with disdain. "And you can gel 
a kazoo for 35 cents." 


An authentic piccolo, on the other 


hand, begins at $229.50 for a metal 
model and works up to over $1000 for 
a model fashioned from grenadill.i 
wood. You can spend even more for 
an instrument made with silver keys. 


If you think it's an expensive way to 


celebrate the Spirit of '76, you may be 
right. Be glad the fellow in the picture 
wasn't playing a tuba.

Is the Honor System 


Finished? 


A marked increase in cheating 


has compelled many universities 
which' have honor codes to reap- 
praise them and in some cases to 
abolish their traditional honor sys- 
tems. 


The maintenance of any honor 


code is dependent entirely upon 
the participants. They must police 
their own ranks. Without fear or 


favor, they must report the cheat- 
ers. If they are reluctant to do so, 
as so many students currently are, 
then the honor system won't work. 


At Johns Hopkins University last 


spring, undergraduates voted to 
abolish the school's 51-year-old 
honor system. II simply, they said, 
didn't work. A student poll re- 
vealed that almost 30 per cent of 
all undergraduates at Hopkins had 
cheated by the time they were 
seniors. 


At the Davis Branch of the Uni- 


versity 
of California—the only 


branch incidentally of that univer- 
sity which has an honor code—a 
faculty report reveals: "The pres- 
ent status of the honor spirit has 
been variously characterized as a 
'joke,' as 'shaky,' as a 'farce,' or as 
'dead.' " 


Sixteen per cent of the students 


on the Davis campus openly ad- 
mitted to cheating, largely because 
they felt they needed high grades 
to achieve entrance into a gradu- 
ate school. 


The University of Florida, Stan- 


ford Universjty, many others are 
reexamining their honor systems, 
the demise of which is based on 
the mounting studenl pressure to 
"make it," to get into law or medi- 
cal school no matter what—espe- 
cially in an era of intense competi- 
tion. 


It has been suggested by some 


students that the most cheating is 
done by premed students and 
those borderline guys who are 
afraid of "busting out." 


Horn To Get A Job 


Two Stanford University gradu- 


ates, Jane Anton and Michael Rus- 
sell, who got their Ph.D's in 
educational counseling and guid- 
ance last June, have made a valu- 
able and practical study for job- 
seeking college graduates. 


They sampled more than 100 


personnel recruiters from 17 dif- 
ferent industry groups. These re- 
cruiters have hired more than 75 
per cent of college graduates for 
their firms since 1972. 


Anton and Russell conducted 


(heir research for Hayward State 
University and the Western Col- 
lege Placement Association. 


They discovered the following: 


• College graduates who've ma- 
jored in business, engineering, 
computer science or the physical 
sciences have a better chance for 
employment than those college 
graduates who majored in other 
subjects. 
e It is best for a job applicant to 
dress neatly, to act friendly when 
he or she reports for an interview. 
• There is little or no job dis- 
crimination according to sex. 
• While a young man creates a 
mildly positive impression if he 
wears a sport coat, shirt, tie, and 
slacks, he makes a stronger im- 
pression if he wears a suit. 
• The wearing of jeans, shorts, 
sandals, or not wearing bras in the 
case of women applicants, creates

an impression from "mildly" to 
"strongly negative." 
• The same goes for failure to 
maintain eye contact with the re- 
cruiter, fiddling with objects on 
the desk, dirty fingernails, or 
speech larded with jargon. 


The shorter, more neatly trim- 


med the hair and beard on males, 
the better the impression, recruit- 
ers told the researchers. 


The recruiters' priorities in se- 


lecting job candidates were: 
1) Major field of study, academic 
performance, work experience, 
and the results of either on-cam- 
pus or in-p!ant interviews. 
2) Extracurricular activities, recom- 
mendations of former employers,

academic activities,and/or awards. 
3) Type of college or university 
attended, and recommendations 
from either 
faculty or school 


officials. 
4) Standard or in-house test scores, 
military rank, or draft status. 


Business and engineering majors 


received the highest ranking in 
choice of applicants, while those 
in the social sciences and the hu- 
manities were ranked at 3.2 and 
3.7 on a scale of 5, respectively. 


In the liberal arts, only com- 


munication 
majors received a 


positive.rating from the majority 
of employer groups. 


Fine arts and humanities re- 


ceived no "positive" ratings, while 


education and ethnic studies re- 
ceived only two "slightly positive" 
rankings. 


Social science" received only 


three positive rankings from all 
employer groups, while business 
received 15 positive rankings and 
engineering, 16. Overall, if the 
interviewer felt that an applicant 
was "composed, cordial, coopera- 
tive, enthusiastic, • and 
sincere, 


there was a strong positive influ- 
ence." 


Applicant characteristics con- 


sidered to be "assertive, intelli- 
gent, independent, and inquisitive 
were considered to be a mildly 
positive influence" while being 
grateful or jocular were consid- 
ered "neutral." 


Applicants who appeared "ner- 


vous, defensive, tense, quiet, skep- 
tical, or shy" earned negative 
ratings. 


Strong positive ratings were 


given, according to the report, if 
the interview seemed "relaxed, 
balanced, and professional." 


If the interview seemed casual 


itgota mildly positive rating, while 
those which seemed tense or 
dominated by either party were 
rated negatively.

One of the President's 
Traveling Companions

O 


ne of President Gerald Ford's con- 


stant traveling companions is Life- 
pak 4. This isn't another secret 
service unit, or a new bulletproof 


vest. But it's one of the most important 
precautionary measures the President 
has at his disposal. It may one day save 
his life. 


Lifepak4isa portable, battery-pow- 


ered cardiac defibrillator. This amazing 
piece of equipment stands ready to 
help the President in case of a heart 
altack or any other heart problem. 


Should an attack occur, medical per- 


sonnel would quickly take out two 
round, hand-sized paddles attached to 
llie machine. These serve both as mon- 


itoring and defibrillalion electrodes. 
Holding one paddle on the left side of 
the President's bare chest and the other 
paddle on his right front side, aides 
could immediately get a reading of his 
heartbeat on the Lifepak 4's cardio- 
scope—a small, TV-type screen which 
emits a "beep-beep" sound. At the 
same time, the machine produces a 
permanent electrocardiograph on tape 
as a record of the episode. 


These monitors would show at once 


what the President's heart is doing. If 
they indicate a cardiac arrest (when the 
heart completely stops or has ventric- 
ular fibrillation—a weak, rapid, and 
ineffective twitching of 
the heart 


muscle), the same paddles could then 
administer a brief, electric shock to re- 
start his heart into regular beats. Special 
pushbuttons on the paddles release a 
320-joules (watt-second) jolt—equiva- 
lent to 53,000 walls in 6/1000ths of a 
second. Another shock could be admin- 
istered in less than 10 seconds. 


When the monitors indicate a nor- 


mal heartbeat, the President would be 
rushed to a hospital, with other cables 
fastened to his chest to provide con- 
tinuous readings. 


President ford isn't the only indi- 


vidual currently being protected by the 
36-pound, 8 by 14 by 19-inch portable 
device. A Lifepak (ravels with Secretary 
Kissinger on his shuttles. Another of the 
rechargeable nickel-cadmium battery 
devices is kept in the Capitol for use in 
a Congressional emergency. The U.S. 
military made good use of the machines 
during the Vietnam War. The Shah of 
Iran and the royal family of Saudi Arabia 
have models on hand. 


For workers and players 


More than 20defibrillators have been 


placed along the Alaska pipeline con- 
struction roulc in case a worker has a 
heart seizure, and professional football 
teams, including the St. Louis Cardinals, 
Buffalo Bills and Cleveland Browns, 
have them in the clubhouse. Major air- 
poits keep them handy, as do a number 
of banks, industrial corporations and 
ski and tennis resorts. Some private in- 
dividuals have shelled out the $4500 
that a Lifepak 4 costs. There also is a 
lightweight defibrillator, powered by 
flashlight batteries, called Physio 260, 
that sells for under $1000.

firsl two Lifepaks in 19f>9 for possible 
use by President Nixon. Rear Admiral 
William M. lukash, President Ford's 
personal physician, told PAKADF. we 
have the "cardiac defibrillator in the 
event of an acute rardiac emergency 
associated with ventricular fibrillation , 
or cardiac arrest. The initial considera- 
tion for having a defihrillalor readily ac- 
cessible developed because of former 
President Johnson's hislory of having 
had a previous coronary."

Bank of M Dakota: 
Oil OK if Us KM

BISMARCK, N. DAK. 


A 


t a time when many cities and 
states face financial hardship, leg- 
islators around the country are 
looking to this quiet prairie town 


for a way to combat economic ills. 


Bismarck is the home of the Bank 


of North Dakota—the only state-owned 


"bank in the United States. 


With $393 million in resources, the 


bank has made $83 million profit since 
its founding in 1919. In the last two 
years, the bank has returned $16 million 
in earnings to the stale Ireasury. 


"Thafs not bad on a $2 million in- 


vestment made 56 years ago," boasts 
H. L. Thorndal, the bank's president. 


"The legislative intent was for our 


bank to function as a service organiza- 
tion," says Ihorndal, "and we feel we 


' are giving that service. It jusl so hap- 


pens that we are making a lot of money 
at the same time." 


The Bank of North Dakota owes its 


existence to historical circumstance. In 
1918, a group of populist-minded farm- 


S ers, called the Non-Partisan League 
J won control of the state government. 
| They were fed up svith being at the 
g mercy of otit-of-state bankers who 
p *7cre charging up to 12'/j per cent in- 
f terest for short term rural credit. 
a Having elected a complete slate of 
\ candidates, the populists proceeded to 


establish a state-owned bank and capi- 
talized it through the sale of $2 million 
in state bonds to the people, who have 
since been paid off. 


Private bond merchants and bankers 


attempted to boycott the bonds—but 
purchases by the Trade Union Council 
of Minneapolis 
broke the financial 


blockade. 


During the '2ffs and '30's, the bank 


saved thousands of North Dakota farm- 
ers from financial ruin. 


Today the bank—the largest be- 


tween Minneapolis and Spokane—has 
about $37. million in loans to farmers 
and farm-related industries, $35 million 
in housing loans and $27 million in 
studenr loans. It also manages the 
stale's public employee pension funds. 
The nation's first federally insured stu- 
dent loan was issued by the bank in 
1967. North Dakota currently leads the 
nation in providing financial assistance 
to college students. 


Public deposits 


The bank relies heavily on public 


deposits as a source of funds. State gov- 
ernment contributes 75 per cent of the 
deposits. The bank also has about 
4000 individual and business accounts, 
though these represent only a small 
portion of the bank's funds. 


The bank is governed by an Indus- 


trial Commission made up of the Gov- 
ernor, the Atlorney General and the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. With 
only 83 employees, the bank is effi- 
ciently run and one of the most profit- 
able banks, percentagewise, in the 
country. 


North Dakota also avoids potential 


misdealing and corruption that can re- 
sult from divvying up stale deposits 
among private banks. "Without us," 
says bank president Thorndal, "the 
State Treasurer would probably have 
accounts in Minneapolis, Chicago, and 
New York. We keep the money in Ihe 
state and provide real financial leader- 
ship for the economy." 


The success of the Bank of North Da- 


kota is being pointed to by legislators 
in other states. In addition, consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader is spreading the 
news. In his syndicated column and in 
numerous speeches, Nader cites the 
Bank of North Dakota as a way for 
states to use their tax dollars for public 
benefit. 


In Washington state 


In the state of Washington, Demoj 


cratic legislator Michael Parker has 
sponsored a bill to establish a slate- 
owned bank thai would become the 
third largest in Washington. The Wash- 
ington Bankers Association strongly op- 
poses the measure, saying it is un- 
needed. 


In neighboring Oregon, state bank 


legislation is pending in the House of 
Representatives. The Massachusetts As- 
sembly has passed a scaled-down ver- 
sion of a state bank called the Mas- 
sachusetts Community Development 
Finance Authority, which will sell 
bonds and offer loans to enterprises in 
areas of high unemployment. Officials 
in Colorado and New Jersey are study- 
ing various state bank proposals. In Cal- 
ifornia, former Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
supports the idea.

is grealesl in New York. "I his past spring, 
the New York Stale Assembly passed a 
bill creating the State Bank of New 
York. The measure is now before the

more conservative Senate, where it 
faces a tough battle. If passed, the state 
bonk with over $5 billion in public de- 
posits would become one of the largest 
banks in Ihe United Stales. 


"This is not anti-banking legislation," 


explains Democrat Stanley Sleingut, 
Speaker of the Assembly. "II is our in- 
tention to work closely with the Iradi- 
lional banking system. 


"The state public bank concept orig- 


inated in n discussion of how to link 
slate deposits to social needs -how to 
make public money work for Ihe public 
good. 


Not against free enterprise 
"This concepl is not an attack on free 


enterprise. We are not interfering with 
the private hanking business. 


"A stale bank would make loans in 


areas red-lined by private banks. If we 
help to stabilize a community, it can 
become more attractive lo Ihe tradi- 
tional investors. 


"A slate bank would assist the mu- 


nicipalities in underwriting their bonds, 
and in short term financing. 


"A stale bank would provide venture 


capital for new ideas. 


"A stale bank would generate funds 


for long term community development. 


"A state bank would reverse the 


'strip-mining' 
pattern 
of 
removing 


money from one area for maximum 
investment elsewhere. 


"New York money would be invested 


in New York—and ideally in the com- 
munity of its origin. 


"And finally, of special significance 


in these days of ever-rising unemploy- 
ment, the state bank would invest in 
job-producing industry—and ideally, as 
a partner of the traditional banks. 


"The Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 


ration, the Farm Credit Administration, 
and the Export-Import Bank are all ex- 
amples of government involvement in 
hanking. Each generally has pioneered 
new markets for banking. This New 
York bank will be the latest in a long 
tradition of public banks to serve the 
public need." 


Why it is opposed 


Bank of North Dakota president 


Thorndal, economist Eliot Janeway, and 
other experts testified before Ihe New 
York Legislature in favor of the stale 
bank. The proposal was opposed by 
James J. Needham, chairman of Ihe 
New York Stock Exchange, and a repre- 
sentative of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce. Opponents of the stale 
bank concept argue that Ihe private 
banking system efficiently allocates 
capital, but some areas and businesses 
have to lose out in the competition for 
limited funds. 


However, if Ihe recession lingers, the 


movement for state banks will not soon 
disappear. The modest Bank of North 
Dakota, which has been good to the 
rock-ribbed Republican farmers of Mid- 
dle America, may become a model for 
ils big city cousins.

ferred Jerrold Schecter, 
its correspondent in 
Japan, to Moscow. 


Schecter subsequently 


brought to the Soviet 
capital his wife Leona, 
and their five children, 
Evelind, 13; Steven, 11; 
Kate, 9; Doveen, 7, and 
Barnet, 5. 


They had all studied 


Russian previously at the 
Monterey Institute of For- 
eign Studies in California 
in a nine-week crash 
course. 


When the Schecter par- 


ents arrived in Moscow 
they decided to enroll 
their brood in a Russian 
elementary school, Special 
Poly technical School No. 47 
where English was taught 
as a special courao. Most 
of the children of U.S. 
diplomats in Moscow at- 
tend the Anglo-American 
school. 


Word soon got around the 


diplomatic corps that the 
Sohecters had decided to 
"go native." 


For the next two years, 


six of the seven Schecters 
— Barnet in kindergarten 
was too young — kept 
notes on life in Moscow. 
The result la an informa- 


tive, enthralling, reveal- 
ing book, "An American 
Family in Moscow," in 
which all seven Schecters 
tell what it was like to 
live in an alien culture. 
It is surely one of the 
most fascinating and edu- 
cational books yet writ- 
ten on life in Moscow from 
the focus of American 
eyes. 


Anyone planning a trip 


to the Soviet Union, 
should read it for basic 
information and an under- 
otanding of the Muscovite 
mentality. Two years in 
Moscow for the Schecters 
was physically a grubby 
experience. Their fear and 
wariness progressively 
heightened. In the end 
they were turned in upon 
themselves, trusting vir- 
tually no one but the mem- 
bers of their own family. 
They did, however, make 
friends with several lead- 
ing dissidents, some of 
whom were shipped off to 
Siberia. Moscow was a 
primary learning experi- 
ence in their lives, and 
they share it well with 
their readers. Little 
Brown, the publishing 
house owned by Time, Inc., 
releases the book next 
week. Jerrold Schecter is 
now Time's diplomatic 
editor. 


Looking for a 
place to live 
where per 
capita income 


has increased aa fast aa 
the cost of living? It's 
not easy to find, accord- 
ing to new figures com- 
piled by the Commerce 
Department in Washington. 


A recently released 


study shows that in virtu- 
ally every state of the 
union the 1974 gains in 
per capita income were 
lower than the 11.5 per 
cent national increase in 
consumer prices. The only 
two exceptions were 
Alaska, where income rose 
19.1 per cent, and Idaho, 
where the rise was 13.2 
per cent. 


In two other states, per 


capita income increased 
almost, but not quite, as 
fast as the cost of liv- 
ing. They were Louisiana, 
with an 11.4 per cent 
increase, and Washington, 
with an 11.3 per cent 
increase. 


At the other end of the 


scale, the states that 
fared worst were South Da- 
kota, where personal in- 
come dropped 4.8 per cent, 
and Horth Dakota, where it 
slid 2.8 per cent.

gan offering loans to the 
young marrieds of $1000 
per couple. The Berlin 
Senate recently raised the 
loan limit to $2000. This 
interest-free loan can be 
repaid in 10 years. 


The first legitimate 


child born to a couple re- 
duces the loan by $300, 
the second by $400, and 
the third by $500. To date 
a total of 184,000 young 
marrieds have taken ad- 
vantage of the West Berlin 
loan setup.

film "The Baked Princess." 


Elizabeth, ex-Foreign 


Minister of Uganda, ob- 
jects strenuously to the 
motion picture which is 
being filmed in Milan. It 
tells the story of an at- 
tractive young minister 
sent to Italy by her Afri- 
can home country to nego- 
tiate a trade treaty.
